Roll  Call:      In  review,  Commissioner  Del  Carlo  stated  that  he 

was  serving  his  fourth  year  on  the  Commission, 
also,  having  served  during  the  period  1 944- 1943.    He  is 
presently  a  member  of  the  Charter  Revision  Committee.  He 
stated  that  he  was  greatly  impressed  by  the  duplication  of 
activities—  in  the  fields  of  engineering,  land  administration, 
personnel  matters==the  Commission,  despite  its  own  Bureau  of 
Accounts  vs  the  Controller,  no  legal  control  of  its  matters, 
no  control  of  its  purchasing,  other  than  through  the  Purchaser 
of  Supplies.    Under  present  administration,  "road  blocks"  are 
often  encountered,  not  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Commission, 
It  was  his  stated  belief,  that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission, 
due  allowances  for  checks  and  balances,  should  have  its  own 
administration  of  finances,    purchasing,  legal  and  land;  with 
this  and  other  controls,  the  administration  of  affairs  of  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission,  could  be  conducted  in  a  proper 
and  business-like  manner. 

In  answer  to  query  of  Commissioner  Greenberg,  Commissioner 
Martin  stated  that  the  roads  of  the  Airport  are  private  roads, 
and  therefore  cannot  come  under  any  aid  program  of  the  State 
Division  of  Highways. 

Departmental  Report-Airport,  B»  Brown,  reporting: 

November,  1953  passenger  traffic  up  1-1/2%  as  against  same 
period  in  1957  (TV*  A  suspending  all  operation  from  November 
21,  195^  through  December  7,  1953);  air  mail  and  first  class 
mail  by  air,  up  9-1/2%;  combined  volume  of  express  and 
freight  up  7-1/2%.    As  of  midnight,  December  19,  1953,  American 
Airlines  suspended  all  flight  operations. 
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Airport  Management  is  meeting  with  Pan  American  World  Airways 
to  negotiate  lease  for  2e12  acres;  Plot  16  improvements 
hav e been  completed  and  turned  over  to  United  Air  Lines* 
CAAf s  occupancy  of  the  addition  to  the  6th  Floor,  Terminal 
Building,  under  lease  arrangements  will  be  submitted  shortly 
to  the  Commission.    Standard  Oil  Go.  has  been  authorized  to 
position  fill  material  in  the  addition  to  their  tank  farm 
area  recently  subleased  from  Pan  American  World  Airways, 

Airport  Department  as  of  December  31,  1958,  assumed  operation 
of  the  parking  meters,  formerly  operated  by  Barrett  Trans- 
portation Co, 

Management  reported  progress  on  expansion  of  cargo  building, 
construction  expected  to  be  under  way  during  the  first  half 
of  1959. 

Federal  Airways  Modernization  Board  has  ©rapleted  installation 
of  experimental  runway  lighting  and  is  currently  conducting 
tests . 

West  Coast  Airlines  has  indicated  operation  from  the  San 
Francisco  International  Airport  in  March,  1959.

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REPORT  OF  MANAGER,  AIRPORT  DEPARTMENT 

to  the  PUBLIC  UTILITIES  COMMISSION  January  6,  1959 

Traffic 

November  passenger  traffic  figures  indicate  a  1^7.  increase  when  compared 
with  the  same  period  of  1957.    Total  "in  and  out"  passengers  amounted  to  313,563, 
as  compared  with  308,876  in  November,  1957,  or  an  actual  increase  of  4,687  pas- 
sengers. 

The  CAA  Control  Tower  recorded  a  total  of  16,557  aircraft  operations 
during  November,  of  which  10,645  were  scheduled  airline  arrivals  or  departures. 
Actual  airline  operations  declined  by  108  arriving  and  departing  flights  during 
this  period,  representing  a  17.  decrease  when  compared  with  November,  1957.  This 
slight  decline  can  be  attributed  to  the  suspension  of  operations  by  a  major  carrier 
(TWA)  during  the  final  ten  days  of  November.     (TWA  ceased  all  flight  activity  from 
November  21  through  December  7,  as  the  result  of  a  labor  disagreement). 

Total  mail  poundage  (air  mail  and  first  class  mail  by  air)  moved  through 
San  Francisco  during  November  was  up  9%%  over  the  same  period  of  the  year  before. 
Air  mail  volume  increased  19%%,  while  first  class  mail  by  air  decreased  187.. 
Total  mail  by  weight  amounted  to  3,240,129  pounds --an  overall  increase  of  278,042 
pounds  over  November,  1957, 

The  combined  volume  of  express  and  freight  increased  more  than  7%7e  over 
the  corresponding  period  of  1957.    Total  cargo,  exclusive  of  mail  and  passenger 
baggage,  amounted  to  7,830,758  pounds,  or  an  actual  increase  of  562,564  pounds 
over  November ,. 1957. 

American  Airlines  Suspension  of  Service 

At  midnight,  December  19,  American  Airlines  suspended  all  flight  opera- 
tions throughout  their  system  as  a  result  of  a  disagreement  involving  the  Air  Line 
Pilots  Association.    Although  this  suspension  has  caused  considerable  inconvenience 
to  passengers,  American  Airlines'  service  to  San  Francisco  represents  a  rather 
small  percentage  of  our  total  available  service.    American's  current  schedule 
provides  nine  arriving  and  nine  departing  daily  passenger  flights,  and  two  arriving 


and  departing  daily  cargo  operations. 

Management  has  been  informed  that  approximately  907.  of  American  Airlines 
passenger  volume  was  successfully  absorbed  during  the  holiday  season  by  the  other 
air  carriers  serving  San  Francisco.    In  some  instances,  this  necessitated  the  addi- 
tion of  extra  sections  to  regular  flights  and  the  frequent  re-routing  of  passengers 
via  several  air  lines. 
Pan  American  Lease 

During  December,  Airport  management  met  with  Pan  American  World  Airways 
officials  to  negotiate  a  lease  for  2.12  acres  in  the  northeast  Airport  area  ad- 
jacent to  the  PAA  Maintenance  Base.    When  the  lease  is  consummated,  this  addition 
to  PAA's  area  will  be  used  to  further  develop  that  carrier's  maintenance  operations. 
Plot  16  ready  for  United  Air  Lines 

On  December  12,  filling  operations  within  Plot  16  were  completed,  and 
UAL  will  begin  paying  rent  in  accordance  with  lease  provisions  on  this  employees' 
parking  area. 

CAA  Lease  for  6th  Floor  Addition  to  the  Terminal  Building 

The  CAA's  lease  proposal  for  occupancy  of  the  recently  completed  additions 
to  the  terminal  building's  6th  floor  has  been  analyzed  and  approved  by  the  Director 
of  the  Bureau  of  Accounts,  and  Management  recommendations  have  been  submitted  to  the 
Manager  of  Utilities  for  final  approval. 
Standard  Oil  Tank  Farm 

Standard  Oil  Company  of  California  has  been  authorized  to  position  fill 
material  in  the  addition  to  their  tank  farm  area  recently  subleased  from  Pan 
American  World  Airways. 
Parking  Meters 

The  Airport  Department  as  of  December  31  assumed  responsibility  for 
operation  of  the  parking  meters,  formerly  operated  by  Barrett  Transportation,  Inc. 

Cargo  Building  Expansion 

.   % 

Preliminary  drawings  have  been  submitted  for  the  proposed  expansion  of 
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the  cargo  building.    Management  plans  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  airlines  regarding 
space  allocation,  to  be  based  on  a  formula  developed  by  taking  into  consideration 
their  present  cargo  operations.    It  is  expected  that  construction  will  start  on  the 
new  building  during  the  first  half  of  this  year. 
Airborne  Freight  Seeking  Lease 

Airborne  Freight  Corporation  is  seeking  a  2-acre  location  on  Airport 
property  to  build  a  permanent  building,  and  a  study  is  being  made  as  to  a  suitable 
site. 

Experimental  Runway  Lighting  Installation 

The  Federal  Airways  Modernization  Board  has  completed  installation  of 
experimental  runway  lighting  and  is  presently  conducting  tests  before  placing  the 
lights  in  operation  about  February  I. 
West  Coast  Airlines  Service  to  San  Francisco 

West  Coast  Airlines  officials  have  indicated  they  intend  to  commence 
scheduled  operations  from  San  Francisco  International  Airport  in  March,  1959,  and 
are  asking  for  a  minimum  of  800  square  feet  on  Concourse  D.     They  will  also  request 
space  in  the  Executive  Aircraft  Terminal  for  a  reservations  office. 
Street  Sweeper 

Funds  in  the  amount  of  $11,500  have  been  approved  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  Airport  street  sweeper. 
This  equipment  will  be  utilized  to  help  clean  run-up  mats  and  runways  until  such 
time  as  a  definite  determination  can  be  made  as  to  the  more  specific  requirements 
related  to  jet  aircraft. 
Holiday  Activity 

Over  the  Christmas  holiday  SFIA  auto  parking  lots  were  filled  to  capacity 
and  it  was  necessary  to  permit  curb  parking  of  the  overflow.  This  situation  points 
up  the  need  for  continued  studies  regarding  future  garage  facilities.

Perhaps  the  answer  lies 
in  the  lack  of  a  good  advertising  campaign—many  business 
concerns  budget.     annually  a  given  sum  of  money  for  purposes 
of  advertising  products==but  a  campaign  that  should  be  on  a 
continuing  basis.    He  suggested  that  a  study  be  made  in  the 
light  of  rider  research  to  get  the  reaction  of  riders,  how  they 
feel  under  present  conditions,  what  they  like  and  dislike, 
would  they  appreciate  more  express  service,  what  suggestions 
or  changes  would  attract  more  riders;  the  study  also,  to 
ascertain    reactions  of  tht  non-riders,  particuarly,  as  the 
present  Municipal  Railway  has  so  much  to  offer.    The  Com- 
mission endorsed  the  thinking  of  President  Fazackerely  and 
directed  Staff  to  review    and  recommend    a  program  to  the  end 
that  Municipal  Railway  rider  habit  be  increased. 

Commissioner  Martin  requested  Staff  to  submit  to  the  Commission, 
the  increased  water  sales  amount  that  would  justify  the  first 
phase  of  expansion,  i.  e.  San  Joaquin  Crossing  Pipeline. 
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The  over-all  Master  Plan  for  the  Terminal  Complex  Area  of  the 
San  Francisco  International  Airport,  under  study  by  Welton 
Becket  and  Associates  and  L»  Fisher  and  Associates,  will  be 
submitted  to  the  Commission  on  February  3,  1959>    staff  to 
prepare  proper  program. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  will  be  sworn  in  for  a  four  year  term 
as  a  member  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  in  the  office 
of  the  Mayor,  Friday,  January  16,  1959,  at  11:45  A.  M. 

Departmental  Report-Hetch  Hetchy  Project,  H.  E.  Lloyd  report- 
ing: 

Despite  below  normal  precipitation  as  of  January  13,  1958,  the 
Hetch  Hetchy  Reservoir  has  in  storage  30,000  acre-feet  of  water 
more  than  last  year  at  this  time*    On  Friday,  December  26, 
1^58,  a  failure  of  a  defective  metal  hanger,  one  conductor  of 
the  Moccasin-Newcrk  Transmission  line  fell  acrss  rights  of  way 
of  the  Southern  Pacific  and  Western  Pacific  Railroads,  con- 
siderable damage  resulting  to  signal  systems;  contractor  per- 
forming the    rnstringing  of  this  section  of  the  line  and  who 
furnished  the  defective  hanger  has  been  notified  to  make 
permanent  repairs. 

Construction  under  contracts  for  work  on  the  Hetch  Hetchy 
Project  and  at  the  Airport  were  reviewed  and  progress  noted, 
though  in  some  instances  recent  rains  have  interfered. 

The  Department  is  still  negotiating  with  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment as  to  stipulations  concerning  releise  of  water  from  the 
Hetch  Hetchy  Reservoir  to  sustain  fish  life  in  the  Tuolumne 
River  after  Canyon  Powerhouse  is  placed  in  operation. 

The  Department  is  co-operating  with  the  Department  of  Public

widening  of  Geneva  Avenue  westerly  from  Alemany  Boulevard.

W?ter  Conditions 

Although  precipitation  to  date  is  below  normal,  Hetch  Hetchy  Reservoir  has  in 
storage  30,000  acre-feet  of  water  more  than  last  year  at  this  time  due  to  the 
heavy  runoff  during  the  past  season.    Following  is  a  comparison  of  precipitation 
at  O'Shaughnessy  Dam  as  of  yesterday  with  a  year  agot

Transmission  Line  Failure 

On  Friday  evening  December  26,  1958,  due  to  failure  of  a  defective  metal  hanger » 
one  conductor  of  the  Moccasin-Newark  transmission  line  fell  across  the  right-of- 
way  of  the  Southern  Pacific  and  Western  Pacific  Railroads  at  a  point  approximately 
two  miles  east  of  Newark  Substation,    Fortunately,  there  was  little  interference 
\tfith  train  service  but  considerable  damage  was  done  to  the  railway  signal  system 
and  to  the  transmission  line  conductor.    Temporary  repairs  to  the  transmission 
line  to  restore  service  were  made  by  City  forces.    The  contractor  performing  the 
restringing  of  this  section  of  the  line  and  who  furnished  the  defective  hanger 
has  been  notified  to  make  permanent  repairs. 
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Tunnel  Work 

Following  a  ten-day  shut  down  during  the  holidays,  work  has  been  resumed  on  driving 
the  Cherry  Power  Tunnel.    Progress  continues  good  with  about  1300  feet  remaining 
to  be  driven  between  the  two  headings  which  should  be  holed  through  by  the  end  of 
this  month 3    At  that  time  the  contractor  will  then  shift  a  portion  of  his  crew 
to  concentrate  on  driving  the  Eleanor -Cherry  Diversion  Tunnel.    The  rest  of  the 
crew  will  be  reorganized  to  proceed  with  the  required  steel  and  concrete  lining 
of  the  Cherry  Power  Tunnel. 

Transmission  Line 

Approximately  55$  of  the  steel  towers  have  been  erected  for  the  transmission 'line 
between  Early  Intake  and  Moccasin.    Rains  have  made  passage  over  access  roads  to 
the  tower  sites  more  difficult,  thereby  slowing  progress  on  the  construction  work. 

Towers  for  use  in  constructing  an  additional  ^1  miles  of  transmission  line  wester- 
ly from  Moccasin  to  Warnerville  Substation  near  Oakdale  and  on  to  Modesto  Substa- 
tion J,  are  currently  undergoing  load  tests  at  the  South  San  Francisco  plant  of 
the  Bethlehem  Pacific  Coast  Steel  Company.    Plans  and  specifications  for  construct- 
ing this  portion  of  the  line  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $1,750,000,  have  been  completed 
and  will  be  ready  for  advertising  this  month. 

Cherry  Powerhouse 

Excavation  work  for  the  foundations  of  the  Cherry  Powerhouse  is  nearly  complete 
and  that  for  the  penstock  is  over  5§t  complete.    Fabrication  of  the  two  generators 
at  the  factory  is  approximately  75^  complete  and  component  parts  are  being  shipped 
to  the  site  and  stored  by  the  powerhouse  contractor.    Fabrication  of  the  penstock 
sections  is  proceeding  also  at  a  satisfactory  rate. 
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Cherry  Pother  house*  Cont'd 

On  December  26,  1958,  bids  were  received  by  the  Purchaser  of  Supplies  from  six 
vendors  for  furnishing  the  230,000-volt  power  transformers  for  the  Cherry  Power- 
house and  the  Warnerville  Substation.    Award  has  been  recommended  to  Allis -Chalmers 
Manufacturing  Company,  low  bidder,  in  the  approximate  amounts  of  $927*700  for  the 
Cherry  transformers  and  $760,000  for  the  Warnerville  transformers,  including  in 
both  cases  sales  tax  and  a  maximum  escalation  allowance  of  10$* 

Intake  Camohouse 

Four  bids  were  received  on  December  26,  1958,  ranging  from  a  low    of  $100,9^1  to 
a  high  of  $135>778,  for  the  construction  of  a  new  caraphouse  and  appurtenances  at 
Early  Intake,  and  the  removal  of  existing  structures  at  the  site  of  the  Intake 
Switchyard.    Award  has  been  made  to  Covington  and  Wolverton  of  Sonora,  low  bidder. 

Canyon  Pro-ieot.,  Application 

The  pending  application  for  an  amendment  of  the  location  of  the  Canyon  Power 
Project  filed  under  the  provisions  of  the  Raker  Act,  has  been  delayed  due  to 
lack  of  agreement  as  to  stipulations    concerning  the  release  of  water  from 
Hetch  Hetchy  Reservoir  to  sustain  fish  life  in  the  Tuolumne  River  after  Canyon 
Powerhouse  is  placed  in  operation.    Numerous  conferences  have  been  held  with 
Federal  and  State  agencies  concerned,  and  a  study  has  been  made  by  the  Bureau  of 
applicable  legislation  and  of  the  economic  effect  on  the  operation    of  the  power- 
house.   The  Regional  Forester  of  the  U.  S.  Forest  Service,  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  has  now  been  notified  by  letter  of  the  City*s  position  in 
this  matter.    It  is  hoped  that  releases  not  in  excess  of  those  stipulated  in 
previously  approved  applications  for  the  Cherry  River  and  for  Eleanor  Creek  will 
be  agreed  upon  which  will  be  compatible  with  the  purposes  for  which  the  Canyon 
Power  Project  was  designed. 
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AIRPORT  EpiI^RINa^ND  CONSTRUCTION 
General 

Construction  work  is  progressing  on  schedule  at  the  Airport,  but  the  rainy- 
weather  has  slowed  progress  on  some  jobs.    Meanwhile  the  design  section  is 
finalizing  plans  and  specifications  for  a  considerable  amount  of  construction 
work  to  be  undertaken  next  spring. 

Pier  E 

Work  is  proceeding  on  interior  finishing  of  the  building,  including  the  setting 
of  tile,  placing  of  ceiling  panels,  and  painting.    Mechanical  equipment  for  the 
heating  and  ventilating  system  is  being  installed.    It  is  expected  that  the 
building  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  by  the  middle  of  February. 

Addition  to  Sixth  FIcor  Rocf  of  Terminal  Building 

This  contract  is  essentially  complete  and  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration 
is  now  occupying  the  space. 

Fill  of  Leased  Areas 

Ninety  percent  of  the  fill  has  been  placed  for  Plot  5  which  will  be  used  by 
United  Air  Lines.    However,  the  contractor  has  suspended  operations  until  the 
end  of  the  rainy  season  because  of  his  inability  to  work  in  the  borrow  pit  area. 

Taxiwav  Shoulders  -  C.A.A.  Project  SQl S 

The  contractor  made  a  start  on  this  job  but  the  ground  conditions  have  been  too 
wet  to  allow  any  real  progress. 

Escalator s  and  Automata o  Doors 

Contracts  for  the  installation  of  escalators  and  automatic  doors  in  the  Terminal 
Building  have  now  been  certified  by  the  Controller  and  the  Contractors  are  order- 
ing the  required  materials  and  equipment.    Preliminary  construction  work  on  both 
contracts  is  expected  to  start  this  week. 
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Miscellaneous  Construction  Contracts 

The  contract  for  installation  of  utilities  in  the  apron  area  surrounding  Pier  E 
is  approximately  40^  complete.    The  sewer  line  is  completed,  and  work  is  progress- 
ing on  the  installation  of  the  water  line  and  power  ducts. 

No  work  has  been  performed  on  the  small  contract  for  providing  improvements  to 
the  boiler  plant  in  the  Service  Building  as  the  contractor  is  still  awaiting 
do?.ivery  of  required  material. 

The  contract  for  the  installation  of  power  cables  and  equipment  to  serve  portions 
of  the  north  field  area  and  Terminal  areas  is  awaiting  certification  by  the 
Controller. 

Architectural  Contract 

S-^aff  members  of  Airport  Management  and  the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  have 
held  meetings  with  Welton  Becket  Associates  and  Leigh  Fisher  relative  to  the 
overall  planning  of  xhe  Terminal  Area  Complex,  and  the  Master  Plan  for  this 
area  is  nearing  completion.    It  is  expected  that  the  Architects  will  make  a 
formal  presentation  to  the  Commission  in  two  or  three  weeks. 

FUTLWAY  JNGTj^F^TNIG^A ND    QWSTOUCT TON 

Rehabil itatlpn  of  Washington  and  Mason  Carhouse 

Certification  of  this  contract  is  still  being  held  up  pending  settlement  of  the 
suit  on  the  cable  car  lines.    The  contractor,  Arntz  Construction  Company,  has 
been  advised  of  the  circumstances  and  has  indicated  no  objection  to  a  reasonable 
delay. 


Geary  Expressway 


With  reference  to  the  proposed  construction  of  the  Geary  Expressway,  a  study 
has  been  made  concerning  the  further  use  or  abandonment  of  the  Municipal  Railway 
underground  feeder  duct  line  along  Geary  Street,    It  has  been  determined  to 
abandon  that  portion  from  Presidio  Avenue  to  Webster  Street  with  the  construction 
of  the  underpass  at  Fillmore  Street  but  to  retain  the  section  from  Webster  Street 
to  Kearny  Street  for  possible  future  use. 

Also,  estimates  have  been  prepared  for  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  include 
in  the  underpass  construction  a  duct  line  along  Fillmore  Street  crossing  the 
Geary  Expressway  for  the  future  underground ing  of  the  Railway  feeders  on 
Fillmore  Street, 

Geneva  Ay gnu e  Widening 

In  connection  with  the  proposed  widening  of  Geneva  Avenue  westerly  from  Alemany 
Boulevard,  estimates  are  being  prepared  for  the  Department  of  Public  Works  on 
the  costs  involved  if  the  widening  is  extended  twenty  feet  into  the  northerly 
side  of  Geneva  Avenue  Carhouse  site  between  San  Jose  and  Delano  Avenues,  This 
would  require  relocation  of  existing  track,  construction  of  new  track, 
demolition  of  existing  buildings  and  construction  of  new  buildings., 

Waiting  Shelter  —  Fast  Portal  Twin  Peaks  Tunnel 

Preliminary  designs  and  sketches  are  being  prepared  for  the  new  waiting  shelter 
to  be  constructed  with  the  rehabilitation  of  the  East  Portal  of  Twin  Peaks 
Tunnel, 
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BIEF^.^LLJ^^^iJg)  power 

Budget  Estimates 

The  Bureau  has  completed  budget  estimates  of  funds  required  for  some  1^00 
accounts  by  all  City  Departments  for  consumption  of  gas  and  electricity  during 
fiscal  year  1959-60 •    These  estimates  are  based  on  staff  studies  of  load  growth 
and  anticipated  addition  of  new  facilities  and  took  into  account  revision  of 
discounts  to  be  applied  for  municipal  uses  of  Hetch  Hetchy  power. 

Street  Lighting  —  Geary  Coach  Terminal 

In  connection  with  the  removal  of  rails  on  Geary  Boulevard  and  the  appurtenant 
trolley  poles  supporting  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company-owned  street  lights, 
new  and  improved  City-owned  street  lighting  is  proposed  for  the  Geary  Coach 
terminal  area  on  Cabrillo  Street  at  the  Great  Highway,    Plans  for  this  installa- 
tion have  been  submitted  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  the  Bureau  for 
review  and  approval,

expressed  the  hope  that  the  year  1959  would  fare  as  well. 
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Public  Hearing: 

Deletion  from  existing  Municipal  Railway 
Schedule  of  Fares,  the  Sunday  and  Holiday  Tour  Tickets 
at  50  cents  each. 

Mr,  C.  D.  Miller,  Manager  of  the  Municipal  Railway,  in  the 
interest  of  economy  and  because  of  the  use  of  new  fare  boxes, 
recommended  to  the  Commission  that  the  Sunday  and  Holiday  Tour 
Ticket  be  discontinued,  effecting  an  estimated  saving  of 
$25, 139.75  per  year, 

Mr.  Anthony  Smolenski  of  1239  Noe  Street,  Mr.  Wilford  Howard, 
representing  the  Townsend  Senior  Citizens  Organization  spoke 
in  favor  of  the   'Sunday  Pass";  they  contended  that  the  pass 
was  a  definite  help  to  the  elderly  citizens,  many  of  whom  on 
a  limited  income,  and  desirous  of  riding  the  lines  on  Sundays 
and  Holidays,  could  not  afford  the  payment  of  a  regular  fare. 
Mr.  Howard  suggested  that  perhaps  the  use  of  coins  dropped  in 
fare  boxes  could  accomplish  the  purpose  of  the  Railway  in 
eliminating  turn-in  time. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  stated  that  for  a  number  of  years  he 
represented  a  segment  of  the  community  in  organized  labor, 
that  a  number  of  union  members  were  retired  and  not  in  a 
position  to  afford  riding  the  transit  system  other  than  through 
the  use  of  the  pass.    He  urged  the  Commission  not  to  act 
hastily  in  the  elimination  of  the  pass. 

In  a  general  discussion  of  the  matter,  the  Commission  evinced 
a  desire  to  be  of  help  to  those  using  the  pass  and  at  the  same 
time  being  concerned  with  the  cost  of  turn-in  time;    since  it 
was  suggested  that  perhaps  other  means  of  sale  could  be  attained, 
the  Commission  directed    Staff:. to  study  the  possibility  of 
other  agencies  for  sale  of  the  passes,  such  as  stores, 
collection  stations  of  the  Water  Department,  offices  or  divi- 
sions of  the  Railway, 

Public  Hearing:  Budget  Estimates  for  Fiscal  Year  1959-60. 

The  only  public  representation  made  was  by  Willard  J.  Coonen, 
an  employee  of  the  Municipal  Railway,  who  stated  that  the  use 
of  a  five  cent  coin  on  the  part  of  school  children  would  save 
considerable  money  through  the  elimination  of  the  present 
school  ticket.

Passenger  revenue  for  the  month  of  December  195^  was 
^  $1,614., or  Uf°  more  than  budget  estimate.    This  fiscal  year 
through  January  9>  1959*  we  have  taken  in  ^88,572,  or  0,8% 
less  in  adult  fare  passenger  revenue  than  last  year  through 
the  same  date. 

A  final  report  on  passengers  carried  in  "Transit  Industry

HOODLUMISM  AND  HOLDUPS  OF  P LA TP CRM  PERSONNEL: 

As  suggested  by  the  police  Department,   Chief  of 
the  Department  of  Electricity,  Donald  Townsend,  investigated 
the  feasibility  of  a  direct  tie-in  line  between  our  Central 
Control  and  the  Police  Communications  Room  at  the  Hall  of 
Justice, 

Mr.  Townsend  reported  that  this  was  feasible,  and

The  subject  matter  was  introduced,  and  the  Commission  ad- 
journed or  recessed  the  meeting  to  the  Office  of  the  Mayor 
for  introduction  of  the  Master  Plan. 

Mr.  Leigh  Fisher  of  the  Leigh  Fisher  and  Associates,  under 
contract  with  City  as  Airport  Consultant,  reviewed  his 
recommendations  made  to  the  Commission  in  March  of  1958,  with 
particular  reference  to  the  plan  as  submitted  and  under  con- 
sideration.   He  fully  concurred  with  the  master  plan  as  pre- 
pared by  Welton  Becket  and  Associates,  stating  that  it  was  a 
desirable  criteria  and  would  accommodate  the  projected  traffic 
loads  as  developed  in  his  report. 

Mr.  Becket  of  Welton  Becket  and  Associates,  reviewed  the  plan 
as  submitted  by  his  organization;  he  stated  that  the  work  was 
done  in  Sen  Francisco,  that  it  was  a  good  start,  judging  by 
similar  activities  in  New  York  and  Los  Angeles,  the  fruition  of 
which,  would  make  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport, 
one  of  the  finest  in  the  world.  From  sketches,  he  highlighted 
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the  salient  features  of  the  plan. 

The  Mayor  complimented  the  Commission  and  Airline  Officials  as 
a  fine  example  of  cooperation,  the  cooperation  resulting  in 
the  submission  of  the  plan. 

The  Commission  then  returned  for  further  consideration  of  the 
plan  in  the  Commission* s  Chambers,    Messrs  Fisher  and  Becket 
again  reviewed  the  plans.    The  raa&er  plan  represents  the  ulti- 
mate development  of  the  terminal  area  of  the  Airport  and  in- 
cludes an  addition  to  one  of  the  existing  piers;  two  new  ter- 
minals,   each  with  two  piers  plus  connecting  concourses  and  a 
three-level  parking  structure  for  6,000  cars  with  special 
landscaping.

Mr.  Brown1 s  report  was  in  review    of  traffic  for  the 
calendar  year  1958.  It  was  the  first  year  in  which  passenger 
volume  exceeded  four  million,  noteworthy  in  that,  during  1958, 
because  of  labor-management  difficulties,  there  was  suspended 
operations  on  the  part  of  some  carriers.  Total  mail  poundage 
was  up  11. 3$;  airmail  volume  increased  Ikfy,  while  first  class 
mail  by  air  reflected  a  k%  increase;  combined  volume  of  express 
and  freight  increased  approximately  6$.

Traffic,  Calendar  Year  1958  February  3,  1959 

1958  marks  the  first  year  during  which  San  Francisco  International  Air- 
port's passenger  volume  exceeded  four  million.    (A  similar  but  slightly  lower  total 
was  achieved  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1958). 

Total    in  and  out"  passengers  amounted  to  4,063,871  during  1958,  as  com* 
pared  with  3,950,247  in  1957.    This  is  an  actual  Increase  of  113,624  passengers,  or 
approximately  three  per  cent  (2.97.)  over  1957. 

The  CAA  Control  Tower  recorded  a  total  of  205,210  aircraft  operations  dur- 
ing 1958,  of  which  128,421  were  scheduled  airline  arrivals  or  departures. 

♦The  year  was  marked  by  three  periods  of  suspended  operations  Involving 
three  of  the  major  airlines  serving  San  Francisco.    Together  these  periods  of 
service  disruption  amounted  to  149  days  (160  days,  of  which  11  were  in  1959)  or 
close  to  half  the  year.    In  spite  of  these  periods  of  reduced  volume,  the  total 
number  of  air  carrier  movements  declined  but  one  per  cent  (1.1%)  as  compared  with 
1957. 

Total  mail  poundage  (airmail  and  first  class  mail  by  air)  moved  through 
San  Francisco  in  1958  was  up  eleven  per  cent  (11.37.)  over  1957.    Airmail  volume 
Increased  147.,  while  first  class  mall  by  air  reflected  a  four  per  cent  (3.9%) 
increase  over  1957. 

The  combined  volume  of  express  and  freight  increased  approximately  six 

per  cent  (5,97.  over  1957.    Total  cargo,  exclusive  of  mall  and  passenger  baggage, 

amounted  to  134,138,707  pounds,  or  an  actual  increase  of  7,510,686  pounds  over  1957.

December  passenger  traffic  figures  indicate  an  even  1%  increase  over 
the  same  period  of  the  preceding  year.    Total    in  and  out"  passengers  amounted 
to  332,917,  as  compared  with  329,599  for  December  of  1957,  or  an  actual  increase 
of  3,318  passengers. 

The  CAA  Control  Tower  recorded  a  total  of  17,351  aircraft  operations 
during  December,  or  946  more  than  during  the  preceding  December.    Of  this  total, 
10,945  were  scheduled  airline  arrivals  or  departures. 

Total  mail  poundage  moved  through  San  Francisco  increased  sixteen  per 
cent  (15.87.)  compared  with  December  of  1957. 

The  combined  volume  of  express  and  freight  increased  over  twenty-eight 
per  cent  (28.47.)  as  compared  to  the  corresponding  period  of  1957.    Total  cargo, 
exclusive  of  mail  and  passenger  baggage,  amounted  to  8,757,334  pounds,  or  an 
actual  increase  of  1,937,029  pounds  over  December,  1957.

Traffic 

January  passenger  traffic  figures  indicate  a  6%  (5.8%)  increase  when 
compared  with  the  same  period  of  1958.    Total  "in  and  out"  passengers  amounted 
to  330,278,  as  compared  with  312,062  in  January,  1958,  or  an  actual  increase  of 
18,216  passengers. 

The  FAA  Control  Tower  recorded  a  total  of  18,704  aircraft  operations 
during  January,  or  an  increase  of  9%%  (9.67.)  over  the  same  period  of  1958.  Of 
this  total,  11,291  operations  were  scheduled  airline  arrivals  and  departures. 
This  represents  a  2%%  increase  in  airline  operations,  or  an  actual  increase  of 
280  arrivals  or  departures  as  compared  to  the  previous  January.     (It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  during  this  period  of  increased  passenger  and  operational 
volume,  a  major  carrier— American  Airlines—was  Inoperative  during  the  first 
ten  days  of  the  month  as  the  result  of  a  labor  disagreement). 

Total  mail  poundage  (air  mail  and  first  class  mall  by  air)  moved 
through  San  Francisco  during  January  was  up  over  17%  (17.2%)  when  compared 
with  the  same  period  of  the  year  before.    Air  mail  volume  increased  20^%  (20.6%) 
while  first  class  mail  by  air  increased  8%  (7.9%).    Total  mail  by  weight 
amounted  to  3,567,827  pounds --an  over-all  increase  of  522,543  pounds  over 
January,  1958. 

The  combined  volume  of  express  and  freight  Increased  15%  (14.9%) 
over  the  corresponding  period  of  1958.    Total  cargo,  exclusive  of  mall  and 
passenger  baggage,  amounted  to  7,434,477  pounds,  or  an  actual  Increase  of 
1,114,597  pounds  over  January,  1958.

HETCH  HETQTJY  PROJECT 
General 

ladicated  savings  over  budget  estimates  for  Hetch  Hetchy  operations  as  of  the 
first  of  February  are  around  $184,000,  which  is  principally  due  to  increased 
generation  of  electric  energy  at  both  the  City's  Intake  Powerhouse  and  the 
Irrigation  Districts0  Don  Pedro  power  plant  by  reason  of  availability  of  water 
stored  at  Cherry  Valley.    This  in  turn  reflects  in  the  budget  item  provided 
for  the  purchase  of  power  and  energy. 

Water  Conditions 

Precipitation  during  the  month  of  February  has  improved  somewhat  the  runoff 
prospects  for  the  coming  period.    Seasonal  precipitation  to  March  9»  1959  at 
Hetch  Hetchy  (19*23")  and  at  Lake  Lloyd  (24.70")  are  approximately  84  per  cent 
of  normal.    Preliminary  forecast  based  on  the  results  of  this  year's  second 
snow  survey  indicates  that  the  year's  runoff  on  the  Tuolumne  River  watershed 
will  be  approximately  80  per  cent  of  normal. 

1959  Session  of  the  California  StAte  Legislature 

The  Bureau  has  been  analyzing  and  maintaining  a  record  of  all  legislation 
pertaining  to  water  and  power  which  is  of  interest  to  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco.    Recommendations  for  action  by  the  City  are  being  forwarded 
weekly  to  the  Manager  of  Utilities.    The  Bureau  has  placed  a  representative  in 
Sacramento  to  facilitate  the  procurement  and  forwarding  to  the  Bureau  of 
information  relative  to  legislative  matters,  committee  meetings,  etc. 
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Investigation.  of^Water  Rpsoirrces  of  Tuolumne  County 

A  conference  was  held  on  February  19 ,  1959  between  engineers  of  the  State 
Department  of  Water  Resources,  the  Modesto  Irrigation  District,  the  Turlock 
Irrigation  District,  and  the  Bureau  to  discuss  progress  to  date  on  the  current 
investigation  by  that  State  agency  of  the  water  resources  and  problems  of 
Tuolumne  County.    Possible  water  and  power  developments  on  the  North  Fork  and 
on  the  South  Fork  of  the  Tuolumne  River  were  discussed.    Also,  the  Irrigation 
Districts  stated  that  they  had  no  objection  to  Tuolumne  County  purchasing 
storage  space  in  the  New  Den  Pedro  Reservoir  in  exchange  for  storage  upstream. 
The  State's  engineers  indicated  that  their  planning  does  not  intend  to  inter- 
fere with  vested  water  rights.    Future  conferences  will  be  held  a«  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  report  progresses  in  order  that  the  interests  of  all  parties  will 
be  protected. 

California  Municipal  Utilities  Association 

The  27th  annual  meeting  of  the  California  Municipal  Utilities  Association  was 
held  in  Berkeley,  California,  February  2k  to  27,  1959.    At  its  meeting  on 
February  17,  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  authorized  its  representatives 
concerning  action  to  be  taken  on  the  controversial  resolution  proposing  that 
the  Association  maintain  its  position  in  opposition  to  the  partnership  agreement 
on  the  Trinity  River  Project.    The  representatives  of  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Utilities  Commission  and  the  East  Bay  Municipal  Utilities  District  voted  "No" 
on  this  resolution.    With  regard  to  the  proposed  resolution  concerning  the  sale 
of  electric  power  and  water  from  State  constructed  projects  on  a  priority  basis, 
action  on  this  resolution  was  postponed  at  the  suggestion  of  the  representatives 
of  San  Francisco  and  Los  Angeles. 
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CAIOTON-CHERRYJWER  DEVELOPMENT 
Tunnel  Work 

Since  holing  through  the  Cherry  Power  Tunnel  on  January  26,  1959 »  excavation 
work  is  being  continued  to  bring  the  tunnel  invert  to  grade.    Also,  roof  bolts 
are  being  installed  -tfhere  required  in  the  excavated  crown  and  side  walls  for 
temporary  support  prior  to  placing  lining  and  for  permanent  support  in  unlined 
sections. 

Driving  of  the  Eleanor -Cherry  Diversion  Tunnel  from  the  Cherry  Portal  is 
continuing.    To  date,  1460  feet  of  the  required  5^50  feet  have  been  driven. 

Transmission  Lines 

It  is  expected  that  erection  of  the  steel  towers  for  the  230,000-volt  transmission 
line  between  Cherry  Powerhouse  and  Moccasin  will  be  completed  within  the  next 
few  weeks.    Stringing  of  the  conductors  is  under  way  but  progress  has  been 
hampered  by  the  recent  rains.    Upon  completion  of  this  line,  one  circuit  will 
be  placed  in  service  temporarily  on  22,000  volts  to  provide  additional  capacity 
for  power  in  the  construction  areas.    This  will  permit  abandonment  of  approximately 
18  miles  of  the  old  wooden  pole  line  between  Jones  Point  and  Priest  Reservoir. 
Specifications  for  the  removal  of  this  line  are  being  prepared. 

Eight  bids  were  received  on  March  5,  1959 »  ranging  from  $1,552,193-50  to 
$2,061,423.00  for  the  construction  of  the  final  section  of  the  transmission  line, 
from  Moccasin  via  Warnerville  Substation  (near  Oakdale)  to  Modesto  Substation  J. 
The  bid  price  does  not  include  approximately  $4-36,000  of  tower  steel  now  being 
fabricated  by  Bethlehem  Pacific  Coast  Steel  Corporation,  and  will  be  furnished 
by  the  City  to  the  construction  contractor.    Award  has  been  recommended  to  the 
low  bidder,  John  M.  King  Company,  Tacoma,  Washington. 
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Cherry  Powerhouse 

The  first  concrete  for  the  foundation  of  Cherry  Powerhouse  was  placed  on 
February  9>  1959 »  and  approximately  1800  cubic  yards  have  been  poured  to  date. 
Excavation  work  is  continuing  on  the  Granite  Creek  diversion  channel  for 
diverting  the  creek  flow  around  the  powerhouse.    Shipments  of  generator  and 
turbine  parts  are  being  received  and  stored  near  the  powerhouse  site. 
Approximately  19  per  cent  of  the  work  under  this  contract  has  been  completed 
with  2k  per  cent  of  the  time  elapsed, 

Oi 1  Circuit  Breakers 

Requisition  for  purchase,  together  with  the  specifications,  have  been  forwarded 
to  the  Purchaser  of  Supplies  for  the  procurement  of  eleven  230,000-volt  and 
two  115»000-volt  oil  circuit  breakers  for  installation  under  other  contracts  at 
Intake  Switchyard  and  Warnervilie  Substation.    The  estimated  cost  of  these 
breakers  is  $1*100,000. 

Wa^nerville  Substation 

Plans  and  specifications  for  the  construction  of  the  Warnerville  Substation 
(near  Oakdale),  which  have  been  prepared  by  Sverdrup  &  Parcel,  Inc.,  have  been 
reviewed  by  the  Bureau  and  returned  for  final  preparation.    This  contract  will 
be  ready  for  advertising  the  early  part  of  next  month.    The  preliminary  estimated 
cost  of  construction  is  approximately  $1,100,000. 


AIRPORT  ^^^^^^^bC^S^^^ 
General 

The  past  month's  construction  activity  has  been  largely  confined  to  the 
completion  of  Pier  £•    Construction  of  the  Addition  to  Pier  B  is  expected  to 
start  during  this  month.    Plans  and  specifications  for  approximately 
$2,000,000  of  construction  in  the  landing  field  area  is  being  reviewed  by  the 
Federal  Airport  Agency  (formerly  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration)  and 
construction  should  be  under  way  on  these  projects  by  May. 

Pier  E. 

This  latest  addition  to  the  Terminal  area  is  complete  with  the  exception  of 
some  minor  adjustments  and  corrections  being  made  by  the  Contractor. 
American  Airlines  commenced  operation  out  of  the  new  pier  on  March  3>  1959* 

Pier  B 

Ten  bids  were  received  for  the  addition  to  Pier  B,  the  low  bidder  being  the 
firm  of  Harrod  and  Williams,  Inc.  in  the  amount  of  $509*736.  Certification 
of  the  contract  by  the  Controller  is  expected  shortly. 

Escalators  and  Automatic  Doors 

Under  the  contract  for  the  installation  of  escalators  in  the  Terminal  Building, 
the  required  counters  are  being  installed  in  the  ground  floor  baggage  lobby. 
The  installation  of  the  escalators  is  awaiting  the  fabrication  and  delivery 
of  the  mechanical  equipment. 

The  doors  at  the  ground  floor  entrance  to  be  provided  with  automatic  operation 
have  been  converted  and  work  is  proceeding  with  the  conversion  of  the  doors 
at  the  entrance  to  the  ticket  lobby. 
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Miscellaneous  Construction  Contracts 


No  progress  has  been  made  during  the  past  month  on  the  contract  for  improvements 
to  the  boiler  plant  in  the  Service  Building  as  the  Contractor  is  still  awaiting 
delivery  of  tanks  and  mechanical  equipment. 

Under  another  contract  pox^er  cables  and  equipment  are  being  installed  in  the 
north  field  area.    The  Contractor  is  installing  and  splicing  cables  and  the 
work  should  be  completed  in  about  two  weeks. 

Work  is  still  being  postponed  on  the  completion  of  filling  Plot  5  and  also  the 
construction  of  taxiway  shoulders,  as  the  contractors  on  these  jobs  are  awaiting 
the  end  of  the  rainy  season  before  continuing. 

On  February  26th,  three  bids  were  received  for  making  alterations  to  the 
Communications  Rcom  on  the  Ground  Floor  of  the  Terminal  Building.    Award  has 
been  made  to  the  low  bidder,  Wilco  Construction  Company,  in  the  amount  of 
$1^,793. 

Federal  Airport  Aid  Project  Application 

On  February  27th  an  application    was  made  to  the  Federal  Airport  Agency  for 
roughly  $2,000,000  of  construction   work  at  the  Airport,  including  paving  of 
runway  extensions,  apron  extension,  extension  of  the  approach  lighting  system, 
reconstruction  of  runway  and  taxiway  pavements,  and  painting  of  runways  and 
taxiways.    After  review  and  approval  by  the  Federal  Airport  Agency  of  the 
plans  and  specifications  submitted  for  this  project,  a  Grant  Agreement  will  be 
forthcoming  allowing  approximately  $880,000  in  Federal  funds  towards  the  cost 
of  this  work. 
Architectural  Contract 

The  Master  Plan  as  submitted  by  Welton  Becket  &  Associates  last  month  was 
approved  by  the  Art  Commission  on  March  2nd,  and  a  supplemental  appropriation 
is  being  processed  to  allow  for  the  preparation  of  plans  and  specifications 
of  Stage  1,  namely,  the  Secondary  Terminal  and  Piers  F  and  G, 
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Ran id  Transit 

A  meeting  of  the  Mayor's  interdepartmental  rapid  transit  committee  was  held 
on  February  27,  in  the  office  of  the  Director  of  Planning  with  Messrs.  Lloyd 
and  Miller  representing  the  Public  Utilities  Commission.    Also  present  were 
Mr.  Pierce,  Manager,    and  Mr.  K.  Hoover,  Chief  Engineer,  of  the  Bay  Area  Rapid 
Transit  District.    The  important  question  of  timing  the  activities  of  both 
organizations  wa3  established  in  that  the  District  is  contemplating  the  employment 
of  consulting  engineers  for  the  purpose  of  reviewing  the  reports  of  Parsons, 
Brinckerhoff ,  Hall  and  MacDonald.    This  review  will  be  filed  in  the  early  part 
of  I960. 

The  Mayor's  Committee  will  support  the  recommendation  of  Supervisor  Halley  that 
$125,000  be  appropriated  to  carry  on  activities.    Mr.  James  McCarthy  was 
designated  to  interview  suitable  consulting  firms  to  develop  the  City's 
position  for  integrating  the  City's    transportation  with  that  of  the  overall 
Bay  Area  Project.    Another  meeting  will  be  held  on  March  11,  1959  for  the 
purpose  of  a  progress  report. 

Geary  Expressway 

The  location  and  allocation  of  space  for  the  various  underground  utilities  at 
Geary  Expressway  and  Fillmore  Street  were  tentatively  agreed  to  at  a  meeting 
of  all  parties  concerned,  held  February  10,  1959.    Final  location  plans  are 
being  prepared. 

Waiting  Shelters.     East  Portal  -  Twin  Peaks  Tunnel 

Following  approval  by  the  Commission  last  week  of  preliminary  plans  for  a 
proposed  shelter  on  the  north  side  and  reconstruction  of  the  existing  shelter 
on  the  south  side,  the  plans  have  been  submitted  to  the  Art  Commission  for 
Approval. 
Property  Annraisa^L 

The  Engineer's  appraisal  of  properties  of  the  Municipal  Railway  covering  the 

track  and  roadway  accounts  has  been  completed  and  a  report  is  being  prepared. 
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STREET  LIGHTING 


Action  by  the  Commission  at  its  meeting  last  week  further  clarified  the  allowable 
indirect  costs  for  billing  purposes  under  the  contract  for  the  maintenance  and 
repair  of  City-owned  street  lighting  facilities.    The  Contractor  has  now 
submitted  some  50  bills  for  all  "work  other  than  unit  bid  work"  performed  during 
the  first  six  months  of  this  fiscal  year©    The  bills  are  being  checked  and  after 
approval  will  be  processed  for  payment. 

A  study  is  under  way  by  the  Bureau  to  provide  adequate  street  lighting  in  the 
access  areas  adjacent  to  Candlestick  Park,  the  new  baseball  stadium  to  be 
occupied  by  the  San  Francisco  Giants.    The  Department  of  Public  Works  will 
provide  City-owned  lighting  on  the  adjacent  section  of  the  Hunter* s  Point 
Expressway  and  on  the  south  access  road  from  the  Bayshore  Freeway  connection. 
Lighting  on  the  other  access  streets  will  be  installed  by  the  Pacific  Gas  and 
Electric  Company  as  directed  by  the  Bureau  under  the  Company's  contract  with 
the  City.

The  salient  features  of  progress  and  other  items  of 
importance  in  the  improvement,  operation  and  maintenance  of  the 
San  Francisco  Water  Department  occurring  since  February  27,  1959 
the  date  of  my  previous  report  to  you,  are  as  follows: 

The  financial  position  of  the  Department  continues  good, 
water  Sales  collections  for  the  first  19  days  of  March  were 
$795*259.95  which  is  $63,688.83  more  than  the  same  period  last  year 
while  such  collections  this  fiscal  year  to  March  19,  1959  amounted 
to  ^10,721,498.53  which  is  $501,^99.83  more  than  the  same  period 
last  year. 

Although  certain  accounts  were  overspent  due  to  increased 
activities  and  higher  taxes,  a  credit  balance  of  -358,050.69  of 
revenues  over  expenditures  obtained  as  of  February  28,  1959. 

Net  water  sales  for  eight  months  of  this  fiscal  year 
Increased  2,73^  in  San  Francisco  and  10.15;.-  outside  of  San  Francisco 
over  the  same  period  last  year,  with  a  net  increase  of  672  consumers 
for  that  period. 

Land  management  activities  Included  the  following  items: 

1.  The  approved  plan  for  the  several  uses  of  the 
surplus  areas  of  the  Francisco  Street  Reservoir 
tract  has  been  accepted  by  the  Recreation  and 
Park  Commission,  and  the  matter  of  implementing 
the  plan  is  under  consideration  by  the  Planning 
Commission  and  the  Real  Estate  Department. 

2.  A  second  meeting  of  the  working  committee  of  this 
Commission  and  the  City  of  Pleasanton  with  reference 
to  the  proposed  Industrial  Park  near  Pleasanton  was 
held  and  additional  meetings  are  scheduled  in  the 
near  future. 

3.  Offers  are  being  solicited  for  a  lease  of  the 
Walnut  Orchard  at  Sunol. 

4.  Offers  are  also  being  solicited  for  two  grazing 
leases  on  properties  in  Alameda  County.  Other 
such  leases  are  under  preparation. 

5.  The  preparation  and  Issuance  of  several  other 
leases  and  numerous  permits. 
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During  the  month  of  February,  283  orders  for  renewed  or 
increased  services  were  filled,  92  poor  supply  inspections  were 
made  and  69  new  main  taps  were  installed. 

The  contract  work  of  lining  and  roofing  the  south  basin 
of  Sunset  Reservoir  is  64$  completed,  and  workwise,  is  on  schedule. 

Numerous  contracts  are  in  progress  and  under  preparation  for 
the  improvement  of  the  pipe  system  in  San  Francisco.     The  City 
Distribution  Division  continues  active  with  pipeline  reconstruction 
and  other  work  to  accommodate  street  improvements. 

Plans  and  specifications  are  completed  or  advanced  for 
reconstructing  the  timber  trestle  supporting  the  pipeline  across 
the  Bay  Division  marshes,  for  rebuilding  the  bridge  across  Alameda 
Creek  damaged  by  floods  and  the  replacement  of  the  Pilarcitos 
Cottage  and  other  improvements.     Specifications  for  an  improved 
radio  communications  system  were  finalized  and  there  has  been 
progress  in  the  engineering  work  for  the  construction  of  the  San 
Antonio  Dam. 

The  program  for  improving  the  quality  of  water  served  our 
consumers  continues  at  an  increased  rate.     Mains  are  being  flushed, 
several  new  chlorinating  plants  are  under  construction  or  in  oper- 
ation and  certain  existing  plants  are  being  modernized.     The  east 
basin  of  the  Stanford  Heights  Reservoir  is  now  being  drained  pre- 
paratory to  cleaning.     Thp  program  will  now  be  accelerated  through 
the  use  of  the  additional  men  and  materials  made  available  through 
a  supplemental  appropriation  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisor's 
recently. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  also  approved  the  employment  of 
personnel  necessary  to  man  a  Resources  and  Planning  Division  of 
the  Department.    Requisitions  have  been  issued  for  these  employments. 

The  report  on  Cost  and  Rate  Analysis  of  the  San  Francisco 
Water  Department,  by  Roy  Wehe  is  still  being  analysed  by  the  staff 
with  a  view  to  making  reports  and  recommendations  to  the  Commission. 

Several  relatively  important  meetings  were  held  during  the 
month.    A  meeting  of  the  Bay  Area  Water  Users  Association  was 
attended  as  was  a  meeting  of  the  Feather  River  Project  Association, 
the  Peninsula  Water  Works  Association,  the  California  State  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  the  California  Municipal  Utility  Association  and  the 
Bay  Counties  Water  Problems  Committee.

Traffic 

February  passenger  traffic  figures  indicate  a  7^7.  increase  when  compared 
with  the  same  period  of  1958.    Total  "in  and  out'   passengers  amounted  to  299,486, 
as  compared  with  278,589  in  February,  1958,  or  an  actual  increase  of  20,897 
passengers. 

The  FAA  Control  Tower  recorded  a  total  of  18,063  aircraft  operations 
during  February,  or  an  increase  of  47,  over  the  same  period  of  1958.    Of  this  total, 
10,293  were  scheduled  airline  arrivals  or  departures.    This  represents  a  5.370  in- 
crease in  airline  operations,  or  an  actual  increase  of  522  arrivals  or  departures 
as  compared  to  the  previous  February.

Report  on  the  Activities  of  the  Bureau 

Public  Utilities  Commission  Meeting 
 April  14.  1959  

HETCH  HETCHY  PROJECT 

General 

All  operation  and  construction  activities  on  the  Hetch  Ketchy  Project  during 
the  past  month  have  continued  satisfactorily.    Gross  revenue  compared  with 
total  expenditures  compares  favorably  with  budget  estimates. 

Water  Conditions 

Precipitation  on  the  Tuolumne  River  Watershed  during  March  and  the  first  part 
of  April  was  considerably  below  normal.    The  forecast  of  runoff  based  on  the 
most  recent  snow  surveys  indicates  that  this  year  the  runoff  will  be  approx- 
imately 53$  of  normal  and  that  Hetch  Hetchy  Reservoir  may  not  fill.    At  this 
date  it  appears  that  the  predicted  abnormally  low  runoff  will  not  seriously 
affect  our  water  supply  or  pox^er  generation.    Due  to  the  relatively  mild 
weather  during  the  past  month,  the  Spring  runoff  has  already  started. 

Tuolumne  County  Taxes 

On  April  6,  1959  a  letter  was  received  from  the  Tuolumne  County  Assessor, 
requesting  information  relative  to  power  production  at  Moccasin  and  Early 
Intake  Pox^erhouses  during  1956,  1957  and  1953,  and  the  amounts  of  water  diverted 
from  Tuolumne  County  through  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct  during  the  same  three 
years.    It  is  expected  that  this  information  will  be  used  in  an  attempt  to  raise 
the  City's  taxes  in  Tuolumne  County.    Conferences  have  been  held  with  the  City 
Attorney's  Office  relative  to  possible  courses  of  action  by  the  City  in  this 
regard. 
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1959  Regular  Session  of  the  California  State  Legislature 

The  Bureau  is  continuing  to  maintain  a  record  of  all  pending  legislation  per- 
taining to  water  and  power  which  is  of  interest  to  the  C±ty»    In  addition,  the 
Bureau  has  also  arranged  to  receive  copies  of  all  Federal  legislation  pertain- 
ing to  water  and  power  which  may  affect  the  interests  of  the  City, 

Water  Supply  for  Atomic  Energy  Commission 

Negotiations  are  continuing  with  the  United  States  Atomic  Energy  Commission 
for  a  primary  water  supply  source  and  the  necessary  rights-of-way  to  supply  water 
to  its  Radiation  Laboratory  at  Livermore.    Its  present  plans  envision  tapping 
the  Coast  Range  Tunnel  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct  at  or  near  Mocho  Shaft  and 
installing  the  necessary  pumping  equipment  at  that  location  and  constructing 
a  pipeline  to  the  Livermore  plant,  at  a  total  estimated  expenditure  by  the 
A.E.C.  of  $if00,000.    Estimated  initial  delivery  requirement  is  350,000  gallons 
per  day  with  a  maximum  demand  under  emergency  conditions  (fire)  of  1,500,000 
gallons  per  day. 

A  Revocable  Permit  has  been  issued  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  to  the 
Atomic  Energy  Commission  to  perform  at  its  expense,  exploratory  work  at  Mocho 
Shaft  in  order  that  further  study  may  be  made  of  the  engineering  and  construction 
problems  involved  in  gaining  access  to  the  tunnel.    Further  conferences  vail  be 
held  on  the  drafting  of  a  mutually  acceptable  contract  for  this  water  service. 

Preservation  of  Essential  Records 

In  order  to  provide  safe  storage  of  vital  engineering  records  for  protection 
in  the  event  of  enemy  attack,  the  first  stage  is  under  way  of  a  program  to 

microfiljn  all  such  records  of  the  Bureau  subsequent  to  the  previous  microfilm- 
ing performed  in  19^3 •    This  project,  in  addition  to  security  benefits  will 
eliminate  the  need  for  additional  equipment  and  space  to  store  the  increasing 
volume  of  engineering  drawings  developing  under  the  current  bond  issue  projects. 
Cost  of  the  first  stage  of  this  program  is  estimated  at  $4,000  which  amount  is 

appropriated  in  the  current  year's  budget. 
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Proposed  Haw  Don  Pedro  Dam 

On  March  26,  1959  >  I  attended  a  meeting  with  representatives  of  the  Modesto  and 
Turlock  Irrigation  Districts  and  Bechtel  Corporation  to  review  a  preliminary 
report  prepared  for  the  Districts  by  Bechtel  on  the  proposed  New  Don  Pedro  Dam 
on  the  Tuolumne  River.    The  report  is  based  on  three  alternate  reservoir  capacities 
and  covers  comparative  costs  of  concrete  and  rock  fill  dams,  including  the  nec- 
essary spillways,  for  each  reservoir  capacity.    The  City's  interest  in  this  pro- 
ject, is  in  the  acquisition  of  additional  storage  capacity  on  the  Tuolumne  River 
at  a  cost  lower  than  that  which  could  be  developed  in  more  remote  locations  at 
higher  elevations. 

CATON-CH^Rj^VJE^DEmOP^IENT 
Tunnel  Work 

Preparations  are  underway  to  commence  placing  concrete  lining  in  certain  sections 
of  the  Cherry  Power  Tunnel.    Approximately  59  500  feet  of  the  tunnel  will  be  lined 
with  concrete.    Of  this  total,  approximately  3*000  feet  will  have  an  additional 
inside  lining  of  steel  plate  which  is  now  being  fabricated.    Work  has  been  resumed 
on  excavation  of  the  surge  shaft  near  the  downstream  adit. 

Driving  of  the  Eleanor-Cherry  Diversion  Tunnel  is  continuing  satisfactorily  with 
approximately  75$  of  the  required  5»$50  feet  driven  to  date. 

Transmission  Lines 

All  steel  towers  for  the  230,000-volt  transmission  line  between  Cherry  Powerhouse 
and  Moccasin  have  been  erected  and  the  aluminum  conductor,  steel  reinforced,  has 
been  strung  on  the  towers  for  a  distance  of  approximately  6  miles. 

Completion  of  work  on  the  above  line  will  permit  abandonment  of  approximately  18 
miles  of  an  old  wooden  pole  line  which  has  been  in  service  since  1918.  Bids  for 
this  work  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $19,000,  will  be  opened  on  April  23,  1959. 

Construction  work  on  the  final  section  of  the  new  transmission  line,  from  Moccasin 
via  Warnerville  Substation  (near  Oakdale)  to  Modesto  Substation  ''J"',  was  commenced 
last  week.    The  Bethlehem  Pacific  Coast  Steel  Corporation  has  started  shipping 
the  tower  steel  for  this  job. 
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Cherry  Powerhouse 

Construction  of  the  powerhouse  structure  and  penstock  anchors  is  proceeding 
satisfactorily.    Approximately  5>000  cubic  yards  of  concrete  have  been  poured  in 
the  powerhouse  to  date.    Penstock  trench  excavation  is  50$  complete  and  the 
Contractor  has  commenced  pouring  the  concrete  penstock  anchors.    Over  70$  of  the 
parts  for  the  two  generators  have  been  delivered  to  the  job  site. 

Some  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  obtaining  a  satisfactory  design  from 
Willamette  Iron  and  Steel  Company,  Portland,  Oregon,  supplier  under  the  pwerhouse 
contract,  for  the  90-inch  butterfly  valve  for  Cherry  Penstock.    To  date  the 
designs  submitted  have  not  met  the  City's  specifications  but  it  is  expected  that 
the  differences  will  soon  be  resolved. 

Oil  Circuit  Breakers 

Last  Friday,  bids  were  opened  by  the  Purchaser  of  Supplies  for  the  procurement  of 
eleven  230,000-volt  and  two  115,000-volt  oil  circuit  breakers  for  installation 
under  separate  contracts  at  Intake  Switchyard  and  Warnerville  Substation.  Five 
bids  were  received  ranging  from  $1,067?500  to  $1,086,275?  excluding  sales  tax. 
Award  will  be  recommended  following  review  of  the  bids  by  the  Bureau. 

Warnerville  Substation 

Plans  and  specifications  for  construction  of  the  Warnerville  Substation  (near 
Oakdale)  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $1,100,000,  have  been  completed  and  are  being 
assembled  for  submission  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  advertising  by  the 
end  of  the  month.    This  is  the  last  major  contract  on  the  Cherry  Division  of 
the  Canyon-Cherry  Project. 
Canyon  Power  Project 

The  application  for  an  amendment  of  the  location  of  the  Canyon  Power  Project  filed 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Raker  Act  is  still  pending.    In  February,  the  Forest 
Service,  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  advised  the  Bureau  that  its  desired 
water  releases  from  Hetch  Hetchy  Reservoir  to  sustain  fish  life  after  the  Canyon 
Powerhouse  is  placed  in  operation,  had  been  readjusted  downward.    This  change  was 
based  on  the  City's  study  of  the  effect  upon  power  production.    However,  the  Bureau 
feels  that  the  flows  demanded  are  still  excessive  and  is  continuing  negotiations 
toitfard  further  reductions.  , 


AIRPORT  ENGINEERING  AND  COgSmUCTIOM 
General 

The  principal  item  of  importance  at  this  time  is  the  start  of  construction  on 
the  Addition  to  Pier  B.    Improvements  are  continuing  to  be  made  within  the 
Terminal  Building.    Progress  on  outside  construction  has  been  comparatively 
slow  due  to  the  uncertainty  of  the  weather.    Authorization  has  been  received 
from  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency  to  advertise  the  contract  for  the  paving  of 
runway  extensions. 

Addition  to  Pier  B 

The  Contractor,  Karrod  and  Williams,  Inc.,  has  moved  on  to  the  job  and  is 
presently  in  the  process  of  excavating  for  foundations  and  placing  reinforcing 
steel.    Structural  steel  is  due  to  arrive  at  the  job  site  during  the  first 
week  of  May. 

Escalators  and  Automatic  Doors 

In  preparation  of  the  installation  of  the  escalators  the  required  opening  has 
been  made  in  the  floor  of  the  ticket  lobby.    As  soon  as  the  U-Drive  concessions 
in  the  baggage  lobby  have  been  relocated,  the  floor  in  this  area  can  be  opened 
to  allow  for  the  installation  of  the  escalator  machinery.    The  placing  of 
structural  steel  supports  necessitated  by  the  escalator  installation  is  expected 
to  start  shortly. 

The  conversion  to  automatic  operation  of  all  of  the  specified  front  doors 
leading  to  the  baggage  lobby  and  ticket  lobby  have  been  completed  except  one 
set  which  will  be  installed  in  the  baggage  lobby  in  conjunction  with  the 
escalator  installation. 


Miscellaneous  Construction  Contracts 

The  Contractor  finished  practically  all  work  on  the  contract  for  improvements 
to  the  boiler  plant  in  the  Service  Building.    However,  a  small  modification 
of  the  contract  is  necessaiy  to  install  another  tank  required  for  optimum  opera- 
tion of  the  plant. 

All  work  should  be  completed  this  week  on  the  installation  of  power  cables  and 
equipment  for  the  improvement  of  the  electrical  distribution  system  serving  the 
north  field  area. 

The  contract  for  making  alterations  to  the  Communications  Room  on  the  Ground  Floor 
of  the  Terminal  Building  has  been  certified  by  the  Controller.    However,  the 
Contractor,  Wilco  Construction  Company,  cannot  start  work  until  certain  installa- 
tions have  been  completed  by  the  Telephone  Company. 

Work  has  resumed  on  the  filling  of  Plot  5  and  this  project  should  be  completed 
during  the  coming  week. 

No  further  progress  has  been  made  on  the  construction  of  taxi way  shoulders,  as 
the  subgrade  material  is  still  too  wet  to  allow  proper  compaction. 

Federal  Aid  Airport  Project  5916 

The  Federal  Aviation  Agency  is  completing  its  review  of  the  City's  application 
for  approximately  $2,000,000  of  construction  work  at  the  Airport,  for  various 
items  of  field  development  and  improvement,  and  the  City  has  received  authoriza- 
tion to  advertise  the  contract  for  the  paving  of  runway  extensions.    A  formal 
Grant  Agreement  will  be  processed  concurrently  with  advertising  for  bids. 

Architectural  Contract 

The  Supplemental  Appropriation  authorizing  funds  for  the  preparation  of  plans 
and  specifications  for  the  South  Terminal  and  Piers  F  and  G  by  Welton  Becket 
and  Associates  has  been  approved  by  the  Mayor's  office  and  is  presently  before 
the  Controller  for  further  processing. 
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RAILWAY  ENGINEERING  AMD  CONSTRUCTION 
Rapid  Transit 

At  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  the  Finance  Committee 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  Wednesday,  April  8,  a  recommendation  was  approved 
that  an  Appropriation  of  $125? 000. 00  be  made  to  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer 
for  the  purpose  of  studying  the  City's  Rapid  Transit  needs  and  coordinating 
with  the  proposed  system  of  the  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District.    Funds  will 
be  made  available  by  Work  Order  to  the  various  City  Departments  participating 
in  the  study,  which  study  will  be  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Utilities 
Engineering  Bureau. 

Geary  Expressx-jay 

Plans  and  specifications  are  being  prepared  for  the  construction  of  an  underground 
feeder  duct  line  for  Railway  use,  which  will  be  submitted  to  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  for  inclusion  in  its  contract  for  construction  of  the  Geary  Express- 
way underpass  at  Fillmore  Street. 

California  Street  Basalt  Block  Removal 

Plans  and  specifications  are  under  way  for  the  removal  of  basalt  blocks  and 
repaving  the  track  area  on  California  Street  between  Van  Ness  Avenue  and  Mason 
Street.    Funds  in  the  amount  of  $19,000  have  been  appropriated  for  this  work  in 
the  current  Municipal  Railway  Budget. 

Waiting  Shelters  -  East  Portal,  Twin  Peaks  Tunnel 

On  April  6,  1959 >  the  preliminary  plans  for  a  proposed  waiting  shelter  on  the 
north  side  and  reconstruction  of  the  existing  shelter  on  the  south  side  of  the 
East  Portal  of  Twin  Peaks  Tunnel  were  approved  by  the  Art  Commission.  Final 
plans  and  specifications  are  now  being  prepared. 
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STREET  LIGHTING 
Candlestick  Park 

A  study  and  report  has  been  completed  on  the  street  lighting  requirements  for 
the  access  streets  adjacent  to  the  new  Candlestick  Park.    Under  the  Bureau's 
contract  with  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  the  Company  has  been  ordered 
to  install  street  lights  on  Company  power  poles  on  those  streets  having  such 
poles.    The  Department  of  Public  Works  will  provide  City-owned  lighting  on  all 
other  access  streets  except  the  South  Access  Road  from  Bayshore  Freeway  which 
will  be  lighted  only  at  intersections. 

MUNICIPAL  GAS_& , ELEgTRIC  ACC0TO1TS 
IBM  Statistical  Records 

Following  a  detailed  study,  procedures  have  been  initiated  to  utilize  IBM  punched 
cards  for  compiling  and  maintaining  statistical  records  for  some  1350  gas  and 
electric  accounts  for  municipal  departments.    The  new  method  will  consist  essenti- 
ally of  mechanical  reproduction  of  the  IBM  cards  which  the  Pacific  Gas  &  Electric 
Company  routinely  prepares  monthly  for  each  account.    These  cards,  with  some 
additional  data  punched  in  by  using  the  services  of  the  Central  Tabulating 
Bureau  at  the  City  Hall,  will  be  electro-magnetically  tabulated  by  the  latter 
at  intervals,  to  furnish  the  required  statistical  data.    It  is  estimated  that 
an  annual  saving  of  $3,900  will  be  realized  by  the  use  of  this  method.

The  salient  features  of  progress  and  other  items  of 
importance  in  the  improvement,  operation  and  maintenance  of  the 
San  Francisco  Water  Department  occurring  since  March  24 ,  1959 
the  date  of  my  previous  report  to  you,  are  as  follows: 

The  financial  position  of  the  Department  continues  good. 
Water  Sales  collections  for  the  first  20  days  of  April  were 
$667,607.55  which  is  $134,835.32  more  than  the  same  period  last  year 
while  such  collections  this  fiscal  year  to  April  20,  1959  amounted 
to  $11,721,307.^5  which  is  $639,275.62  more  than  the  same  period 
last  year. 

Although  certain  accounts  were  overspent  due  to  increased 
activities  and  higher  taxes,  a  credit  balance  of  $487,907.59  of 
revenues  over  expenditures  obtained  as  of  April  1,  1959. 

Net  water  sales  for  nine  months  of  this  fiscal  year 
increased  3.40$  in  San  Francisco  and  11.43$  outside  of  San  Francisco 
over  the  same  period  last  year,  with  a  net  increase  of  767 
consumers  for  that  period. 

Land  management  activities  included  the  following  items: 

1.  The  approved  plan  for  the  several  uses  of  the 
surplus  areas  of  the  Francisco  Street  Reservoir 
tract  accepted  by  the  Recreation  and  Park 
Commission  is  still  under  consideration  by  the 
Planning  Commission  and  the  Real  Estate  Department 
for  action. 

2.  A  third  meeting  of  the  working  committee  of  this 
Commission  and  the  City  of  Pleasanton  with  reference 
to  the  proposed  Industrial  Park  near  Pleasanton  was 
held  and  additional  meetings  are  scheduled  in  the 
near  future. 

3.  The  lease  of  the  Walnut  Orchard  at  Sunol  has  been 
awarded . 

4.  Considerable  activity  in  developing  new  leases  for 
grazing  on  properties  in  Alameda  County  has  been 
taken. 
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5.    The  purchase  of  land  at  the  southerly  end  of  the 
Crystal  Springs  watershed  has  been  moved  ahead. 


6.    The  preparation  and  issuance  of  several  other 
leases  and  numerous  permits. 

During  the  month  of  March,  210  orders  for  renewed  or  increased 
services  were  filled,  77  poor  supply  inspections  were  made  and  132 
new  main  taps  were  installed. 

The  contract  work  of  lining  and  roofing  the  south  basin 
of  Sunset  Reservoir  is  70$  completed,  and  workwise,  is  on  schedule. 

Numerous  contracts  are  in  progress  and  under  preparation  for 
the  improvement  of  the  pipe  system  in  San  Francisco.    The  City 
Distribution  Division  continues  active  with  pipeline  reconstruction 
and  other  work  to  accommodate  street  improvements. 

The  work  of  providing  water  service  to  the  University  of 
California  student  housing  area  has  been  advanced  to  meet  their 
construction  schedule. 

Contract  work  has  been  started  for  reconstructing  the  timber 
trestle  supporting  the  pipeline  across  the  Bay  Division  marshes  and 
for  rebuilding  the  bridge  across  Alameda  Creek  damaged  by  floods. 
Specifications  for  lining  and  roofing  College  Hill  Reservoir  have 
been  started  and  there  has  been  progress  in  the  engineering  work 
for  the  construction  of  the  San  Antonio  Dam. 

The  program  for  improving  the  quality  of  water  served  our 
consumers  continues  at  an  increased  rate.    Mains  are  being  flushed, 
several  new  chlorinating  plants  are  under  construction  or  in  oper- 
ation and  certain  existing  plants  are  being  modernized. 

Agreements  are  being  developed  with  the  staff  of  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Department  for  improved  water  supply  services 
to  Golden  Gate  Park  and  McLaren  Park. 

The  report  on  Cost  and  Rate  Analysis  of  the  San  Francisco 
Water  Department,  by  Roy  Wehe  is  being  analyzed  by  the  staff 
with  a  view  to  making  reports  and  recommendations  to  the  Commission. 

Meetings  attended  during  the  month  included  a  meeting  of 
the  Feather  River  Project  Association,  The  California  Highway 
Commission  staff  with  reference  to  freeways,  and  Budget  hearings 
before  the  Mayor's  Administrative  Assistant  and  the  Finance 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.

Deputy  City  attorney  Frank  J#  Needles  reviewed  his 
attendance  in  Washington,  D.  C.  re  matters  before  the  Civil 
Aeronautics  Board. 

Three  cases  affecting  the  interests  of  San  Francisco  were 
reviewed:  (1)  Trans  Pacific  Case:    Following  a  hearing,  this 
matter  was  referred  back  to  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  and  to 
the  President  of  the  United  States  for  determination  of  the 
scope  of  the  case.    The  whole  matter  has  become  more  complex 
by  virtue  of  Alaska  and  Hawaii  reaching  the  status  of  state- 
hood, bringing  about  a  problem  concerning  international  and 
domestic  features.    (2)  Pacific  Southwest  Case,  in  which  local 
feeder  carriers  desiring  to  enlarge  scope  of  service  from 
central  California  points  to  southern  California  Cities  and 
Cities  of  the  State  of  Nevada.  (3)  Third  Non  Stop  Service  be- 
tween San  Francisco  and  New  York;  this  is  a  case  in  which  San 
Francisco  has  a  particular  interest,  an  interest  evidenced  by 
the  successive  steps  leading  to  the  hearing.    San  Francisco 
had  great  support  in  its  presentation  on  the  part  of  congress- 
ional representatives,  9-10  Northern  California  representatives 
making  personal  appearances  before  thu  Board,  and  State  Senators 
submitting  written  statements.    The  Governor  of  the  State  of 
California  and  a  Joint  Resolution  of  the  State  Legislature  were 
submitted.    Mr.  Miller  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
was  untiring  in  his  efforts  in  the  presentation  of  exhibits 
and  suoporting  data. 

President  Don  Fazackerley  commended  those  who  took  an  active 
and  energetic  part  in  the  presentation  of  San  Francisco's 
position,  it  being  an  excellent  community  activity  and  one  that 
should    have  desirable  results. 
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Commissioners  Fazackerley,  Baron  and  Greenberg  reviewed 
attendance  at  the  airport  Operators  Council  Meeting  in 
Portland,  Oregon.    It  was  the  consensus  of  opinion,  that  the 
Council,  is  an  active  and  agressive  organization,  representing 
the  major  Airports  of  the  Country;  because  of  the  stature  of 
the  Council,  it  was  stated  that  San  Francisco  should  take  a 
more  active  part  in  the  affairs  of  the  Council,  and  to  that 
end,  Manager  of  Utilities,  Hobert  C.  Kirkwood,  will  submit  a 
recommendation  to  the  Commission  to  effectuare  that  purpose. 
Reflecting  the  ains  of  the  Council,  President  Don  Fazackerley 
spoke  of  the  necessity  of  long  range  planning  of  the  airport 
and  at  this  time,  through  cooperation  with  Military  and 
Civilian  Carriers,  to  study  the  problems  associated  with  new 
types  of  aircraft, and #to  be  in  service  within  the  next  ten 
years. 

Commissioner  Martin  brought  up  the  matter  of  landscaping  at 
the  Airport,  particularly  on  the  entrance  roads  of    the  field. 
Mr.    Lloyd  reporting  thereon,  stated  that  funds  have  been 
recently  appropriated  through  a  supplemental  appropriation 
and  in  the  budget  for  the  fiscal  year  1959-60,  for  that  purpose*. 

In  the  matter  of  Airport  planning,  Commissioner  Del  Carlo 
questioned  expensive  building  of  concourses  and  piers  in 
the  light  of  other  developments  and  facilities*  President 
Don  Fazackerley  stated,  that  the  matter  was  under  considera- 
tion at  the  Portland  Meeting,  it  being  noted,  that  in  the  case 
of  San  Francisco,  it  would  entail  costly  alterations  to  the 
Terminal  Building,  not  warranted  by  the  end  Results, 

Mr.  Belford  Brown  in  review  of  traffic  at-  He  Airport  for  the 
month  of  March,  1S5S,  reported:  14.4$  increase  of  passengers 
as  against  1957;  air  mail  and  first  class  mail  up  21,9$;  an 
increase  of  1,690,468  pounds  of  cargo,  exclusive  of  mail  and 
passengers1  baggage.

Traffic 

March  passenger  traffic  figures  indicate  a  14.4%  increase  when  com- 
pared with  the  same  period  of  1958.    Total  "in  and  out"  passengers  amounted 
to  354,873,  as  compared  with  310,312  in  March,  1958,  or  an  actual  increase 
of  44,561  passengers. 

The  FAA  Control  Tower  recorded  a  total  of  17,538  aircraft  opera- 
tions during  March,  or  an  increase  of  5.67.  over  the  same  period  of  1958.  Of 
this  total,  11,311  were  scheduled  airline  arrivals  or  departures.    This  re- 
presents an  117.  increase  in  airline  operations,  or  an  actual  increase  of 
1,120  arrivals  or  departures  as  compared  to  the  previous  March. 

Total  mail  poundage  (air  mail  and  first  class  mail  by  air)  moved 
through  San  Francisco  during  March  was  up  21.97.  when  compared  with  the  same 
period  of  the  year  before.    Air  mail  volume  increased  25%,  while  first  class 
mail  by  air  increased  13%.    Total  mail  by  weight  amounted  to  3,894,816 
pounds — an  over-all  increase  of  699,489  pounds  over  March  of  1958. 

The  combined  volume  of  express  and  freight  increased  23.47.  over 
the  corresponding  period  of  1958.    Total  cargo,  exclusive  of  mail  and  passen- 
ger baggage,  amounted  to  8,913,646  pounds,  or  an  actual  increase  of  1,690,468 
pounds  over  March,  1958.

Public  Utilities  Commission  Meeting 
May  12.  1959  

Hj^%._Hj^HY  PROJECT 
General 

All  operation  and  construction  activities  on  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  during 
the  past  month  have  in  general  continued  satisfactorily.    The  final  snow 
survey  of  the  season  indicates  that  this  year's  runoff  on  the  Tuolumne  River 
watershed  at  Hetch  Hetchy  Reservoir  will  be  47$  of  normal  and  that  the 
reservoir  may  not  spill.    The  precipitation  to  date  and  the  anticipated  runoff 
for  the  season  is  the  lowest  since  1939*    These  abnormal  conditions,  however, 
should  not  have  any  serious  effect  on  the  Hetch  Hetchy  water  supply  or  power 
generation,  unless  followed  by  another  abnormally  low  water  year. 

Miscellaneous  Projects 

Work  is  progressing  on  several  minor  projects  affecting  Hetch  Hetchy  operat- 
ing properties  as  follows: 

1.  Replacing  a  portion  of  the  4-inch  domestic  water  line  at 
Moccasin  at  a  cost  of  $2,233. 

2.  Reconditioning  and  painting  25  steel  towers  on  the  Moccasin-Newark 
transmission  line  at  a  cost  of  $13,125. 

3.  Relocating  power  and  communication  lines  at  Moccasin  to  clear 

the  new  230,000  volt  transmission  line  from  the  Cherry  Powerhouse, 
at  a  cost  of  $15,368. 
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Turne»l  Work 

Work  is  proceeding  with  the  placing  of  concrete  encased  steel  liner  in  certain 
sections  of  the  Cherry  Power  Tunnel  as  required.    The  surge  shaft  near  the 
downstream  portal  is  being  excavated  by  means  of  driving  a  pilot  shaft  of 
smaller  diamater,  which  Is  nearly  complete,  and  which  will  later  be  enlarged 
to  its  full  section. 

Driving  of  the  Eleanor-Cherry  Diversion  Tunnel  has  been  stopped  approximately 
100  feet  from  Lake  Eleanor  until  after  the  water  surface  in  the  Lake  drops 
below  the  elevation  of  the  Eleanor  Portal  of  the  tunnel.    Work  on  this  tunnel 
is  approximately  two  months  ahead  of  schedule. 

Transmission  Lines 

Stringing  of  aluminum  conductor,  steel  reinforced,  on  the  230,000-volt  trans- 
mission line  between  Jones  Point  and  Moccasin  is  continuing  with  approximately 
two-thirds  of  the  work  complete. 

Work  is  continuing  on  the  construction  of  the  transmission  line  between 
Moccasin  and  Modesto  Substation  "J".    Tower  footings  are  being  formed  and 
tower  steel  is  being  shipped  to  the  job  site  at  the  rate  of  a  tower  a  day. 

Cherry  Povmrhouse 

Construction  of  the  reinforced  concrete  powerhouse  structure  is  continuing 
to  rise  above  the  foundations,  with  approximately  6000  cubic  yards  of  concrete 
poured  to  date.    Equipment  is  being  set  up  and  concrete  anchors  poured  in 
preparation  for  the  installation  of  the  penstock  sections. 

Fabrication  and  delivery  of  major  items  for  the  powerhouse  are  approximately 
as  follows: 

Generators  90$  Complete 

Hydraulic  turbines  70$  Complete 

Steel  penstock  sections    25$  Complete 
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Conferences  with  Willamette  Iron  and  Steel  Company,  Portland,  Oregon,  have 
resulted  in  agreement  as  to  the  design  that  is  acceptable  to  the  City  for  the 
90-inch  butterfly  valve  for  the  Cherry  Penstock,    Design  drawings  are  being 
prepared  and  delivery  of  this  large  valve  is  expected  by  November  15th  of 
this  year* 

Warnorville  Substation 

Bids  for  the  last  major  contract  on  the  Cherry  Division  of  the  Canyon-Cherry 
Power  Project,  for  the  construction  of  the  Warnerville  Substation  (near  Oakdale) 
at  an  estimated  cost  of  $1,100,000,  will  be  opened  on  May  28,  1959* 

Early. Intake  Camnhouse 

Construction  of  the  new  permanent  camphouse  at  Early  Intake  is  approximately 
Qofo  complete.    It  is  expected  that  by  the  middle  of  next  month,  progress  on 
this  job  will  be  far  enough  along  to  permit  demolishing  the  old  building  and 
clearing  the  area  for  construction  of  the  Intake  Switchyard. 

Canyon  Power  Project 

The  Bureau  has  just  received  from  Sverdrup  and  Parcel,  Inc.,  the  Preliminary 
Design  Report  for  the  Canyon  Power  Project  which  covers  design  criteria  for 
the  Canyon  Powerhouse,  the  general  hydraulic  features  of  the  project,  and  the 
proposed  connection  of  the  power  tunnel  at  0*Shaughnessy  Dam, 

Pond  Sale 

The  board  of  Supervisors  has  authorized  the  Controller  to  sell  $2,000,000  in 
1955  Hetch  Hetchy  Power  Bonds,  bids  for  which  will  be  received  on  May  25,  1959. 
Funds  derived  from  this  sale  will  be  used  to  finance  the  completion  of  the 
Cherry  Division  of  the  Canyon-Cherry  Power  Development.    This  sale  will  result 
in  a  total  of  $31,000,000  of  the  authorized  $5^,000,000  having  been  sold.

All  members  of  the  Commission  were  present: 

The  special  order  of  business  was  called  by  President  Don 
Fazackerley,  Ke  announded  that  the  meeting  was  called  to  hear 
the  petition  of  the  Cable  Car  Restoration  Committee  for  restor- 
ation of  cable  car  service  on  that  portion  of  the  Washington- 
Jackson  line  which  operated  on  Washington-Jackson  and  Steiner 
Streets  west  jf  Hyde  Street  and  that  the  Commission  was  to 
determine  whether  cable  car  service  was  to  be  restored  or  not 
pursuant  to  the  order  of  the  Superior  Court.    Also,  if  the 
petition  of  the  Cable  Car  Restoration  Committee  were  denied, 
the  Commission  would  determine  whether  a  resolution  for  aban- 
donment of  that  portion  of  the  Washington-Jack  cable  car  line 
would  be  adopted  by  the  Commission,,  for  processing  through  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  as  provided  by  Section  132.1  of  the 
Charter. 

Speaking  on  behalf  of  the  Cable  Car  Restoration  Committee  were: 

Mr ,  Morris  Lcwenthal,  attorney  for  the  Cable  Car  Restoration 
Committee  spoke first  on  behalf  of  the  petition  and  presented  a 
folder  of  do  cum  en 'is  to  each  Commissioner  and  to  the  Manager  of 
Utilities.  Mr.  Lowenthal  stated  that  the  factors  of  rider  de- 
mand,- the  interest  of  the  residents  and  merchants  in  the  line, 
the  speed  of  service  downtown,  smaller  patronage  and  dimin- 
ished revenues  on  the  Wo.  SO  bus  line,  scenic  values,  the 
recent  rehabilitation  of  the  line  and  inadequate  service  to 
the  residential  area  required  that  the  line  be  retained.  Mr, 
Lowenthal  stated  that  there  would  be  advantages  in  combining 
operations  on  the  Washington-Jackson  and  Powell  -Hyde  lines. 
Mr,  Lowenthal  observed  that  the  cost  of  track  restoration  was 
legally  irrelevant,  but  started  that  he  would  go  into  the 
matter,  Mr.  Lowenthal  argued  that  Eaton  and  Smith  would,  be  ob- 
ligated to  restore  the  line  without  cost  to  the  City  and  that 
their  present  contract  is  void,  Mr.  Lowenthal  stated  that 
certain  funds  remain  under  Proposition  !,E:'  for  connecting  the 
Powell-Hyde  line  to  the  Washington  Jackson  line,    Mr.  Gorman 
Rolph,  an  engineer  was  introduced  and  stated  his  estimate  of 
the  cost  of  restoration  and  of  the  cost  of  connecting  the 
Powell -Hyde  to  the  Washington-Jackson  line  and  that  such  con- 
nection could  physically  be  made. 

President  Don  Fazackerley  announced  that  other  members  of  the 
Cable  Car  Restoration  Committee  or  other  proponents  of  the 
petition  would  be  heard. 

Mrs,  nnna  Mezquida,  Vice  President  of  the  Cable  Car  Restoration 
Committee  asked  that  cable  car  service  be  restored  for  the  good 
of  San  Francisco  residents  because  present  bus  service  is  un- 
satisfactory. 

Earold  Deichelbcbrer  of  2198  Jackson  Street  stated  that  cable 
car  service  was  as  fast  as  bus  service  and  that  the  line 

should  be  restored. 

Harold  Burkhart,  2360  Washington  Street,  stated  that  his 
apartment  house  tenants  were  all  opposed  to  removal  of  the 
cable  cars  and  that  the  wishes  of  the  people  to  have  cable  cars 
restored  should  be  restored;  he  further  stated  that  vacancies 
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in  apartment  houses  has  resulted  from  discontinuance  of  cable 
car  service. 

Florence  Henderson,  2271  Washington  Street,  stated  that  the 
present  bus  route  was  unsatisfactory  and  that  the  Washington- 
Jackson  lines  had  rendered  better  service  to  her  tenants. 

Georgia  Mc  Donald,  271  Staples  Avenue  made  a  statement  that  the 
cable  cars  should  be  retained# 

Scott  Lambert  of  2025  Jackson  Street  stated  that  the  Com- 
mission should  right  a  prior  wrong  and  benefit  the  residents 
of  the  City  and  the  Pacific  Heights  Area  by  restoring  the 
cable  service,  and  that  the  bus  service  was  not  satisfactory. 

Vivian  Swent  of  2369  Washington  Street  stated  that  the  buses 
are  unsatisfactory  and  a  menance  to  children  and  difficult  to 
board, 

Mrs.  Nellie  Blair  of  4023  23rd  Street  made  a  statement  in  favor 
of  keeping  cable  cars. 

Mrs,  S.  Ginsberg  of  1935  Franklin  Street  stated  that  picturesque 
cable  cars  should  be  retained. 

Mr.  Lewis  Armstrong  of  1935  Franklin  Street  stated  that  buses 
had  a  longer  loading  time  and  were  more  difficult  to  board, 

Mrs.  Spiro  of  2304  Washington  St.  stated  that  removal  of  cable 
cars  had  interf erred  with  downtown  shopping. 

Mr.  Lowenthal  submitted  two  telegrams  from  interested  parties 
urging  restoration,  the  names  being — Gregoire  F.  Gallipeau, 
Irene  Fleming,  Arthur  Chrisenberry,  Robert  Bauerle,  Don 
Tingler,    John  Roberts,  James  Metros,  Lois  Bode,  Edmond  Quarry, 
Roy  Hooper,  John  Collingwood,  Cyro  Duarte,  Jeanet  Livingstone. 

The  Commission  was  in  receipt  of  letters  from  the  following, 
urging  restoration: 

M.  B.  Mansfield,  1125  Filbert  St.;  Miss  Cordelia  C.  Metzge, 
1325  Hyde  St.;  David  F.  Myrick  of  263  Filbert  St.;  Miss 
Josephine  Hawkins  of  69  Collingwood  St.,  attaching  to  her 
letter  a  petition  signed  by  Mrs.  Esther  Antell,  2274-31st 
Avenue;  Miss  Christine  Olson  of  145  Judah  Street;  Sophia  Matson 
of  2080  Washington  St.  and  Mrs.  Teresa  Zeekery  of  2080 
Washington  St. 

President  Don  Fazackerley  requested  that  any  opponents  to  the 
petition  be  heard. 

Mr.  Francis  Heffron,  1252  Divisadero  Street,  an  attorney,  speak- 
ing on  behalf  of  residents  and  property  owners  stated  that 
cable  cars  in  contrast  to  buses  are  unsalfe,  uncomfortable, 
difficult  to  control,  have  poor  braking  systems  and  were  not 
built  so  as  to  protect  passengers  from  traffic  hazards  and  the 
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elements,    ^r,  Heffron  stated  that  serious  types  of  accidents 
occurred  on  cable  cars  that  did  not  occur  on  buses  and  that 
cable  cars  had  a  much  heavier  accident  rate  than  buses,  per 
mile  and  per  passenger,    Mr,  Heffron  stated  that  cable  cars 
have  too  small  a  capacity  and  ara  limited-use  vehicle  requiring 
two-man  operation  and  are  subject  to  breakdowns,  tieing  up  the 
entire  line,  Mr.  Heffron  stated  that  the  cable  cars  produced 
heavier  operating  deficits  on  the  basis  of  comparable  costs 
end  would  adversely  affect  taxation  of  property  owners  and 
further  stated  that  the  Wo,  SO  bus  line  was  making  a  profit, 

Mr.  Lowenthal  in  rebuttal  observed  that  service  and  not  profit 
should  be  the  test.  He  stated  that  the  Washington-Jackson 
line  had  a  high  patronage  and  that  cable  cars  are  actually  the 
safest  type  of  transportation.    He  also  stated  that  cable  cars 
are  a  tourist  attraction,  that  the  safety  figures  presented  are 
in  doubt  and  that  a  cable  furnishes  an  adequate  braking  system. 
He  further  observed  that  the  Wo,  SO  bus  line  is  unsatisfactory 
to  residents  and  merchants  and  does  not  meet  rider  demand. 

Because  of  physical  condition  and  lateness  of  the  hour,  a 
written  statement  in  the  matter  of  restoration  of  cable  car 
service  was  submitted  by  Geo.  V.  Mulligan,  19  Beulah  Street* 

President  Don  Fazackerley  asked  Municipal  Railway  Manager, 
Charles  Miller  for  his  recommendation. 

Mr.  Miller  observed  that  Proposition  "E"  did  not  mention  con- 
tinuance of  service  west  of  Hyde  Street  on  the  Washington- 
Jackson  linee  He  stated  that  on  September  2,  1956  cable  car 
service  was  discontinued  on  the  line  and  bus  survice  was 
substituted.    On  April  7,  1957,  the  Powell-Hyde  line  was  com- 
pleted and  placed  in  operation  and  that  the  No.  SO  bus  line 
was  placed  in  operation  on  tyashington-Jackson  Streets  west  of 
Hyde  Street.  He  stated  that  on  the  basis  of  two  years1  ex- 
perience, that  the  No.  SO  bus  line  had    excellent  results 
and  that  he  did  not  recommend  restoration  of  the  cable  car 
line.  He  stated  that  the  expense  of  operation  per  mile  for 
cable  cars  is  much  greater  than  that  for  buses. 

Mr.  Lowenthal  made  a  further  statement  that  he  disagreed  with 
Mr.  Miller. 

President  Don  Fazackerley  stated  that  the  matter  was  sub- 
mitted and  that  the  Commission  would  first  consider  the  pe- 
tition of  the  Restoration  Committee  for  the  Restoration  of 
Cable  Car  Service  on  that  portion  of  the  Washington-Jackson 
line  west  of  Hyde  Street. 

On  motion  of  Commissioner  Greenberg,  seconded  by  Commissioner 
Baron,  restoration  of  cable  car  service  on  that  oortion  of 
the  Washington-Jackson  line,  which  operated  on  Jackson,  Steiner 
and  Washin  ton  Streets,  west  of  Hyde  Street  was  disapproved, 
the  Commission  voting  unanimously  against  said  restoration.

Consideration  of  the  matter  of  agreements  with  Hertz 
Corporation  and  Airport  Limousine  Company  (Avis)  re  U-Drive 
operations  at  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport. 

agreements  with  Hertz  Corporation  and  Airport  Limousine  Company 
'Avis)  expired  May  31,  1959  and  under  Resolution  No.  13,238, 
adopted  May  26,  1959,  were  extended  under  same  terms  and  con- 
ditions until  such  time  as  new  agreements  are  concluded;  and, 
^or  this  purpose,  under  Resolution  No.  19239/  adopted  May  26, 
.959,  the  Commission  set  this  date  for  consideration  of  new 
agreements, 

Mr.  B.  Brown,  Manager  of  the  San  Francisco  International 
Airport  reviewed  the  negotiations  that  preceded  this  meeting 
and  recommended  that  agreements  be  made  on  the  same  basis 
as  that  existing  in  the  agreements  that  expired  May  31,  1959. 

Mr.  Lloyd  Ackerman  on  behalf  of  Avis  spoke  of  the  necessity 
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of  cooperation  between  City  an    the  operators,  each  being 
needed  to  the  business  and  welfare  of  the  other.    He  con- 
tended that  a  payment  of  1596  of  gross  revenue  to  City  is  un- 
realistic in  the  light  of  the  plight  of  operators  in  not 
earning  a  proper  return  on  investment;  net  profit  after  taxes 
amounted  to  only  $7,000.00  or  1.82$. 

Mr.  Morgan  Doyle  on  behalf  of  the  Hertz  Corporation  stated  that 
the  corporation  had  a  return  of  $8,000,00,  before  taxes,  on  a 
gross  annual  business  of  ^1,200,000.00. 

Eoth  operators  stated  that  they  could  not  afford  to  operate 
at  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport  under  present 
existing  conditions;  that  other  major  airports  in  the  country 
had  reduced  their  rates;  that  making  up  money  at  expense  of 
other  airports  is  no  excuse  for  losing  money  at  the  San 
Francisco  field. 

Mr,  Ackerman  and  Mr.  Doyle  proposed  to  City  that  new  agreements 
be  entered  into  on  the  basis  of  a  10$  of  gross  revenue  to 
City,  plus  a  5$  service  charge,  the  service  charge  to  be  paid 
City  in  its  full  amount;  that,  because  of  the  great  increase 
in  business,  that  within  the  first  year,  and  no  later  than 
during  the  second  year,  City  should  realize  a  revenue  com- 
parable to  that  of  the  present  time.    It  was  their  contention 
that  under  the  suggested  formula,  they  would  get  relief  on 
their  poor  earnings  and  City  will  fully  realize  its  15$. 

General  discussion  was  held  on  the  value  of  the  10$  plus  5$ 
service  charge  v.  the  15$  of  gross  revenue.    Mr.  Brown  doubted 
the  value  of  the  10$  plus  5$  service  charge,  believing  that 
City  would  become  a  part  of  the  U-Drive  operations,  a  part 
not  desirable  and  recommended  against  the  proposition,  though 
stating,  that  time  did  not  permit  at  the  moment  of  a  full  study 
of  the  offer. 

The  Commission  voiced  opposition  to  the  principle  of  a  service 
charge,  service  charges  being  opposed  as  a  Commission  policy; 
it  was  the  belief  of  the  Commission  that  rates  for  U-Drive 
services  at  the  Airport  should  be  adjusted  to  a  level  that  the 
operators  receive  a  fair  return  and  City  receiving  15$  of  tie 
^ross  revenue,     (it  should  be  noted,  that  Barrett  Garages,  Inc, 
have  entered  into  a  new  agreement  under  the  same  terms  and 
conditions  as  the  prior  agreement).

HETCH  HETCHY  PROJECT 
Pen era! 

As  previously  reported,  i>iater  conditions  on  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  are 
considerably  below  normal  but  as  of  this  date  are  not  critical.    Hetch  Hetchy 
Reservoir  is  continuing  to  rise  and  may  fill  before  the  end  of  the  season. 
The  storage  in  Lake  Eleanor  was  reduced  at  an  accelerated  rate  last  month 
sufficiently  to  permit  the  "holing  through"  of  the  Eleanor-Cherry  Tunnel. 

Tuolumne  County  Tayps 

The  Tuolumne  County  Assessor  has  indicated  that  he  expects  to  increase  the 
assessment  of  the  City's  water  rights  in  Tuolumne  County  for  the  next  fiscal 
year.    Information  relative  to  power  production,  water  diversions  and  fiscal 
records  have  been  furnished  the  Assessor  at  his  request.    This  policy  of 
supplying  the  requested  information  has  had  the  concurrence  of  the  City 
Attorney,      The  Assessor  is  planning  to  base  the  new  assessment  on  a 
capitalization  of  the  net  income  from  the  sale  of  water  and  power  on  the 
Hetch  Hetchy  Project.    The  re-assessment  problem  has  two  phases.    The  first 
is  the  propriety  of  the  valuation  method  used  by  the  Assessor  which,  if 
deemed  advisable,  could  be  protested  by  the  City  before  the  State  Board  of 
Equalization.    The  second  would  involve  the  final  determination  of  the  legality 
of  the  assessment  by  the  initiation  of  a  court  action  by  the  City  against 
Tuolumne  County. 
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CANYON-CHERRY  POVJER  DEVELOPMENT 


Tunnel  Work 

Lining  of  the  Cherry  Power  Tunnel,  where  required,  is  continuing  with  500 
feet,  or  approximately  9$  of  the  total,  installed  to  date. 

On  May  18,  1959»  the  Eleanor-Cherry  Diversion  Tunnel,  5>850  feet  in  length, 
was  holed  through  at  the  Lake  Eleanor  portal •    Sections  of  the  tunnel  are 
now  being  trimmed  to  size  and  concrete  is  being  poured  for  the  intake  structure 
at  Lake  Eleanor, 

On  Hay  20,  1959>  the  pilot  shaft  for  constructing  the  surge  shaft  near  the 
down-stream  portal  of  the  Cherry  Power  Tunnel  was  holed  through.    This  5-foot 
by  7-foot  shaft  is  now  being  enlarged  to  the  full  diameter  of  1^  feet  before 
lining  with  concrete. 

Transmission  Lines 

Stringing  of  the  aluminum  conductor  for  the  230,000-volt  transmission  line 
between  Jones  Point  and  Moccasin  has  been  completed  and  only  cleanup  work 
remains  to  be  done.    One  of  the  two  circuits  of  this  line  will  shortly  be 
placed  in  service  temporarily  on  22,000  volts  to  provide  additional  capacity 
for  power  in  the  construction  areas,  and  to  permit  removal  under  another

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Cherry  Powerhouse 

With  the  exception  of  blocked-out  areas  for  the  two  turbine  pits,  concrete  has 
been  poured  for  the  Cherry  Powerhouse  structure  up  to  the  height  of  the  turbine! 
floor „    Form  work  has  been  completed  up  to  the  elevation  of  the  generator  floor, 
Steel  plate  for  lining  the  turbine  pits  is  being  erected  and  concreted  in  place « 

Concrete  anchors  and  supports    for  the  penstock  are  being  constructed,  and 
track  for  installing  equipment  is  being  placed  along  the  penstock  trench  to 
facilitate  placing  the  steel  penstock  sections. 

All  existing  structures  have  been  removed  from  the  Intake  Switchyard  site  and 
work  has  started  on  grading  the  area  and  constructing  retaining  walls, 

Warnerville  Substation

The  final  proposed  stipulations  relative  to  the  City's  application  for  the 
necessary  rights  of  way  for  the  relocation  of  the  Canyon  Power  Project  have 
been  received  by  the  Bureau  from  the  U.  S.  Fore:;t  Service  and  the  National 
Park  Service    The  Bureau  is  requesting  a  statement  from  the  Federal  Government 
as  to  the  Ci by* s  legal  obligations  relative  to  furnishing  requested  releases  of 
water  from  C'Shaughnessy  Dam  for  the  sustaining  cf  fish  life  in  the  Tuolumne 
River  between  that  point  and  Early  Intake.    However,  agreement  between  the 
agencies  is  close  enough  to  permit  the  design  of  the  generators  and  turbines 
to  proceed* 

Bond  Sale 

Bids  were  received  by  the  Controller  on  May  25,  1959 >  for  the  sale  of  $2,000,000 
of  bonds  (Series  "E")  for  the  1955  Hetch  Hetchy  Bond  Fund  at  a  net  average 
interest  cost  of  3*3302$,    In  comparison,  the  rate  for  the  previous  sale  last 
October  was  3.1543$.    A  total  of  $31,000,000  of  the  authorized  $54,000,000  have 
now  been  sold.

Bids  were  received  on  May  28,  1959 >  for  the  principal  element  of  work  for  this 
project,  that  of  paving  runway  extensions.

Mr.  Lloyd  Ackerman,  Attorney-at  Law,  on  behalf  of  Airport 
Limousine  Co*    (Avis)  reviewed  the  remarks  of  last  week's 
meeting.    He  again  called  attention  to  an  earning  of  only 
1.87$,  before  taxes,  for  the  calendar  year  of  1958,  by  Avis. 
He  contrasted  this  type  of  Airport  concession  with  that  of 
others,  contending  that  in  the  former,  percentages,  through 
Rates  and  Charges  are  fixed  by  the  Commission,  while  other 
concessions  are  awarded  on  a  bid  basis;  on  the  fixed  fee 
percentage  basis,  the  U-Drive  operators  are  in  no  position  to 
determine  the  relationship  between  investment  return  and 
percentages  to  be  paid  to  City.    Stating  that  Hertz  and  Avis 
paid  City  in  1958  a  fee  of  $300,000.00,  he  proposed  a  formula, 
paying  City  15$  on  a  yearly  gross  of  $2,000,000.00,  and  10$ 
for  all  in  excess  of  $2,000,000.00;  under  this  formula,  he 
stated  that  City  should  realize  a  revenue  comparable  to  that 
of  1958,  plus  additional  revenue  from  the  growth  of  business. 
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He  further  stated  that  Avis  and  Hertz  Corporation  would 
gurantee  the  City  a  minimum  revenue  of  $300,000,00  a  year 
or  $25,000.00  a  month. 

Mr.  Morgan  Doyle  on  behalf  of  the  Hertz  Corporation,  stated 
that  the  two  companies  were  willing  to  agree  on  the  basis  of 
Mr.  Ackermanrs  offer,  but  in  doing  so,  confused  the  point 
by  stating  that  the  City  would  actually  receive  10%  with  a 
minimum  guarantee  of  $300,000,00  a  year.

Mr,  ickerman  stated  that  under  the  proposed  formula,  the  Company 
could  anticipate  a  better  return  on  the  10%  basis,  the  contract 
to  be  on  a  yearly  baas  for  either  a  three  or  five  year  period. 

Mr.  Morgan  Doyle  of  Hertz,  stated  that  the  Hertz  Corporation 
end  Avis  would  offer  to  City  a  guarantee  of  ^325,000.00  per 
year-  or  10$  of  ;jross  revenues,  whichever  is  the  greater;  Mr. 
ACkerman  on  behalf  of  Avis,  stated  that  he  had  no  objection  to 
the  offer* 

Mr,  Belford  Brown,  Manager  of  the  Mrpoxt,  stated  that  under  the 
offers  of  Hertz  and  Avis,  the  companies  were  planning 


on  greater  returns  on  investment, on  the  projected  growth  of 
Airport  business,  and  acceptance  of  offers  would  not  be  in  the 
best  interests  of  the  airport  and  the  citizens  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, Mr.  3rown  also  stated,  that  during  negotiations  with  the 
Airline  Companies  under  Rates  and  Charges,  the  concluded  agree- 
ments were  based,  in  part,  on  the  projected  revenues  from  U-

25TH  PERIODICAL  REPORT 
PUBLIC  UTILITIES  COMMISSION

General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer  June  23,  1959 

The  salient  features  of  progress  and  other  items  of  importance 
in  the  improvement,  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  San  Francisco 
Water  Department  occurring  since  May  26,  1959,  the  date  of  my  previous 
report  to  you,  are  as  follows: 


The  financial  position  of  the  Department  continues  good.  Water 
sales  collections  for  the  first  15  days  of  June  were  $753,289.28 
which  is  $108,409.68  more  than  the  same  period  last  year,  while 
such  collections  this  fiscal  year  to  June  15,  1959  amounted  to 
$14,082,591.38  which  is  $962,573.11  more  than  the  same  period  last 
year . 

Although  larger  expenditures  on  certain  accounts  have  been 
made  due  to  increased  activities  and  higher  taxes,  a  credit  balance 
of  $764,305.69  of  revenues  over  expenditures  obtained  as  of  June  1, 
1959. 

Net  water  sales  for  eleven  months  of  this  fiscal  year  increased 
4.29/£  in  San  Francisco  and  17.73$  outside  of  San  Francisco  over  the 
same  period  last  year,  with  a  net  increase  of  918  consumers  for  that 
period . 


Land  management  activities  included  the  following  items: 


1.     A  fifth  meeting  of  the  working  committee  of  this  Commission 
and  the  City  of  Pleasanton  with  reference  to  the  proposed 
Industrial  Park:  near  Pleasanton  was  held  in  that  city  on 
June  5,      The  meeting  was  devoted  primarily  to  freeway, 
sewage  and  water  supply  problems  relative  to  the  proposed 
Industrial  Park.     The  next  meeting  of  this  committee  is 
scheduled  for  July  31. 


2.  The  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  con- 
sidering the  authorization  of  the  condemnation  of  66  acres 
of  undeveloped  land  at  the  southeasterly  corner  of  the 
Crystal  Springs  Reservoir  watershed. 

3.  Last  week  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  cancelled  the 
lease  of  the  50-acre  gravel  pit  at  Sunol .    The  Department 
is  now  working  on  the  study  and  report  concerning  the 
future  leasing  of  this  parcel. 
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4.     A  meeting  was  held  on  June  18  with  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Millbrae,  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  the  Manager  of  Utilities 
and  representatives  of  the  City  Attorney's  Office,  and  the  Water 
Department  relative  to  the  Silva  Tract.     Considerable  progress 
appears  to  have  been  made  in  the  Commission's  policy  toward  selling 
the  land  as  compared  to  its  leasing. 

During  the  month  of  May  117  orders  for  renewed  or  increased 
services  were  filled,  202  poor  supply  inspections  were  made  and  169 
new  main  taps  were  installed. 

The  contract  work  of  lining  and  roofing  of  Sunset  Reservoir 
is  approximately  80fo  completed  and  work  is  slightly  ahead  of 
schedule . 

The  program  for  improving  the  quality  of  water  served  our 
consumers  continues  at  an  increased  rate.    Mains  are  being  flushed, 
several  new  chlorinating  plants  are    under  construction  or  in 
operation  and  certain  existing  plants  are  being  modernized. 


Numerous  contracts  are  in  progress  or  under  preparation  for  the 
improvement  of  the  pipe  system  in  San  Francisco.     A  continuing 
program  is  being  carried  out  on  the  replacement  of  small  water  mains 
with  larger  ones  to  afford  better  consumer  service  and  more  adequate 
fire  protection.     Pipe  laying  operations  are  being  closely  coordinated 
with  the  street  improvement  program  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 

Contracts  have  been  completed  for  the  bridge  replacement  across 
Alameda  Creek  and  also  for  protective  piling  and  slide  stabilization 
at  San  Andreas  Outlet  No.  3.    Bids  will  be  received  on  June  25  for 
the  replacement  of  trestle  bents  on  the  Bay  Division  Pipeline  No.  1 
in  Alameda  County,  and  on  July  9  bids  will  be  received  on  the  contract 
for  the  construction  of  a  gaging  station  on  San  Antonio  Creek.  A 
geologist  is  now  preparing  a  report  and  aerial  photographs  have 
been  received  relative  to  the  San  Antonio  Reservoir  and  dam  sites. 
Plans  and  specifications  for  lining  and  roofing  College  Hill  Reservoir 
are  almost  completed. 


Bids  have  been  received  for  the  purchase  of  radio  system  equip- 
ment authorized  under  the  $85,000  equipment  program  for  the 
Department.    The  reappropriation  of  $11,500  of  this  fund,  so  that 
the  equipment  will  fit  present  conditions,  is  now  pending  in  the 
Mayor's  office. 


The  Department  has  completed  its  review  of  the  Wehe  Water  Cost 
and  Rate  Analysis  Report  and  has  submitted  to  the  Manager  of 
Utilities  for  consideration  by  the  Commission,  its  report  and 
recommended  rate  schedule  for  water  service. 


In  addition  to  the  meetings  reported  above,  the  Department  was 
represented  at  the  meeting  of  the  Feather  River  Association  in 
Sacramento  on  June  12.

Traffic 

May  passenger  traffic  figures  indicate  a  15.8%  increase  when  compared 
with  the  same  period  of  1958,    Total  "in  and  outM  passengers  amounted  to  372,396, 
as  compared  with  321,486  in  May,  1958,  or  an  actual  increase  of  50,910  passengers* 
Total  "in  and  out"  passenger  figures  for  the  first  five  months  of  1959  amount  to 
1,658,733,  or  an  increase  of  8.1%  over  the  same  period  of  1958. 

The  FAA  Control  Tower  recorded  a  total  of  20,592  aircraft  operations 
during  May,  or  an  increase  of  20%  over  May  of  1958.    Of  this  total,  11,370  were 
scheduled  airline  arrivals  or  departures.    This  represents  an  11.8%  increase  in 
airline  operations,  or  an  actual  increase  of  1,199  flight  arrivals  or  departures 
by  airlines  as  compared  to  the  previous  May.    Total  airline  arrivals  and  departures 
for  the  first  five  months  of  the  current  year  amount  to  55,266,  as  compared  with  a 
total  of  51,066  for  the  first  five  months  of  1958.    This  is  an  increase  of  8.2% 
for  the  first  five  months  of  the  current  year. 

Total  mail  poundage  (air  mail  and  first  class  mail  by  air)  moved 
through  San  Francisco  International  Airport  during  May  was  up  9.6%  when  compared 
with  the  same  period  of  the  year  before.

President  Eisenhower  in  a  letter  dated  February  18,  1359, 
directed  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board,  re- 
quested that  the  Board  initiate  proceedings  consolidating  all 
Pacific  air  route  matters  into  a  single  record;  the  Board, 
under  Docket  No.  7723/  Trans  Pacific  Route  Case,  set  the 
matter  for  prehearing  and  subsequently  issued  its  consolida- 
tion order  and  defined  the  scope  of  the  proceeding: 

Geographically,  there  are  three  Pacific  Areas  or  Zones 
to  be  considered  and  the  applications  of  the  various  carriers 
pertaining  to  each  particular  area,  the  areas, being: 

(a)  North  Pacific  Area;  (b)  Central  Pacific  Area;  (c)  South 

Pacific  Area. 

The  purpose  of  this  Special  Ofder  of  Business  was  to 
afford  an  opporunity  for  interested  Air  Line  Carriers  to  state 
their  respective  positions  under  the  Docket: 

Trans  Ocean  Airlines,  Inc.    represented  by  Urn.  B.  Leonard. 
Mr.  Leonard  urged  the  Commission  to  adopt  the  position  of 
the  necessity  of  additional  services  in  the  Pacific  Area. 
The  economy  of  the  Central  Pacific  Area  is  affected  and  has 
been  effected  by  labor  disputes  and  since  the  area  is  served  by 
only  one  carrier,  it  becomes  vitally  necessary  that  the 
area  be  served  through  additional  carriers,  a  service  that  they 
are  in  position  to  render.  Under  the  Docket,  the  Company  has 
filed  with  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  for  a  certification 
in  the  area — San  Francisco  and  Manila,  San  Francisco  and 
Hawaii,  San  Francisco  and  the  Orient  via  the  mid-Pacific  route 
and  San  Francisco  and  the  Orient  via  the  Great  Circle  Route. 

Western  Air  Lines,  Inc.,  represented  by  Tom  Murphy: 

Mr.  Murphy  stated  that  Western  Air  Lines,  Inc*  is  a  logical 
regional  service  system  serving  the  Western  United  States, 
and  since  Hawaii  is  a  new  state,  the  Commission  should  support 
additional  competitive  service  to  the  Hawaiian  Islands. 

Hawaiian  Air  Lines,  Inc.,  represented  by  Lyman  Conant. 

Mr.  Conant  reviewed  the  operations  of  the  Company  in 
the  Island  group,  years  of  operation,  safety  record,  equipment, 
growth  of  travel  and  because  of  their  operations,  entiltod 
to  special  consideration  in  its  application  for  service  to 
the  Islands,  from  the  West  Coast  of  America  and  extension  of 
service  from  the    Islands  to  the  Orient,  the  South  Pacific 
Islands  and  Australia. 

Continental  Air  Lines,  Inc.,  represented  by  Mark  Kramer. 

Mr.  Kramer  stressed  the  need  for  additional  competitive 
service  to  the  Central  Pacific  Area,  stating  that  it  is  high 
time  for  an  evaluation  of  the  jet  age  needs  of  the  Honolulu- 
San  Francisco  Market  and  that  such  a  evaluation  would  point 
to  the  need  for  additional  competitive  non  stop  service 
between  San  Francisco  and  Hawaii.  The  Company's  application 
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al  includes  a  request  for  authority  to  improve  service  between 
Hawaii  on  the  one  hand,  and  Chicago,  Kansas  City,  Denver  and 
Los  ."ngeles,  on  the  other. 

Northwest  Air  Lines,  Inc.,  represented  by  C.  L.  Stewart: 

Mr.  Stewart  reviewed  the  Company's  present  operations 
out  cf  Seattle  and  Portland  to  the  Far  East,  also  from  Seattle 
and  Portland  to  the  Hawaiian  Islands. 

The  Company  is  seeking  under  its  application  before  the 
Board  to  have  San  Francisco  and  Los  Angeles  as  co-terminals 
on  its  North  Pacific  Route  and  to  serve  the  Orient,  from 
San  Francisco  and  Los  Angeles,  via  the  Hawaiian  Islands.  Re 
urged  the  Commission  to  actively  support  service  to  the  Orient 
via  the  Hawaiian  Islands,  thus  preserving  the  position  of  San 
Francisco  as  the  Gateway  to  the  Orient,  Under  the  Docket,  the 
Company  is  also  seeking  additional  co-terminals  on  the  East 
Coast  of  the  United  States. 

Pan  American  Airlines,  Inc.,  represented  by  Robert  C.  Murray. 

Mr.  Murray  contended  that  there  is  no  justification  for 
service  to  the  Orient  via  the  Hawaiian  Islands;  that  there  is 
no  justification  for  additional  service  to  the  Islands,  con- 
tending that  the  present  two  carrier  pattern  is  quite  adequate 
and  affording  more  plane  seats  than  the  traffic  warrants; 
that  there  is  no  need  to  develop  additional  service  to  the 
South  Pacific  Area,  because  of  the  strong  opposition  by  the 
British  Group 0    To  the  contrary,  Mr.  Murray  stated  that  the 
Company  is  actively  developing  air  cargo  service  to  the  areas; 
he  urged  the  Commission  to  support  the  present  ii0rth  Pacific 
Route  via  Seattle. 

United  Air  Lines,  Inc.  represented  by  Warren  Burke  and  Mr. 
Slebos  of  Chicago:      Mr.  Burke  quoted  statistics  and  showed 
charts  demonstrating  that  the  present  service  to  the  Hawaiian 
Islands  is  sufficient.    Mr.  Slebos  stated  that  an  additional 
service  to  the  Islands  would  upset  the  economic  well  being 
of  the  market  and  adversely  affect  the  major  communities  in- 
volved.   He  further  stated,  that  an  additional  carrier  would 
only  result  in  higher  costs  to  the  traveling  public  because  of 
the  lower  load  factor. 

Trans  V/orld  Airlines  submitted  a  statement  in  which  the 
Company  seeks  renewal  of  its  temporary  certificate  between 
Bombay  and  Manila  via  the  intermediate  points  of  Colombo  and 
Bangkok;  seeking  additional  certification  in  the  Far  East 
between  Bombay  and  Tokyo  via  the  intermediate  points  of  Bang- 
kok and  Hong  Kong;  the  Company  will  not  prosecute  its 
Honolulu  application  in  the  proceeding. 

Flying  Tiger  Line,  submitted  a  statement  seeking  only  the  right 
to  carry  property  and  mail  over  the  Trans-Pacific  routes  as 
outlined  in  "their  petition,  Docket  No.  10123. 
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Following  the  presentations,  President  Don  Fazackerley  that 
the  Commission  had  a  deep  interest  and  concern  in  the  Docket 
and  that  the  Commission  v/ould  seriously  study  the  positions 
taken,  as  well  as  study  the  exhibits  and  statements  submitted. 

Commissioner  Joseph  Martin,  Jr.  in  review  of  the  statements 
made,  stated  that  the  Trans  Pacific  Case  poses  important 
questions  which  the  Commission  will  have  to  consider  and 
the  problems  to  be  solved.  He  suggested  certain  specific  steps 
which  the  Commission  consider  taking.    He  noted  that  the 
traditional  concept  of  a  "Port  of  Entry"  must  be  altered  to 
fit  the  realities  of  the  jet  age.  Non-stop  potentials  have 
developed  to  the  point  where  the  Pacific  Areas  can  be  served 
by  "overflying"  San  Francisco  and  that  no  artificial  rules  or 
impediments  will  stop  this  process.    It  then  becomes  the 
Commission's  "job"  to  assure  that  San  Francisco  maintain,  or 
even  increase,  the  leading  position  of  its  airport  under 
changing  conditions.  San  Francisco  has  now  arrived  at  a  point 
where  the  City  as  a  whole,  must  re-examine  some  of  its 
policies  and  adopt  them  to  effectively  and  realistically 
meet  the  challenge  posed  by  new  conditions.    To  this  end,  Mr. 
Martin  suggested  that  the  Manager  of  Utilities  and  Staff, 
study  and  report  to  the  Commission,  the  effect  which  the 
eventual  non-stop  services  to  the  Orient  will  have  on  the 
Airport  and  to  prepare  recommenations  as  to  the  future  direc- 
tion which  City,  business,  labor  and  civic  activities  should 
take  to  develop  the  maximum  future  potential.    Mr.  Martin 
stated  that  ideas  regarding  co-terminals,  the  conditions 
upon  v/hich  San  Francisco  seeks  maintenance  bases,  possibili- 
ties of  air  freight,  development  of  feeder  traffic  should  be 
reappraised  and  future  policies  with  respect  to  them  stated. 
When  studies  are  completed,  plans  should  be  formulated  to 
provide  for  continual  liaison  with  groups  outside  of  City 
Government  to  effectuate  the  policies  which  promise  the  maxi- 
mum development  of  the  Airport.    The  potential  of  the  Airport 
can  only  be  increased  by  the  progress  of  aviation;  the  Com- 
mission's "job"  is  to  realistically  define  the  areas  of  great- 
est future  growth  and  exploit  them.

Public  Utilities  Commission  Meeting 
 July  U.  1959  

HETCH  HETCHY,  PROJECT 
General 

At  the  close  of  the  past  fiscal  year,  all  operating  functions  and  construction 
progress  on  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  were  continuing  satisfactorily.      In  general, 
expenditures  under  the  various  appropriations  have  been  kept  well  within  budget 
estimates. 

Water  Conditions 

Earlier  predictions  from  our  snow  surveys,  of  an  abnormal  runoff  year  for  the 
Tuolumne  River  watershed,  have  been  substantially  correct.       Storage  in  Hetch 
Hetchy  Reservoir  rose  only  to  approximately  321,000  acre-feet,  39*000  short  of  its 
maximum  capacity  with  the  drum  gates  up,  and  is  now  decreasing.       Under  provisions 
of  the  Raker  Act  the  Modesto  and  Turlock  Irrigation  Districts  are  entitled  to  a 
substantial  amount  of  existing  storage  and  have  requested  additional  releases. 
These  demands  are  currently  being  supplied  from  storage  in  Lake  Lloyd  which  may 
result  in  curtailment  of  generation  at  Early  Intake  Powerhouse  later  in  the  season. 
With  close  cooperation  of  the  Districts,  it  appears  that  normal  power  generation 
at  Moccasin  Powerhouse  can  be  maintained  for  the  balance  of  the  year.  However, 
if  another  dry  year  follows,  a  more  serious  situation  may  develop, 

Tuolumne  County  Taxes 

As  previously  reported,  the  Assessor  of  Tuolumne  County  has  been  developing  a  new 
basis  for  assessing  the  City's  water  rights  in  Tuolumne  County,       It  has  now  been 
reported  that  these  rights  will  be  assessed  at  a  value  of  $2,338,400  for  the  fiscal 


year  1959-60  compared  to  $145,285  for  1958-59.      This  new  value  is  a  downward  revi- 
sion from  the  original  amount  previously  announced  of  $10,418,500  and  is  based  on  a 
revision  of  the  original  method  of  capitalization  of  the  net  income  from  the  sale 
of  water  and  power  on  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project,       The  Bureau  in  collaboration  with 
the  City  Attorney,  is  reviewing  the  details  to  determine  what  action  should  be 
recommended. 

Congressional  Bills  Pertaining  to  Water 

Our  attention  has  been  directed  to  several  bills  which  have  been  introduced  in 
Congress  to  confirm  the  title  of  the  various  states  to  water  on  the  public  domain 
of  the  United  States.      Since  the  Hetch  Hetchy  water  rights  are  on  public  lands 
and  were  obtained  from  the  State  under  State  law,  the  City  has  a  vital  interest  in 
these  bills.     Hearings  will  be  held  this  month  by  Congressional  Committees  and  it 
may  be  advisable  for  the  City  to  be  represented. 

High  Voltage  Equipment  Tests 

Tests  were  recently  performed  by  the  Doble  Engineering  Company  under  contract,  on 
the  insulator  bushings  and  the  oil  in  the  high  voltage  transformers  and  oil  circuit 
breakers  in  the  Moccasin  Switchyard,      The  43  bushings  installed  since  1948  at  an 
approximate  cost  of  $75,000  are  in  excellent  condition  but  the  remaining  17  in- 
stalled prior  to  that  date  show  signs  of  deterioration  and  should  be  tested  an- 
nually from  now  on.       Tests  on  the  insulation  of  the  windings  of  the  main  power 
transformers  indicate  poor  condition.      This  may  be  attributed  to  the  condition  of 
the  oil,  samples  of  which  have  been  sent  to  the  testing  laboratory  for  analysis 
and  recommendation  for  possible  reconditioning  or  replacement. 

With  the  large  amount  of  additional  high  voltage  equipment  soon  going  into  service 
on  the  Cherry  Project  and  later  on  the  Canyon  Project,  consideration  is  being  given 
to  an  annual  contract  for  this  testing  service  which  would  include  leasing  of  the 
testing  equipment, training  of  our  personnel  for  its  use,  and  consulting  service. 


CANYON-CHERRY  POWER  DEVELOPMENT 


Tunnel  Work 

Installation  of  concrete  and  steel  lining  in  the  Cherry  Power  Tunnel  where  required, 
is  continuing  with  17 60  feet,  or  approximately  31$  of  the  total  completed  to  date3 

The  intake  structure  at  the  Eleanor  Portal  of  the  Eleanor -Cherry  Diversion  Tunnel 
is  progressing  with  the  concrete  floor  slab  already  poured.      Forms  and  reinforcing 
steel  are  being  placed  for  the  walls  and  transition  section.     The  work  on  this 
tunnel  is  approximately  85%  complete. 

Excavation  of  the  surge  shaft  near  the  downstream  portal  of  the  Cherry  Power  Tunnel 
to  its  full  diameter  of  14  feet  before  lining  with  concrete,  has  been  slow  during 
the  past  month.     Work  was  shut  down  for  a  short  period  because  of  unsafe  conditions 
when  blocky  rock  with  opened  joints  was  encountered.      It  has  been  necessary  to 
provide  protection  to  workmen  by  resorting  to  rock  bolting  and  installation  of  wire 
mesh  followed  by  guniting. 

Transmission  Lines 

Construction  of  the  first  section  of  the  new  230,000-volt  transmission  line,  be- 
tween Jones  Point  and  Moccasin,  has  been  completed  and  one  circuit  has  been  placed 
in  service  temporarily  on  22,000  volts  to  provide  additional  capacity  for  power 
in  construction  areas.       Completion  of  the  new  line  at  this  time  may  have  added 
importance  this  Fall  if  the  abnormal  water  conditions  require  curtailment  of  power 
generation  at  Intake  Powerhouse. 

Progress  on  construction  of  the  second  section  of  the  new  230,000-volt  transmission 
line  between  Moccasin  and  Modesto  Station  J,  has  been  slowed  down  due  to  a  juris- 
dictional dispute  between  the  Teamsters1  Union  and  the  Electrician's  Union  on  the 
hauling  of  the  tower  steel  between  the  contractors  yard  in  Oakdale  and  the  job  site. 
About  30%  of  the  tower  footings  have  been  excavated  and  16%  poured  but  no  tower  steel 
has  been  erected  to  date. 


Cherry  Powerhouse 

Work  on  the  Cherry  Powerhouse  structure  is  proceeding  satisfactorily.  With  the 
exception  of  bloc^ed-out  areas  for  the  turbine  pits,  concrete  has  been  poured  up 
to  the  generator  floor.  Installation  and  welding  of  the  steel  liner  plates  for 
the  turbine  pits  is  continuing. 

Installation  of  the  steel  penstock  sections  has  commenced.      This  work  was  started 
at  anchor  #5>  directly  above  the  Cherry  Valley  road  crossing,  and  is  scheduled  to 
proceed  up  the  hill  at  about  six  sections  (approximately  40  feet  each)  per  week. 

The  new  camphouse  at  Early  Intake  has  been  completed  and  is  now  in  operation. 

Canyon  Power  Project 

The  Bureau  has  been  unable  to  reach  an  agreement  with  the  U.  S.  National  Park  Ser- 
vice and  the  U.  S.  Forest  Service  relative  to  stipulations  for  water  releases  from 
O'Shaughnessy  Dam  for  fish  life  during  the  operation  of  the  proposed  Canyon  Power- 
house.      It  is  our  contention  that  the  amount  of  releases  requested  by  the  Federal 
Government  is  incompatible  with  the  main  purpose  of  the  Canyon  Power  Project, 
There  is  little  probability  that  the  City  will  be  successful  in  obtaining  a  reduc- 
tion of  the  amounts  requested  from  the  Regional  Offices  of  the  United  States 
National  Park  Service  and  the  United  States  Forest  Service,  and  it  appears  likely 
that  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  City  to  file  an  appeal  with  the  Director  of  the 
Bureau  of  Land  Management,  United  States  Department  of  the  Interior,  Washington,  D.C. 
If  this  appeal  should  be  unsuccessful,  the  City  can  make  a  second  appeal  directly 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior, 

Final  decision  on  the  fish  release  matter  will  not  affect  the  design  details  of  the 
Can3ron  Project  and  this  work  is  proceeding.      Study  and  final  report  has  been 
completed  on  the  size  of  the  two  units  for  the  powerhouse  and  specifications  are 
under  way  for  procurement  of  the  generators  and  turbines. 
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Geological  reconnaissance  of  the  proposed  line  of  the  power  tunnel  has  been  com- 
pleted and  plans  and  specifications  are  being  prepared  for  core  drilling  as 
recommended  in  the  geologists  report.      Field  survey  is  under  way  for  the  proposed 
access  road  from  O'Shaughnessy  Dam  to  the  upstream  adit  of  the  tunnel, 

AIRPORT  ENGINEERING  AND  CONSTRUCTION 
Federal  Aid  Airport  Pro.iect  5916 

Six  bids  were  received  on  June  25,  1959,  for  the  Reconstruction  of  Runway  and  Taxi- 
way  Pavements,  SFIA  Contract  No.  225,  ranging  from  a  low  of  $559,320  to  a  high  of 
$601,995.     Ax-jard  has  been  made  to  the  low  bidder,  Lowrie  Paving  Co. 

On  July  6,  wor^  started  on  paving  of  the  runway  extensions  by  Frederickson  and 
Watson  Construction  Company  under  SFIA  Contract  No.  239. 

Addition  to  Pier  B 

Under  SFIA  Contract  No.  217,  electrical  and  mechanical  work  is  being  installed  and 
partitions  are  being  framed.     Work  is  approximately  45$  complete.      Contract  No. 
25S  for  Utilities  Extension  for  this  pier  is  awaiting  certification  to  Associated 
Pipelines,  Inc. 

Escalators ,  Automatic  Doors  and  Taxiway  Shoulders 

All  work  has  been  completed  under  the  contracts  for  installing  escalators  and  con- 
verting the  front  doors  for  automatic  operation  in  the  Terminal  Building.  The 
construction  of  taxiway  shoulders  also  has  been  completed. 

Alterations  to  Communication  Room 

Work  under  this  contract  has  been  delayed  pending  the  fabrication  and  installation 
of  a  new  PBX  board  by  Western  Electric  Company.       Contract  work  is  20%  complete. 
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RAILWAY  ENGINEERING  AND  CONSTRUCTION 


Rapid  Transit 

The  following  progress  is  reported  with  reference  to  the  study  of  the  City's  rapid 
transit  needs  and  the  development  of  plans  in  coordination  with  the  proposed  system 
under  study  by  the  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District: 

A  work  order  in  the  amount  of  $20,000  has  been  received  by  the  Bureau  to  cover  the 
full  time  technical  staff  assigned  to  the  study. 

A  contract  has  been  entered  into  between  the  Chief     Administrative  Officer  and 
De  Leuw  Cather  and  Company  for  consulting  services  and  technical  services  of  con- 
sultant's personnel  skilled  in  the  specialized  fields  which  may  be  required.  On 
July  6,  19$9>  a  meeting  of  the  departmental  technical  committee  of  the  Mayor's 
Transportation  Council  was  held  with  representatives  of  De  Leuw  Cather.       Also  on 
July  6,  this  technical  committee  met  with  the  staff  of  the  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit 
District  and  their  consultants  to  acquaint  the  various  individuals  and  to  discuss 
a  program  of  mutual  cooperation  on  the  studies  and  surveys. 

A  cordon  count    of  the  metropolitan  traffic  district  within  San  Francisco  was 
started  last  week  and  is  expected  to  be  completed  this  month.      This  count  is  a 
12-hour  field  check  on  normal  weekdays  of  all  traffic  movement  into  and  out  of  the 
area  including  pedestrian,  automotive,  bus  and  railway.       The  area  is  bounded 
roughly  by  Bush  St.  and  Broadway  on  the  north,  the  Embarcadero  on  the  east,  along 
a  line  extended  from  13th  St.  on  the  south,  and  Van  Mess  Ave.  on  the  west.  The 
count  will  be  compared  to  a  similar  one  taken  in  1947 » 

California  Street  Basalt  Block  Removal 

Four  bids  were  received  on  June  11,  1959  for  removal  of  basalt  blocks  and  repaving 
the  track  area  on  California  Street  between  Van  Ness  Avenue  and  Mason  St.  Bids 
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ranged  from  $13,425  to  $15,910.       Work  is  awaiting  certification  of  award  to  the 
low  bidder,  the  Lowrie  Paving  Co.  of  South  San  Francisco. 

Waiting  Shelters  -  East  Portal 9  Twin  Peaks  Tunnel 

Plans  and  specifications  have  been  completed  for  the  new  waiting  shelter  on  the 
north  side  and  reconstruction  of  the  existing  shelter  on  the  south  side  of  the  East 
Portal  of  Twin  Peaks  Tunnel  and  are  being  forwarded  to  the  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission for  approval  and  advertising. 

BUREAU  0?  LIGHT,  HEAT  AND  POWER 
Gas  Service 

An  agreement  has  been  entered  into  and  certified  with  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric 
Company  for  furnishing  gas  and  steam  service  to  municipal  departments  for  the 
fiscal  year  1959-60,  with  automatic  extension  of  the  agreement  for  successive 
terms  of  one  year  each  with  the  right  to  terminate  by  either  party  upon  proper 
notice.      Since  the  Company  is  the  only  source  of  supply  and  service  is  furnished 
under  filed  tariff  schedules,  the  previous  practice  of  annually  advertising  for 
bids  for  a  yearly  contract  has  been  discontinued. 

Street  Lighting 

The  contract  for  furnishing  street  lighting  service  for  the  fiscal  year  1959-60 
including  service  connections  and  switching  for  City-owned  street  lighting,  has 
been  awarded  to  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  at  unit  prices  identical  with 
those  of  the  previous  year. 

The  contract  for  the  maintenance  and  repair  of  City-owned  street  lighting  facilities 

for  the  fiscal  year  1959-60,  has  been  awarded  and  certified  to  the  low  bidder, 

F.  Flatland.    In  general,  unit  bid  prices  were  less  than  those  bid  for  the  previous 

year.

The  salient  features  of  progress  and  other  items  of  importance 
in  the  improvement,  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  San  Francisco 
Water  Department  occurring  since  June  ?3*  1959?  "tho  date  of  my 
previous  report  to  you,  are  as  follows; 

The  financial  position  of  the  Department  continues  good. 
Wrter  sales  collections  for  the  first  20  days  of  July  were  5939*625 
which  is  $57  >  £>02  more  than  the  similar  period  last  year.  Collections 
for  the  fiscal  year  195&-59  were  $14-, 310, 253  which  is  $13152,  295  more 
than  the  previous  fiscal  year. 

Although  larger  expenditures  on  certain  accounts  have  been 
made  due  to  increased  activities  and  higher  taxes,  a  credit  balance 
of  |l,223,979.66  of  revenues  over  expenditures  obtained  as  of  July  1, 
1959. 

Net  water  sales  for  the  195&-59  fiscal  year  increased  K.12.% 
in  San  Francisco  and  13.39$  outside  of  San  Francisco  over  the  same 
period  last  year,  with  a  net  increase  of  309  consumers  for  that 
period. 

A  meeting  was  held  with  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  Water 
Users  Association  concerning  the  proposed  rate  adjustment.  Their 
Consulting  Engineer  concurred  in  the  Water  Department's  recommended 
rate  adjustment  and  those  members  present  seemed  to  indicate  accep- 
tance of  the  recommended  schedule  changes.     Contracts  for  the  sale 
of  water  by  the  Water  Department  for  resale  purposes  was  also 
discussed. 

The  draft  of  the  Agreement  for  sale  of  water  between  San 
Francisco  and  the  Milpitas  County  Water  District  is  being  revised  in 
accordance  with  the  discussion  of  July  2.     Further  negotiations  with 
the  District  Officials  will  be  had  on  completion  of  the  revision. 

The  Director  of  Property  is  moving  rapidly  in  the  acquisition 
of  lands.     Condemnation  action  on  portions  of  the  66-acre  tract  at 
the  Southeasterly  corner  of  the  Crystal  Springs  Watershed  lands  has 
been  approved  for  second  reading  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
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The  Department  is  removing  and  renewing  water  services  ahead 
of  the  construction  work  on  Geary  Street  which  is  being  re-paved 
under  the  direction  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 

The  program  for  improving  the  quality  of  the  water  served 
our  consumers  continues  in  all  phases.    Alterations  to  the  existing 
University  Mound  chlorinating  plant  arc  nearing  completion  and  the 
plant  should  be  in  automatic  operation  about  August  1st.     Other  new 
and  modernized  plants  arc  now  in  operation. 

Purchase  Orders  have  been  issued  for  the  equipment  of  the  new 
enlarged  radio  system.     The  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors has  approved  the  rcappropriation  of  $11,500  of  the  appropria- 
tion for  this  equipment  so  that  it  will  fit  present  conditions. 

June,  1959  was  the  highest  month  of  record  for  water  consump- 
tion for  the  entire  system,  with  an  average  of  over  206  m.g.d.  being 
used.     Of  this  amount  approximately  11 ^  m.g.d.  was  used  within  the 
San  Francisco  consumption  area,  and  the  balance,  about  92  m0g.d. , 
being  used  outside  of  this  area. 

The  hot  spell  of  early  July  caused  an  all  time  record  for 
daily  water  consumption  to  be  established  on  July  9th,  with  250*5  mil. 
gals,  being  used  throughout  the  system. 


During  the  month  of  June,  ^7  orders  for  renewed  or  increased 
services  were  filled,   21^-  poor  supply  inspections  wore  made  and  50 
new  main  taps  were  installed. 

The  contract  work  of  lining  and  roofing  of  Sunset  Reservoir 
is  approximately         completed  and  work  is  slightly  ahead  of  schedule. 

The  contract  for  replacement  of  trestle  bents  on  the  Bay 
Division  Pipeline  No.  1  in  Alameda  County  was  awarded  on  July  7>  1959 
and  that  for  the  construction  of  a  gaging  station  on  San  Antonio  Creek 
was  awarded  on  July  21,  1959* 

Plans  and  specifications  for  pumping  station  and  tank  for 
Forest  Knolls  subdivision  and  the  University  of  California  Housing 
Project  are  nearing  completion.     It  is  anticipated  that  bids  will  bo 
received  for  the  lining  and  roofing  of  College  Hill  Reservoir  some 
time  in  September,  1959. 

Relocated  30"  connecting  pipeline  from  San  Andreas  Outlet  No. 
3  has  been  placed  in  service. 

The  Recreation  and  Park  Department  have  not  to  date 
transferred  the  Bay view  Property  to  the  Water  Department.     Plans  for 
the  City  Corporation  Yard  are  therefore  held  in  abeyance.

Traffic 

Fiscal  Year  1958-1959 

Traffic  figures  for  the  fiscal  year  1958-1959  show  a  total  of 
4,275,675  "in  and  out"  passengers  used  the  Airport  between  July  1,  1958 
and  June  30,  1959,  representing  an  increase  of  5.77»  over  the  twelve  months 
preceeding,  or  an  actual  increase  of  229,151-. 

A  total  of  133,218  airline  arrivals  and  departures  were  recorded  by 
the  FAA  Control  Tower  during  the  twelve-month  period,  representing  an  in- 
crease of  4.5%  or  5,785  additional  airline  arrivals  and  departures  com- 
pared with  the  preceeding  fiscal  year. 
First  Six  Months,  1959 

When  comparing  the  first  six  raoxxths  of  1959  with  the  same  period  in 
1958,  passenger  figures  indicate  an  increase  of  11.1%,  or  211,804  "in  and 
out"  passengers  over  the  first  half  of  1958.    Total    in  and  out"  passengers 
from  January  1  through  June  30  of  1959  amount  to  2,123,990. 

During  the  same  period,  airline  arrivals  and  departures  increased 
7.8%  for  a  total  of  66,444—4,797  over  the  first  six  months  of  1958. 
June,  1959 

June  passenger  traffic  figures  indicate  a  11.2%  increase  compared 
with  the  same  period  of  1958,    Total  "in  and  out"  passengers  amounted  to 
420,257,  as  compared  with  377,922  in  June,  1958,  or  an  actual  increase  of 
42,335  passengers. 

The  FAA  Control  Tower  recorded  a  total  of  18,373  aircraft  operations 
during  June.    Of  this  total,  11,178  were  scheduled  airline  arrivals  or 
departures.     This  represents  a  5.6%  increase  in  airline  operations,  or  an 
actual  increase  of  597  flight  arrivals  or  departures  by  airlines  as  com- 
pared to  the  previous  June.

Total  mail  poundage  (air  mail  and  first  class  mail  by  air)  moved 
through  San  Francisco  International  Airport  during  June  was  up  12.7%  when 
compared  with  the  same  period  of  the  year  before.     Total  mail  by  weight 
amounted  to  3,408,082  pounds. 

Freight  pounds  moving  through  San  Francisco  by  air  showed  a  31,47o 
increase,  and  air  express  volume  increased  20.5%  during  the  same  period. 

Total  cargo,  exclusive  of  mail  and  passenger  baggage,  moving  through 
San  Francisco  International  Airport  during  June  of  this  year  amounted  to 
9,259,178  pounds,  or  a  30.5%  increase  over  the  same  period  of  1958.

Report  on  the  Activities  of  the  Bureau 
Public  Utilities  Commission  Meeting 
August  llv  

HETCH  HETCHY  PROJECT 
Wateg,  Conditions 

The  program  for  releasing  stored  water  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Modesto 

and  Turlock  Irrigation  Districts  under  the  provisions  of  the  Raker  Act,  has  now 

been  completed  for  this  season.    The  City's  obligations  to  the  Districts  were  met 

entirely  from  storage  in  Lake  Lloyd  and  it  was  not  necessary  to  release  any 

additional  water  from  Hetch  Hetchy  Reservoir.    The  abnormal  runoff  season  and  the 

releases  to  the  Districts  have  necessitated  a  shutdown  of  two  of  the  three 

generators  at  Early  Intake  Powerhouse  until  the  first  rain  occurs  in  the  fall. 

This,  however,  will  have  only  a  minor  effect  on  the  total  net  revenue  received 

from  power  sales  for  the  year.  Unless  another  "dry"  winter  is  experienced,  gen- 
eration at  Moccasin  Powerhouse  should  not  be  affected. 
Snow  Course  Inspection 

The  State  Department  of  Water  Resources  has  advised  that  new  runoff  prediction 
techniques  are  being  developed,  and  will  be  ready  for  use  next  season  on  several 
of  the  State  watersheds,  including  the  Tuolumne.    When  the  various  phases  of  the 
work  are  completed,  they  will  be  programmed  for  use  in  electronic  data  processing 
equipment.    This  will  make  runoff  predictions  available  almost  immediately  on 
receipt  of  the  field  data.    In  cooperation  with  the  State* s  program,  a  field 
inspection  trip  with  State  representatives  over  the  Tuolumne  River  watershed  has 
been  authorized  to  inspect  and  analyze  the  City's  thirteen  snow  survey  sampling 
points  at  elevations  ranging  from  about  6,500  feet  to  10,000  feet. 


Tuolumne  County  Taxes 

A  petition  has  been  filed  with  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  for  a  hearing 
relative  to  the  extremely  large  increase  in  the  assessment  of  the  City's  water 
rights  on  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  by  the  Tuolumne  County  Assessor  for  the  current 
fiscal  year.    The  hearing  has  been  set  by  the  Board  for  August  11-12,  1959*  in 
Sacramento »    The  City  will  protest  the  legality  of  the  assessment  and  in  the  event 
of  an  adverse  finding  by  the  Board  as  to  the  legality,  the  City  will  present  its 
own  proposed  basis  of  assessment. 

High  Voltapft  Insulator  Washing 

Insulator  strings,  particularly  on  the  westerly  end  of  the  City's  115»000-volt 
transmission  line,  continually  become  coated  with  semi-conducting  foreign  material 
from  dust,  air-borne  waste  from  industrial  plants,  and  chemicals  from  agricultural 
spraying.    This  material,  unless  removed,  gives  rise  to  possible  flashovers  and 
resulting  line  interruptions  during  mist,  fog  or  light  rain  conditions.    In  order 
to  clean  such  insulator  strings,  in  the  past  it  was  either  necessary  to  die-energize 
the  line  and  wash  the  insulators  by  hand,  or  to  clean  the  units  while  the  line 
was  hot  with  a  wiping  cloth  attached  to  a  hot-line  tool.    In  either  case,  it  was 
a  time  consuming  and  relatively  expensive  operation. 

In  line  with  the  practice  of  a  number  of  other  utilities,  we  have  just  placed  in 
service  new  insulator  washing  equipment  designed  by  the  Bureau  for  washing  the 
insulators  while  the  line  is  energized.    The  new  method  utilizes  a  small  high- 
pressure  stream  of  cold,  pure  water,  directed  at  the  insulators  from  a  point  on 
the  tower  at  a  distance  of  approximately  fifteen  feet.    Grounding  of  the  equipment 
and  frequent  checks  on  the  electrical  resistivity  of  the  water  used,  permit  the 
crew  to  work  in  complete  safety.    For  the  short  time  in  use,  it  has  been  found 
that  the  new  method  does  a  much  more  thorough  job  and  in  less  time,  and  should 
minimize  costly  line  outages  due  to  flashovers.

Defense  Production  Security  Survey 

The  annual  Defense  Production  Security  Survey  of  the  facilities  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy 
Project  has  been  completed  by  the  Provost  Marshall  Section,  Headquarters,  Sixth 
U.  S.  Array.    The  survey  this  year  for  the  Project  was  conducted  independently  of 
that  for  the  S,  F.  Water  Department,    The  confidential  report  indicates  that  the 
findings  were  satisfactory. 

g^TON_.QTTERRY  POWER  DEVELOPMENT 
Tunnel  Work 

Installation  of  steel  lining  in  the  Cherry  Power  Tunnel  adjacent  to  the  downstream 
portal  has  been  completed,  and  adjacent  to  the  upstream  connection  at  the  Cherry 
Dam  valve  house  is  now  under  way.    Construction  of  concrete  lining  in  a  portion 
of  the  tunnel  upstream  from  the  surge  shaft  has  been  started. 

Excavation  of  the  surge  shaf%  approximately  36O  feet  in  depth,  to  its  full  diameter 
of  14  feet  has  been  completed  and  forms  are  being  placed  for  the  concrete  lining. 

All  work  on  the  concrete  intake  structure  and  adjacent  lined  section  at  the 
Eleanor  Portal  of  the  Eleanor-Cherry  Diversion  Tunnel  is  practically  complete. 
Work  on  the  concrete  outlet  structure  at  Lake  Lloyd  and  short  sections  of  concrete 
lining  in  the  tunnel  is  progressing  satisfactorily. 

Transmission  Lines 

With  the  settlement  of  a  jurisdictional  dispute  last  month,  work  on  the  new 
230,000  volt  transmission  line  between  Moccasin  and  Modesto  Station  J  has 
progressed  rapidly,    65  percent  of  the  tower  footings  have  been  completed  and 
about  10  percent  of  the  steel  towers  have  been  erected. 

Work  is  in  progress  on  the  removal  of  the  old  22,000-volt  wooden  pole  line  between 
Jones  Point  and  Priest  Reservoir  which  has  been  replaced  by  the  temporary  operation 
at  22,000  volts  of  the  recently  completed  tower  line  between  Early  Intake  and 
Moccasin,

Cbprrv  Power house 

Concrete  and  mechanical  work  in  the  powerhouse  is  proceeding  on  schedule. 
Installation  and  welding  of  the  steel  liner  plates  for  the  turbine  pits  have  been 
co::ipleted,  and  the  concrete  backfill  has  been  placed  up  to  the  elevation  of  the 
turbine  nozzles 0 

Excellent  programs  is  being  raade  on  the  penstock.    About  2500  lineal  feet  have  been 
installed  and  all  footing  excavation  and  concreting  are  nearly  completed. 

Wi 1  'V^ryil'l.e  Suhst atj  on 

After  several  months  of  negotiations,  the  Director  of  Property  has  reached  an 
agreement  with  the  owner  of  the  land  required  for  the  site  of  the  230,000-volt 
substation  near  Oakdale.    The  City  has  the  right  of  immediate  entry  and  the 
Contractor  has  been  authorized  to  proceed  with  the  construction. 

C.->rrror\  Power  Pro  iect 

On  July  10,  1959>  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management  in  Sacramento  transmitted 
stipulations  to  be  executed  with  the  U.  S.  Forest  Service  and  the  National  Park 
Service  relative  to  the  City's  rights-of-way  application  for  the  Canyon  Power  Project. 
Included  was  the  stipulation  for  water  releases  from  O'Shaughnessy  Dam  for  fish 
life,  the  quantity  of  which  the  City  contends  is  incompatible  with  the  main  purpose 
of  the  project.    The  transmittal  advised  that  if  the  City  did  not  agree  to  the 
stipulations  within  thirty  days,  the  application  would  be  rejected  and  the  case 
closed. 

On  August  7 9  1959 »  an  appeal  from  this  decision  was  filed  with  the  Director, 
Bureau  of  Land  Management ,  U.  S.  Department  of  the  Interior,  with  copies  to  the 
above  Federal  agencies.    It  is  expected  that  in  reply  these  agencies  will  be 
required  to  cite  their  authority  to  impose  such  stipulations. 

In  the  meantime,  field  surveys  for  the  power  tunnel  connection  at  OfShaughnessy  Dam 
and  the  proposed  access  road  to  the  upstream  adit  of  the  tunnel  have  been  completed. 
Work  is  continuing  on  the  route  survey  for  the  power  tunnel  and  powerhouse  penstock. 


ATF.PORT  KNGTMEgRPICr  AITO  OBSTRUCTION 
Federal  Aid  Airnort  Project 

Seven  bids  were  received  on  July  9»  1959  for  Extending  Timber  Trestle  for  Approach 
Lights,  San  Francisco  International  Airport  Contract  No.  2^1.  Award  has  been  made 
to  the  lowest  regular  bidder,  Ben  G0  Gei-wick,  Inc.,  in  the  amount  of  $51,189* 

Work  is  progress rjing  satisfactorily  on  the  construction  of  pavement  for  runway 
extensions.      Excavation  for  paving  is  nearing  completion.    Subdrains  and  field 
lighting  will  be  completed  to  permit  paving  work  to  begin  in  about  three  weeks. 

On  July  20,  1959>  work  was  started  on  paving  for  Reconstruction  of  Runway  and 
Taxiway  Pavements,  San  Francisco  International  Airport  Contract  No.  225. 

Plans  and  specifications  have  been  completed  for  Extending  Apron  Pavement  Adjacent 
to  Taxiway  A  and  Pier  E,  and  have  been  forwarded  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission. 

The  Bureau  has  received  the  revised  Federal  Aviation  Agency  criteria  for  lighting 
the  lead-in  taxiway  to  Runway  1-R  and  design  work  is  starting  on  this  project. 

Addition  to  Pier  ft 

Under  Airport  Contract  No.  217,  electrical  and  mechanical  work  is  being  installed 
and  partitions  are  being  framed.    Work  is  approximately  70$  complete.  Contract 
No.  258  for  utilities  extensions  for  this  pier  was  certified  July  20  and  work  has 
started.    United  Air  Lines  has  started  its  portion  of  the  work  in  preparing  for  the 
occupancy  of  the  addition. 

Alterations  to    Communications  Room 

With  the  installation  of  a  new  PBX  board  by  Western  Electric  Company,  the  work  under 
this  contract  is  about  50$  complete. 


Air  Cargo  Buil dings 

Bids  are  to  be  received  on  August  13,  1959  for  Construction  of  the  Air  Cargo 
Buildings.    The  plans  and  specifications  for  the  pavement  and  utilities  extension 
required  for  this  project  are  nearing  completion. 

Acquisition  of _Pronertv_Sputh  of  Aimort 

On  July  29,  1959,  the  City  filed  a  condemnation  action  in  San  Mateo  County  to 
acquire  the  remaining  parcels  of  land  in  the  acquisition  program  south  of  the 
Airport  which  will  be  required  for  Airport  expansion.

Ranid  Transit 

All  field  work  on  the  current  cordon  count  and  vehicle  occupancy  count  of  traffic 
movement  into  and  out  of  the  metropolitan  traffic  district  within  San  Francisco 
has  been  completed.    The  tabulated  results  will  be  compiled  and  published  in  about 
two  weeks,  and  will  show  the  number  of  vehicles  and  persons  entering  and  leaving 
the  metropolitan  traffic  district  on  a  typical  day  in  July,    This  information  will 
be  used  to  assist  in  determining  traffic  trends  and  for  forecasting  future  transit 
trips  to  the  downtown  area. 

The  first  report  of  the  activities  of  the  Transportation  Technical  Committee  to  the 
Mayor 's  Transportation  Council  is  being  prepared  and  will  be  issued  next  week. 

California  Street  Basalt  Block  Removal 

All  work  has  been  completed  under  the  contract  for  removal  of  basalt  blocks  and 
repaving  track  area  on  California  Street  between  Van  Ness  Avenue  and  Mason  Street. 

Waiting  She! tars  -  East  Portal.  Twin  Peaks  Tunnel 

Bids  will  be  opened  on  August  13,  1959  for  the  two  new  waiting  shelters  to  be 
constructed  at  the  East  Portal  of  Twin  Peaks  Tunnel. 


Rear ranging  Overhead  for  Central  Freeway 

With  completion  of  the  construction  of  the  Central  Freeway  from  Mission  Street  to 
Turk  Street,  final  rearrangement  of  the  affected  trolley  coach  overhead  and  feeders 
can  now  be  made.    Plans  and  specifications  for  this  work  have  been  completed  and 
are  being  forwarded  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  for  approval  and  advertising. 
Estimated  cost  of  the  work  is  $9,000  which  will  be  borne  by  the  State  of  California.

All  functions  of  the  Street  Lighting  Division  are  operating  in  a  normal  routine

Parnate  Suits 

Two  damage  suits  involving  street  lighting  have  been  recently  settled.    The  first 
was  a  joint  suit  against  the  City  and  the  San  Francisco  News  for  injury  incurred 
from  tripping  over  wire  used  for  tying  newspapers  at  the  corner  of  California  and 
Buchanan  Streets,    It  was  alleged  that  the  street  was  inadequately  lighted.  The 
case  was  settled  out  of  court  by  the  San  Francisco  News. 

The  second  case  was  a  suit  filed  by  the  Bureau  of  Delinquent  Revenue  on  behalf  of 
the  Bureau  of  Light,  Heat  and  Power  for  collection  of  damages  in  the  amount  of 
$611.19  to  a  City-owned  street  light  on  Third  Street  caused  by  a  housemoving 
operation.    The  Bureau's  street  lighting  inspector  appeared  as  a  witness  and  a 
decision  was  rendered  in  favor  of  the  City.

Passenger  revenue  for  the  month  of  July  1959  was  v£>5,875*  or 
]_!_•  l6^,  more  than  budget  estimate.    This  fiscal  year  through 
August  8,   1959 9  we  have  taken  in  $22,282,  or  1.10$,  more  in  adult 
fare  passenger  revenue  than  last  year  through  the  same  date. 

A  final  report  on  passengers  carried  in  "Transit  Industry 
Traffic"  received  from  the  American  Transit  Association  for  May  1959 
shows  a  2.7^  decrease  for  the  entire  industry,  and  a  decrease  of 
3.75%  for  cities  of  500,000  to  1,000,000  under  May  1958. 

In  May  1959*  our  decrease  for  passengers  carried  was  only 
1.0$  compared  to  May  195$«

After  the  shutdown  of  the  Grant  Farebox  Company  from 
July  6  to  July  19,  inclusive,   they  have  resumed  operation 
and  enough  boxes  have  been  delivered  to  a  San  Francisco 
warehouse  so  that  it  had  been  planned  to  inaugurate  the  new 
fare  box  system  on  streetcars  at  the  Geneva  Division  on 
Sunday,  August  l6.

Anniversary 

Today  marks  the  fifth  anniversary  of  San  Francisco's  "new"  International 
Airport.    It  was  at  one  minute  past  midnight,  the  morning  of  September  1,  1954, 
that  the  first  passengers  were  processed  through  the  then  brand  new  Passenger 
Terminal.    Since  that  day  five  years  ago,  approximately  eighteen  and  a  half  million 
passengers  have  moved  through  the  facility.    Six  hundred  fifty-eight  thousand 
airline  arrivals  have  been  recorded,  and  six  hundred  nine  million  pounds  of  combined 
cargo  (mail,  freight  and  express)  have  been  moved  by  air  through  San  Francisco. 

July  Traffic 

July  passenger  traffic  figures  indicate  a  13.67*  increase  compared  with 
the  same  period  of  1958.    Total  "in  and  out '  passengers  amounted  to  427,876,  as 
compared  with  376,577  in  July,  1958,  or  an  actual  increase  of  51,299  passengers. 

The  FAA  Control  Tower  recorded  a  total  of  20,190  aircraft  operations 
during  July.    Of  this  total,  12,003  were  scheduled  airline  arrivals  or  departures. 
This  represents  a  6.1%  Increase  in  airline  operations,  or  an  actual  increase  of 
689  flight  arrivals  or  departures  by  airlines,  as  compared  to  the  previous  July. 

Total  mail  poundage  (air  mail  and  first  class  mail  by  air)  moved  through 
San  Francisco  International  Airport  during  July  was  up  8.77.  when  compared  with  the 
same  period  of  the  year  before.    Total  mail  by  weight  amounted  to  3,473,660  pounds. 

Freight  pounds  moving  through  San  Francisco  by  air  showed  a  24%  increase, 
and  air  express  volume  increased  28. 37,  during  the  same  period. 

Total  cargo,  exclusive  of  mail  and  passenger  baggage,  moving  through  San 
Francisco  International  Airport  during  July  of  this  year  amounted  to  9,316,460 
pounds,  or  a  24.47.  increase  over  the  same  period  of  1958.

Avis  and  the  customer,  the  customer  may  either  assume  liability 
for  collision  damage  under  $100  or  may  purchase  full  coverage  by 
paying  $1.00  per  day  to  Avis* 


(b)    Under  the  provisions  of  the  rental  agreement  between 


Avis  and  the  customer,  the  latter  may  leave  the  vehicle  in  another 
city  upon  payment  of  a  service  fee  to  cover  Avis'  cost  of  returning 
the  vehicle  to  the  Avis  office  where  the  vehicle  was  hired. 


3.    Since  the  full  coverage  charge  set  forth  in  2(a) 
and  the  service  fee  in  2(b)  are  intended  solely  to  offset  Avis1 


out-of-pocket  coats,  they  should  uot  be  included  In  "Gross  Revenues" 
on  which  Avis  is  obliged  to  pay  %50. 

Rulings  are  requested  on  each  of  these  three  requests.

The  salient  features  of  progress  and  other  items  of  importance 
in  the  improvement,  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  San  Francisco 
Water  Department  occurring  since  August  22,  1959>   the  date  of  my 
previous  report  to  you,  are  as  follows : 

The  financial  position  of  the  Department  continues  good. 
Collections  from  the  sale  of  water  for  the  first  1I4  days  of 
September  were  §581,039.66  which  is  985 .  5I4  loss  than  the 

similar  period  last  year.     However,  collections  for  the  fiscal  year 
to  September  15,  1959  were  hp3, 610,  $17. 06,   indicating  an  increase 
of  |i21j)4,l4ll4.8l  over  the  like  period  last  year. 

Although  expenditures  for  contractural  services,  maintenance 
of  automotive  equipment,  light,  heat  and  power  and  materials  and 
supplies  are  exceeding  the  budget  estimates,   actual  receipts  have 
exceeded  budget  estimates  resulting  in  a  credit  balance  of 
,7200,3141.  514  as  of  August  31,  1959. 

Net  water  sales  for  the  first  two  months  of  this  fiscal  year 
were  greater  than  for  the  corresponding  period  last  year,  the 
increase  being  nearly  Q°/o  in  San  Francisco  and  approximately  25/<> 
outside  of  the  City.     It  is  interesting  to  note  that  there  were  17 
less  consumers  served  by  the  Department  on  August  31,  1959  as 
compared  to  August  31,  195^- 

There  were  206  unfilled  Commercial  Division  orders  to  renew 
service  on  August  1,  1959 1  256  orders  were  issued  by  them  during 
the  month,  making  a  total  of  I462  orders  for  August,     There  were  168 
of  thuse  orders  completed  in  addition  to  83  services  renewed  by  the 
Department  and  not  ordered,  making  a  total  of  25I  new  services 
installed.     At  the  end  of  the  month  there  were  29h  orders  not 
completed,  none  of  which  were  older  than  over  90  days. 

While  the  daily  average  water  consumption  for  the  entire 
system  for  August  was  approximately  8  M.G.D.  less  than  the  all-time 
high  demand  of  over  207  M.G.D.   during  July,  it  was  21  M.G.D.  higher 
than  that  of  August,  1958.     For  August,  1959  there  was  used  in  the 
San  Francisco  consumption  area  some  110  M.G.D.  and  in  the  suburban 
area  89.5  M.G.D. 
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The  contract  work  of  lining  and  roofing  of  the  south  basin  of 
Sunset  Reservoir  is  substantially  completed,  the  last  section  of  the 
concrete  roof  having  been  poured.     The  Contractor  is  working  on 
minor  cleanup  items. 

Outside  of  the  City  construction  activity  is  presently  limited 
to  the  replacing  of  trestle  bents  on  the  Bay  Division  Pipeline  Wo.  1 
east  of  Newark  Slough,  which  job  is  approximately  10$  completed. 
Field  work  on  the  construction  of  the  gaging  station  on  San  Antonio 
Creek  has  not  been  started.     Shop  fabrication  of  the  pipe  and 
specials  required  for  the  Palo  Alto  service  connection  is  in 
progress . 

On  September  17,  1959  bids  were  received  for  construction  of 
the  pumping  station  and  tank  to  serve  portions  of  the  Forest  Knolls 
subdivision  and  the  University  of  California  Housing  Project  in  the 
Sutro  Forest  area.     Bids  were  also  received  for  a  contract  carrying 
out  exploratory  drilling  at  the  proposed  San  Antonio  dam  site  and 
borrow  pit  near  Sunol. 

A  16-inch  feeder  main  was  laid  in  Gilman  Avenue  to  improve  the 
supply  to  the  Bayview  district.     Mains  have  also  been  laid  in 
Griffith  Street,  Ingerson  and  Gilman  Avenues,  and  West  Access  Road, 
and  water  is  now  available  for  Candlestick  Park  and  adjacent  areas. 

The  Department  is  continuing  the  work  of  removal  and  renewal 
of  water  services  on  the  downtown  portion  of  Geary  Street  which  is 
being  reconstructed  under  a  Department  of  Public  Works  contract. 
Water  Department  crews  are  presently  working  between  Leavenworth 
and  Hyde  Streets,  having  completed  all  necessary  work  between  Market 
and  Leavenworth  Streets. 

Plans  and  specifications  for  the  lining  and  roofing  of  College 
Hill  Reservoir  are  nearing  completion,   and  it  is  anticipated  that 
the  documents  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
for  review  and  advertising  during  the  coming  month. 

The  Water  Department  is  participating  in  the  Santa  Clara  County 
Fair  and  a  replica  of  the  Pulgas  Water  Temple  is  prominently 
displayed. 

During  the  past  month  the  Department  was  represented  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Feather  River  Project  Association  held  in  San  Jose 
on  September  11th,  at  which  State  Senator  James  D.   Cobey  and  Mr. 
William  Gianelli  of  the  State  Department  of  Water  Resources  spoke 
on  the  State  Water  Plan.     In  addition,  a  meeting  was  held  with 
officials  of  the  City  of  Millbrae  relative  to  the  proposed  Junipero 
Serra  Freeway,   and  another  with  various  officials  relative  to  the 
proposed  Skyline  Parkway.

Financial  Condition 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  ending  June  30>  1959>  the  total  expenditures  for  operat- 
ing the  Hetch  Hetchy  Water  Supply  and  Power  System  exceeded  the  total  gross  revenue 
by  ^hS^^Xs,  which  amount  was  made  up  from  unappropriated  surplus.    This  condition 
was  due  to  the  heavy  bond  interest  and  redemption  costs  on  outstanding  Hetch  Hetchy 
bonds  which  amounted  to  $5 , 7^6, 000  for  the  year.    Receipts  and  expenditures  for  the 
fiscal  year  1953-59  are  summarized  as  follows:

Due  to  the  large  increases  in  electrical  demand,  particularly  by  the  Irrigation 
Districts,  expenditures  increased  considerably  for  purchase  of  supplemental  power 
and  energy  for  resale,  and  for  service  charges  for  transmission  and  distribution 
of  Hetch  Ketchy  poxcer  over  the  system  of  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company. 

Completion  of  the  Cherry  Power  Project  next  year  with  the  added  generating  capacity 
at  Cherry  Powerhouse  of  135 » 000  kilowatts  will  eliminate  the  necessity  of  purchasing 
power  and  energy  for  resale.    In  addition,  based  on  conservative  estimates,  it  is 
expected  that  total  gross  project  revenue  will  develop  in  excess  of  total  expense 
in  the  neighborhood  of  $1,500,000  annually. 

Water  Conditions 

In  order  to  conserve  remaining  storage  in  Lake  Lloyd  until  the  first  rains  occur 
this  Fall,  water  releases  are  being  limited  to  the  amount  required  for  the  operation 
of  only  one  of  the  three  generating  units  at  Early  Intake  Powerhouse.  However, 
normal  power  generation  is  being  maintained  at  Moccasin  Powerhouse. 

The  average  daily  water  diversion  from  the  Tuolumne  River  watershed  through  the 
Ketch  Hetchy  Aqueduct  to  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department,  reached  a  new  high  of 
160  million  gallons  per  day  for  the  month  of  August.    This  is  substantially  the 
maximum  capacity  of  the  present  two  pipelines  across  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  and 
points  to  early  consideration  of  the  installation  of  the  third  line. 
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Tuolumne  County  Taxes 

Due,  in  its  opinion,  to  an  unreasonable  assessment  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Water  Rights 
in  Tuolumne  County,  the  City  filed  a  petition  with  the  State  Board  of  Equalization 
in  Sacramento  on  July  16,  1959 »  for  review,  equalization  and  adjustment  of  the 
assessment  imposed  by  the  Assessor  of  Tuolumne  County.    Hearing  was  held  before  the 
State  Board  of  Equalization  in  Sacramento  on  August  11  and  12,  1959 •    The  City  was 
represented  officially  by  iir.  Thomas  IU  O'Connor,  Public  Utilities  Counsel,  !■&»• 
Orville  I.  Wright,  Deputy  City  Attorney,  i.r.  McMorris  H.  Dow,  Deputy  City  Attorney i 
and  for  Tuolumne  County,  by  Mr.  George  A,  Huberty,  Special  Counsel.    Cn  the  second 
day  of  the  hearing  a  compromise  for  an  assessed  value  of  $500,000  for  the  City's 
water  rights  in  Tuolumne  County  was  reached.    The  agreed  assessed  value  was  for  the 
fiscal  year  1959-60  only,  and  the  compromise  was  made  without  prejudice  to  the 
future  rights  of  either  party.

Tunnel  Work 

Installation  of  reinforced  concrete  lining  continues  in  the  Cherry  Power  Tunnel,  and 
the  contractor  has  commenced  placing  concrete  lining  in  the  surge  shaft  and  lateral. 
Although  the  work  is  proceeding  well  within  the  contract  time  allowance,  current 
progress  is  slow. 
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All  work  has  been  completed  at  the  Eleanor  Portal  of  the  Eleanor-Cherry  Diversion 
Tunnel  and  all  of  the  required  concrete  lining  in  the  tunnel  has  been  installed. 
Railroad  tracks  in  the  tunnel  are  being  removed  and  work  is  proceeding  on  the  gate 
valve  installation  at  the  Cherry  Portal.

Progress  has  been  very  good  on  the  construction  of  the  230,000-volt  transmission 
line  betifeen  Moccasin  and  Modesto  Substation  J.    1%  of  the  tower  footings  have 
been  constructed,  20%  of  the  towers  have  been  erected,  and  stringing  of  the 
conductors  has  started.

At  the  present  time  installation  of  the  six  nozzles  for  each  of  the  two  turbines 
is  underway  and  the  structural  steel  for  the  powerhouse  superstructure  is  being 
erected ♦    Installation  of  the  penstock  sections  is  proceeding  with  good  progress 
being  made.    Concrete  footings  are  being  poured  for  the  steel  bus  structure  for 
the  Intake  Switchyard. 

Warnerville  Substation 

The  contractor  for  the  Warnerville  Substation  (near  Oakdale)  is  presently  engaged 
in  placing  fill  at  the  site.    No  other  work  is  in  progress. 

With  reference  to  the  stipulations  to  be  executed  with  the  U.  S.  Forest  Service 
and  the  National  Park  Service  relative  to  the  City's  rights-of-way  application  for 
the  Canyon  Power  project,  the  City  on  August  7,  1959,  as  previously  reported,  filed 
an  appeal  wi th  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management  pertaining  to  the  stipulation  for 
water  releases  from  0 'Shaughnessy  Dam  for  fish  life.    The  appeal  is  under  review 
by  the  Federal  Agencies  and  there  is  nothing  further  to  report  at  this  time. 

In  the  meantime,  field  surveys  and  engineering  work  for  the  project  is  continuing. 


AIRPORT  FKrrTNr.PRTNQ  AND  C.ONTSTPUCTTOT 
F^d^ral  Aid  Projects 

All  preliminary  work  of  excavation,  grading,  and  subdrain  installation  for  the 
runway  extensions  has  been  completed  and  work  is  starting  on  construction  of  the 
13-inch  concrete  pavement. 

Work  under  the  contract  for  reconstruction  of  runway  and  taxiway  pavements  is  about 
30$  complete.    Host  of  the  work  to  date  has  been  concentrated  in  the  north  field 
area.    Completed  portions  of  the  taxiways  are  already  being  subjected  to  the  heavier 
loads  for  which  they  were  designed,  imposed  by  the  new  jet  aircraft. 

The  contract  for  extending  the  timber  trestle  for  the  approach  lighting  system  on 
Runways  28R  and  28L  has  been  certified  and  commencement  of  work  is  awaiting  delivery 
of  timber  piles. 

The  contract  for  additional  apron  facilities  in  the  vicinity  south  of  Pier  E  and 
adjacent  to  Taxiway  A  has  been  awarded  to  C.  L.  Harney,  Inc.  and  is  awaiting 
certification. 

A  request  for  subventions  for  the  fiscal  year  1959-60  has  been  prepared  and  submitted 
to  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency.    The  reouest  lists  thirteen  proposed  projects,  at 
a  total  estimated  cost  of  $2,200,000.    The  principal  project  is  the  continuation  of 
extensions  and  improvements  of  Runway  1R-19L  currently  under  way. 

Addition  to  Pier  B. 

Despite  serious  delays  in  delivery  of  materials,  excellent  progress  has  been  made 
on  the  Pier  B  addition.    The  walls  and  roof  are  essentially  complete  and  work  is 
now  being  concentrated  on  electrical  and  mechanical  work,  and  interior  finish. 
Extension  of  the  utility  lines  to  the  Pier  is  about  95$  complete.    Standard  Oil 
Company  has  started  work  on  extending  the  fuel  lines  and  United  Air  Lines  has 
started  on  the  footings  for  the  moveable  loading  bridges. 
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Alterations  to  Communications  Room 

The  new  PBX  Board  and  Communications  Desk  were  placed  in  operation  at  midnight, 
September  k,  resulting  in  greatly  increased  communications  efficiency.   All  work 
under  this  contract  will  be  completed  shortly. 

Air  Car so  Buildings 

Work  on  construction  of  the  two  new  air  cargo  buildings  is  awaiting  certification 
of  the  contract.  Bids  will  be  received  this  week  for  paving  and  utilities  in  the 
air  cargo  area. 

The  Federal  Aviation  Agency  has  requested  that  the  City  adopt  a  long-range  Master 
plan  for  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport  to  aid  in  their  planning  for 
Federal  Aid  Airport  Projects  and  in  their  budget  plans  for  air  navigation  aids  and 
other  Federal  Aviation  Agency  programs.    Consequently,  after  several  months  of 
study  and  with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Robert  Hornjeff,  a  revised  Master  plan  has 
been  developed  which  conforms  to  the  plan  for  the  Terminal  Area  Complex  that  was 
approved  earlier  this  year  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission.    The  revised  Plan 
has  been  forwarded  to  Airport  Management  for  review  and  comment . 

RAILWAY  ENGINEERING  AND  CONSTRUCTION 
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Rapid  Transit 

The  Technical  Committee  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  and  charged  with  the  duties  of  examining  the  proposal  of  the  San 
Francisco  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District  program  for  providing  mass  transportation 
in  the  Bay  Area  as  it  relates  to  mass  rapid  transit  within  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  has  recommended  adoption  of  an  integrated  plan  which  will  serve  the 
needs  of  all  riders  on  an  equitable  basis. 

This  recommendation  was  given  approval  on  August  31,  by  Resolution  of  the  Board  of 

Supervisors.    The  adoption  of  this  policy  will  permit  the  Committee  to  proceed 

with  its  studies  looking  toward  incorporation  of  the  local  rapid  transit  plan 

prepared  by  the  San  Francisco  Department  of  City  Planning  in  195>0,  into  the  over- 
all plan  proposed  by  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District  in  1956. 
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Waiting-  Shelters  -  East  Portal.  TVnn  Peaks  Tunnel 

Three  bids  were  received  on  August  13,  1959  for  constructing  two  new  waiting 
shelters  and  performing  repair  work  at  the  East  Portal  of  Twin  Peaks  Tunnel. 
Award  has  been  made  to  the  low  bidder,  Stennark  Construction  Company,  in  the  amount 
of  $5,85^  and  work  is  awaiting  certification  of  contract. 

Rearranging  Overhead  for  Cent ral  Freeway 

Only  one  bid  was  received  on  September  3?  for  Alterations  to  Trolley  Coach  Overhead 
Facilities,  Central  Freeway,  Mission  Street  to  Turk  Street.    Award  has  been 
recommended  to  Abbett  Electric  Corporation  the  only  bidder,  In  the  amount  of  $10,875.

Following  a  detail  study  during  the  past  year,  procedures  have  been  initiated  to 
utilize  IBM  punched  cards  for  compiling  and  maintaining  statistical  records  for 
over  1*100  electric,  gas  and  steam  accounts  for  municipal  departments.    The  new  method 
consists  essentially  of  mechanical  reproduction  of  the  IBM  cards  which  the  Pacific 
Gas  and  Electric  Company  routinely  prepares  monthly  for  each  account.  These 
reproduced  cards,  with  some  additional  cata  punched  in  by  using  the  services  of  the 
Central  Tabulating  Bureau  of  the  Purchasing  Department,  are  electrically  tabulated 
by  the  latter  at  intervals  to  provide  the  required  statistical  data. 

After  several  pilot  runs,  all  electric  and  gas  records  for  the  fiscal  year  1958-59 

were  transcribed  to  IBM  cards  and  tabulated  to  provide  the  statistical  data  required 

for  the  Annual  Report.    This  operation  has  proved  very  satisfactory  and  has  resulted 

in  the  elimination  of  one  employment  and  an  estimated  annual  net  saving  of  $3»900.

PASSENGER  REVENUE : 

passenger  revenue  for  the  month  of  August  1959  was  ;-  ^4-2,728,  or 
2.3$,  more  than  budget  estimate ,    This  fiscal  year  through  Septem- 
ber 5>  1959>  we  have  taken  in  ,  58,9^2,  or  1.1%,  more  in  adult  fare 
passenger  revenue  than  last  year  through  the  same  date. 

A  final  report  on  passengers  carried  in  "Transit  Industry 
Traffic"  received  from  the  American  Transit  Association  for  June  1959 
shows  a  1.62$  increase  for  the  entire  industry,  and  an  increase  of 
1,59$  for  cities  of  500,000  to  1,000,000  over  June  1958. 

In  June  1959>  °ur  increase  for  passengers  carried  was  1.6% 
compared  to  June  195$.

GEARY  STRELT  TRACK  RLMOV  AL ; 

The  removal  of  tracks  on  33r<3  Avenue  -  Balboa  Street  - 
45th  Avenue  -  Cabrillo  Street  tc  Beach  (part  of  the  old  Geary 
Street  line),  and  also  from  Market  and  Geary  Streets  to  Franklin 
Street  is  progressing  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

At  present  the  Geary  Street  No.  yd  line  buses  have  b  een 
diverted  inbound  to  O'Farrell  and  outbound  to  Post  Street  so  as 
not  to  interfere  with  the  rail  removal  project.     When  the 
contractor  has   completed  the  work  past  Taylor  Street,  the  buses 
will  be  returned  to  the  regular  route  in  the  downtown  section. 

FaREBOXES : 

On  August  23,   all  of  the  streetcars  were  equipped  with  new 
Grant  fare  boxes.     The  total  number  of  fare  boxes  now  in 
operation  is  636. 

Because  of  the  teamsters'   strike,  no  fare  boxes  were 
received  for  the  Ocean  Division  but  now  that  the  strike  has 
been  settled,   fare  boxes  have  started  to  arrive  and  the  Ocean 
Division  will  be  equipped  by  the  middle  of  October. 

SALE  OF  BUSES: 

The  purchaser  of  Supplies  has  made  arrangements  for  the 
sale  of  J4.2  obsolete  buses  on  a  "where  is  -  as  is"  basis.

DELIVERY  OF  CAELES : 

Because  of  the  steel  strike  we  have  been  unable  to  obtain 
any  cables  from  the  Roebling  Steel  Company.     One  Mason  Street  cable 
is  completed  at  their  plant  in  Trenton,  New  Jersey,  and  is  waiting 
to  be  shipped;  and  the  Powell  Street  cable  is  ^0%  finished.  An 
order  for  Jackson  Street  cable  has  not  as  yet  been  started. 

Cables  have  been  shipped  by  boat  from  Roebling' s  plant  to 
San  Francisco  but  if  the  strike  is  settled  in  a  short  time,  it 
will  be  necessary  to  ship  them  by  rail  at  an  additional  cost 
of  $325. 

There  are  four  cables  in  operation  and  we  have  extra  cables 
for  each  line.     The  Powell  cable  has  now  been  in  operation  for 
109  days  and  it  will  be  necessary  to  change  it  in  approximately 
15  days.     This  will  leave  us  without  an  extra  Powell  cable; 
and  if  the  steel  strike  is  not  settle  within  the  next  month,  it 
will  be  necessary  to  obtain  a  cable  at  additional  cost  from  the 
E.  H«  Edwards  Wire  Rope  Company  in  South  San  Francisco.  This 
company  is  not  presently  affected  by  the  steel  strike  and  in  an 
emergency  we  could  obtain  delivery  of  a  ©able  in  approximately 
two  weeks  from  receipt  of  our  purchase  order  at  an  additional 
cost  of  approximately  -..yOO.

The  report  outlined  some  of  the  things  and  steps  being 
taken  by  Airport  Management  toward  a  solution  of  the  noise 
factor  in  the  operation  of  aircraft,  particularly  in  the  use 
of  Juts.

to  the  PUBLIC  UTILITIES  COMMISSION 


October  6,  1959 


Complaints 

First,  the  management  of  San  Francisco  International  Airport  will  report 

on  efforts  that  have  been  made  and  are  being  made  to  minimize  the  inconvenience 

and  irritation  caused  its  neighbors  as  the  result  of  jet  aircraft  operations. 

Good  news  for  San  Francisco  taxpayers  will  be  found  later  in  this  report. 

Noise  and  low  flying  currently  are  unavoidable  in  jet  aircraft  operations. 
The  problem  is  how  to  minimize  those  factors  and  still  maintain  the  maximum  safety 
factor. 

Almost  two  years  before  commercial  jet  operations  began  at  SFIA,  the 
San  Francisco  Flight  Coordinating  Group  was  created  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
studying  this  problem.     Its  membership  consists  of  representatives  of  all  air 
carriers,  Air  Line  Pilots  Association,  Air  Transport  Association,  the  FAA,  and 
Airport  management,  and  all  other  facets  of  the  industry. 

The  SFFCG  is  continually  working  with  industry  on  the  engineering  prob- 
lems inherent  in  the  reduction  of  noise  in  jet  aircraft  operations.  This 
involves,  among  many  other  factors,  increased  effectiveness  of  noise  suppressors 
and  higher  climbouts  after  take-off.     The  latter  factor,  of  course,  reduces 
noise  by  increasing  the  distance  between  the  aircraft  and  residents  below  its 
flight  pattern. 

To  the  South  San  Francisco  housewife  and  her  neighbors  who  call  or 
write  to  complain,  "We  don't  want  to  stop  progress  but  we  do  want  to  learn  to 
live  with  it,"  engineering  research  probably  falls  short  of  the  hoped-for  relief 
they  want  TODAY.    While  the  air  carriers  are  working  day  and  night  on  the 
engineering  and  flying  problems  involved  in  the  reduction  of  jet  noise,  here, 
briefly,  are  some  of  the  things  the  Airport  is  doing  NOW  toward  solution  of  the 
problem: 

We  are  presently  lengthening  our  north-south  runway  so  that  jet  take-offs 
may  be  made  over  the  Bay. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  lengthening  of  this  runway  will  be  accom- 
plished before  the  end  of  the  year. 

Our  traffic  patterns  have  been  established  in  a  manner  that  will  mini- 
mize flights  over  residential  areas  when  this  runway  becomes  available. 

The  first  of  the  year  our  main  runway,  projecting  westerly  toward  the 
area  in  which  South  San  Francisco  residential  areas  are  located  will  be  lengthened. 

This  should  improve  the  situation  in  that  jet  aircraft  will  be  at  a 
greater  height  when  they  pass  over  homes. 

Also,  with  the  lengthening  of  the  north-south  runway,  take-off  of  jets 
to  the  west  will  be  made  only  when  westerly  wind  components  require  take-offs  in 
that  direction. 

A  telegram  has  been  sent,  over  Mayor  Christopher's  signature,  to  Con- 
gressmen Mailliard,  Shelley  and  Younger  asking  their  active  support  in  seeking

permission  from  the  Department  of  Defense  to  use  military  airports  for  the  jet 
training  operations  now  being  conducted  at  SFIA. 

Should  such  be  granted,  it  should  be  obvious  that  the  jet  noise  problem 
stemming  from  operations  out  of  SFIA  will  be  reduced  materially,  as  jet  training 
operations  presently  constitute  a  big  percentage  of  jet  flights  to  and  from  this 
Airport.      Air  carriers  are  cooperating  fully  in  this  move  to  obtain  use  of 
military  airfields  for  training  flights. 

Highlights  of  September  Activities: 

At  the  evocation  of  Airport  management  the  City  officially  invited  the 
Airport  Operators  Council  to  hold  its  mid-year  conference  in  San  Francisco  in  1960. 

Work  was  started  on  the  foundations  for  the  two  new  cargo  buildings,  and 
completion  is  anticipated  early  in  1960. 

Efforts  were  stepped  up  by  Mayor  Christopher,  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  and  Airport  management  to  persuade  Air  France  to  make  San  Francisco 
International  Airport  its  west  coast  terminus. 

On  September  15  a  $243,483  contract  for  pavement  and  utilities  of  the 
new  cargo  apron  was  awarded. 

The  State  progressed  in  its  plans  to  widen  the  Bayshore  Freeway  opposite 
the  Airport  from  three  to  four  lanes  in  each  direction. 

United  Air  Lines  inaugurated  its  DC-8  jet  non-stop  service  from  San 
Francisco  to  New  York  September  18. 

Peter  Gluckman  completed  his  round-the-world  flight  in  his  single- 
engined  plane  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport  September  20. 

Soviet  Premier  Khrushchev  took  off  from  this  Airport  September  22. 

The  Pacific  Festival  Air  Show  was  held  Sunday,  September  27,  without 
interruption  of  regular  airport  operations. 

August  Traffic: 

August  passenger  traffic  figures  indicate  a  16.7%  increase  compared  with 
the  same  period  of  1958.     Total  Min  and  out"  passengers  amounted  to  476,691,  as 
compared  with  408,603  in  August,  1958,  or  an  actual  increase  of  68,088  passengers. 

It  is  estimated  that  air  travelers  spent  approximately  two-thirds  of  a 
million  dollars  daily  for  their  air  transportation  in  and  out  of  this  Airport 
during  the  month  of  August. 

The  FAA  Control  Tower  recorded  a  total  of  20,748  aircraft  operations 
during  August,  of  which  12,128  were  scheduled  airline  arrivals  and  departures, 
and  represents  a  6.1%  increase  in  airline  operations,  or  an  actual  increase  of 
699  flight  arrivals  or  departures  by  airlines,  as  compared  to  the  previous  August. 

Total  mail  (air  mail  and  first  class  mail  by  air)  amounted  to 
3,493,1  IS  pounds,  up  8.8%  when  compared  with  the  same  period  of  the  year  before. 
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Freight  pounds  moving  through  San  Francisco  by  air  showed  a  1.6% 
increase,  and  air  express  volume  increased  48.47,  during  the  same  period. 

Total  cargo,  exclusive  of  mail  and  passenger  baggage,  moving  through 
San  Francisco  International  Airport  during  August,  1959  amounted  to  9,917,970 
pounds,  or  a  5.5%  increase  over  the  same  period  in  1958.

Public  Utilities  Commission  Meeting

HETCH  HETCHY  PROJECT 
Wat pr  Conditions 

The  heavy  early  season  storm  of  September  18-19,  resulted  in  precipitation  of  nearly 
six  inches  at  Lake  Lloyd.    The  runoff  into  the  mountain  reservoirs  was  of  substantial 
amount,  and  has  made  it  possible  to  restore  full  power  production  at  Early  Intake 
Powerhouse, 

State  Highway  U.  S.  QQ  Freeway  Crossing  over  San  Joaquin  Pine  Lines 
The  State  Division  of  Highways  has  acquired  by  condemnation,  with  the  concurrence 
of  the  City,  a  right- of- x<iay  for  freeway  purposes  over  City  property  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  San  Joaquin  Aqueduct  crossing  of  State  Highway  U.  S.  99  north  of  Modesto. 
The  area  of  the  parcel  taken  was  2.57  acres  and  the  amount  paid  therefor  including 
severance  damages  was  $7»*K)0.    Included  in  the  condemnation  action  was  the  joint  use 
by  the  City  and  the  State  of  the  area  where  the  new  freeway  will  cross  over  the 
San  Joaquin  Pipe  Lines.    Adequate  provisions  protecting  the  City's  interests  were 
included  in  the  judgment  whereby  the  State  will  pay  any  additional  costs  incurred 
by  the  City  when  constructing  future  pipe  lines  and  transmission  lines  at  this 
location. 

CANYON-CHERRY  PQW5R  DEVELOPMENT 
Tunnel  Work 

Installation  of  reinforced  concrete  lining  continues  in  the  Cherry  Power  Tunnel 
with  about  55%  of  the  required  lining  completed.    The  concrete  lining  of  the  surge 
shaft  along  with  the  base  slab  of  the  surge  tank  at  the  top  has  been  completed. 
Forming  of  the  walls  of  the  surge  tank  has  been  started. 
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High  pressure  grouting  of  the  Eleanor-Cherry  Diversion  Tunnel  has  been  completed 
and  construction  of  the  control  structure  at  the  downstream  Cherry  Portal  is  under- 
way. 

Transmission  Lines 

Progress  continues  to  be  good  on  the  construction  of  the  230,000-volt  transmission 
line  between  ifoccasin  and  Modesto  Station  J.    All  tower  footings  have  been  excavated 
and  poured,  approximately  two-thirds  of  the  towers  have  been  erected,  and  stringing 
of  the  conductors  is  continuing. 

Cherry  Powerhouse 

The  pressure  test  on  the  distributor  case  for  turbine  No.  1  has  been  completed  and 
the  assembly  is  now  being  encased  in  concrete.    Erection  of  the  structural  steel 
for  the  powerhouse  superstructure  is  complete  and  erection  of  the  powerhouse  crane 
is  underway.    Approximately  ^,600  feet  of  the  total  6,700  feet  of  the  steel  penstock 
has  been  installed,  and  the  penstock  trench  is  being  gunited  for  protection  from 
erosion. 

Construction  of  the  foundations  for  the  steel  bus  structures  in  the  Intake  Switch- 
yard continues. 

Warnerville  Substation 

Site  clearing  and  construction  of  fill  have  been  completed.    About  10$  of  the  total 
required  concrete  has  been  placed  in  the  foundations  for  the  transformers,  oil 
circuit  breakers,  and  control  house.

Inspection  Trip  to  Haas  Powerhouse 

Two  of  the  Bureau's  engineers  recently  visited  the  Kings  River  Project  of  the 
Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  during  the  shutdown  of  the  Haas  Tunnel  and  Power- 
house to  inspect  and  observe  the  effects  of  the  first  year's  operation  of  this 
plant.    Since  the  tunnel  and  powerhouse  are  almost  identical  to  the  City's  Cherry 
Project,  information  obtained  on  the  operating  problems  and  difficulties  experienced 
will  be  of  considerable  value  to  this  Bureau. 

Canyon  Power  Project 

With  reference  to  the  stipulations  to  be  executed  with  the  United  States  Forest 
Service  and  the  National  Park  Service,  relative  to  the  City's  rights-of-way 
application  for  the  Canyon  Power  Project,  the  City,  as  previously  reported,  filed 
an  appeal  with  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management  pertaining  to  the  stipulation  for  water- 
releases  from  O'Shaughnessy  Dam  for  fish  life.    The  Forest  Service  and  the  Park 
Service  originally  had  until  September  lk  to  file  a  reply,  but  they  have  requested 
a  60-day  extension,  which  was  granted  by  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management,  to  permit 
measurement  of  stream  flow  into  Hotch  Hetchy  Reservoir  during  the  months  of 
September  and  October. 

AIRPORT  ENGINEERING  AND  CONSTRUCTION 

Federal  Aid  Projects 

The  laying  of  the  13-inch  concrete  pavement  for  the  extension  of  Runway  1-R  has 

teen  completed  and  the  concreting  operation  has  moved  to  Runways  28-L  and  28-R. 

Work  on  asphaltic  pavement  and  blast  aprons  on  Runway  1-R  is  underway  and  is 
expected  to  be  completed  by  the  end  of  this  month.    The  completion  of  this  paving 
will  allow  use  of  Runway  1-R  -  19-L  to  its  new  length  of  9>000  feet. 
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The  reconstruction  of  runway  and  taxiway  pavements  is  about  70%  complete.  The 
work  required  in  the  north  field  area  is  essentially  complete  and  this  area  is  back 
in  use.    The  remaining  work  consists  of  concrete  paving  of  Taxiway  B,  opposite 
Pier  E,  which  is  nearing  completion,  and  repaving  the  northwesterly  end  of  Runway 
10-L  -  28-R. 

Work  on  extending  the  timber  trestle  for  the  approach  lighting  system  on  Runways 
28-R  and  28-L  has,  up  to  now,  been  done  at  the  Contractor's  yard  where  the  Contractor 
has  been  fabricating  the  trestle  platforms •    Delivery  of  the  timber  piles  will  permit 
ttork  to  be  started  in  the  field. 

The  contract  for  additional  apron  facilities  in  the  vicinity  of  Pier  E  has  just  been 
certified  by  the  Controller,  and  it  is  expected  that  work  will  start  soon  on  this 
project. 

The  District  Airport  Engineer  of  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency  is  reviewing  the 
Request  for  Federal  Aid  submitted  by  the  City  under  the  Federal  Aid  Airport 
Program. 

AdoM;jon  to  Pier  B 

Progress  has  been  very  satisfactory  on  this  structure  and  construction  is  now 
nearing  completion.    The  portion  of  the  work  to  be  accomplished  by  the  tenant  such 
as  novable  loading  bridges  and  fuel  lines  is  proceeding  satisfactorily,  but  is  not 
expected  to  be  completed  until  several  weeks  after  the  main  building  is  made 
available  to  passengers. 

Air  Cargo  Buildings 

Work  has  started  on  these  two  structures.    Grading  is  essentially  complete  and  the 
Contractor  has  started  work  on  the  continuous  reinforced  concrete  footings.  The 
paving  and  utility  work  for  this  project  has  been  awarded  under  another  contract. 
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Airport  BpginagEiag 

During  the  past  month  the  Design  Division  has  been  working  on  the  preparation  of 
plans  and  specifications  for  the  following  Airport  projects: 

Asphaltic  surfacing  for  apron  areas. 

Service  roads  adjacent  to  main  entrance  road. 

Lighting  for  taxiway  to  Runway  1-R. 

Improvements  to  North  Concourse,  Terminal  Building. 

Remodeling  of  Fourth  Floor,  Terminal  Building. 

Enlargement  of  rest  rooms,  Terminal  Building. 

Rapid  Transit 

The  data  obtained  from  the  recent  Cordon  Count  of  persons  and  vehicles  entering 
the  Metropolitan  Traffic  District  have  been  compiled  in  a  report,  and  copies  of 
this  report  are  now  being  distributed  to  the  various  City  Departments  concerned. 

Meetings  have  been  held  with  representatives  of  the  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District 
and  their  consultants,  to  discuss  route  locations  for  an  integrated  rapid  transit 
system.    As  a  follow-up  of  these  meetings,  our  engineers  and  the  District's 
consultants  met  with  Southern  Pacific  Company  engineers  to  investigate  the 
possibility  of  utilizing  the  Southern  Pacific  right-of-way  for  the  peninsula  rapid 
transit  line.    Preliminary  investigation  indicates  that  this  proposal  is  entirely 
feasible.    Our  consultants  have  completed  traffic  studies  for  three  selected  rapid 
transit  lines  within  San  Francisco  City  limits •    The  results  of  these  studies 
indicate  that  the  patronage  warrants  construction  of  these  lines.

Subject  :  A  REPORT  COVERING  THE  PLANS  OP  CERTAIN  EUROPEAN 
AIR  CARRIERS  WITH  RESPECT  TO  SAN  FRANCISCO 


At  the  request  of  Mayor  George  Christopher,  I  left  for 
Europe  on  October  6  'to  obtain  information  concerning  the  formation 
of  the  European  Air  Union  and  the  plans  of  certain  European  air 
carriers  with  respect  to  San  Francisco's  position  in  the  inter- 
national aviation  field.     I  returned  on  October  14. 

During  the  period,  of  time  spent  in  Europe,  meetings  were 
held  with  24  governments.l ,  air  carrier  and  European  Air  Union 
officials.    In  all  cases  the  representative  of  San  Francisco  was 
accorded  a  friendly  courtesy  and  interest  that  seemed  to  reflect 
a  general  attitude  toward  our  City.     It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit 
the  following  report: 

1)  EUROPEAN  AIR  UNION 

Initial  conferences  have  been  held  by  representatives 
of  Air  France-TAI,  Lufthansa,  Alitalia  and  Sabina  concerning  the 
formation  of  an  European  Air  Union,    This  Union  hopes  to  combine 
operational  and  sales  facilities  of  these  air  carriers  and  to 
coord inate  their  routes  in  order  to  achieve  maximum  coverage, 
service  and  economies. 

Although  the  Union  is  still  embryonic  end  although 
there  are  many  problems  both  operational  and  financial  that  must 
be  resolved  before  it  becomes  a  reality,  the  conferences  held 
to  d.ate  by  the  air  carriers  mentioned  have  resulted  in  several 
decisions  of  great  importance  to  San  Francisco. 

2 )  AIR  PRANCE  and  LUFTHANSA 

Both  of  these  air  carriers  had  requested  co-terminal 
West  Coast  privileges  from  cur  State  Department,  but  had  been 
granted  terminal  rights  at  either  San  Francisco  or  Los  Angeles. 
The  anticipated  decision  of  Air  France  to  select  Los  Angeles  and 
the  announced  decision  of  Lufthansa  to  select  San  Francisco  appear 
to  be  consonant  with  efforts  of  the  European  Air  Union  to  obtain 
co- terminal  privileges  on  the    "est  Coast. 

In  line  with  this  program,  the  European  Air  Union 
would  serve  both  cities  through  Lufthansa-Union  servicing  San 
Francisco-Faris-Frankf ort  and  Air  France-Union  servicing  Los 
Angeles-Paris-Frankfort,  both  initially  starting  with  two  weekly 
schedules . 
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Although  the  decision  cf  Air  Prance    for  Los  Angeles 
is  anticipated,  it  has  not  as  yet  been  officially  announced.  In 
this  connection,  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  cordial  invitation  to 
San  Francisco  extended  to  Air  France  by  Mayor  Christopher  and  the 
personal  intercessions  made  in  Paris  with  officials  of  the  airline 
by  such  prominent  San  Franciscans  as  Cyril  Magnin,  Mrs.  Helen 
Potter  Russell  and  W.  W.  Crocker  have  caused  Air  France  to  take 
a  new  look  at  its  West  Coast  terminal  situation. 

The  target  date  for  the  inauguration  of  the 
Lufthansa  service  is  April  1,  i960.     Conversations  with  their 
representatives  will  continue  and  reports  will  be  submitted  to 
the  Commission  covering  progress  made. 

3)  ALITALIA 

This  air  carrier  is  now  negotiating  with  our  State 
Department  for  United.  States  air  rights  but  has  no  immediate  plans 
for  the  West  Coast.     I  was  told,  however,  that  Alitalia  backed 
Lufthansa,  in  the  European  Air  Union  conferences  on  being  given 
San  Francisco  rights.     The  distinct  impression  is  that  because  of 
the  large  Italian-.-merican  colony  in  San  Francisco,  Alitalia  will 
eventually  favor  our  City.    This  impression  is  strengthened  by  the 
fact  that  Alitalia  will  bo  in  a  better  position  to  come  to  Son 
Francisco  along  with  Lufthansa  rather  than  with  Air  France  for 
basically  geographical  reasons. 

4)  SABINa 

Sabina  West  Coast  route  requests  will  not  be  soon 
forthcoming;  this  air  carrier  is  not  planning  to  open  discussions 
with  our  State  Department  until  next  year. 

5)  KLM 

KLM  had  withdrawn  from  the  European  Air  Union  after 
initial  conferences.     It  has  requested  West  Coast  terminal  rights 
and,  if  given  a  choice  of  cities  on  the  West  Coast,  will  select 
Los  Angeles,  I  was  told.    However,  I  was  also  told  that  if  the 
State  Department  directs  it  to  terminate  in  San  Francisco,  it  will 
gladly  come  te  cur  City. 

In  summing  up,  the  personal  visit  to  Europe  enabled  me 
to  ascertain  the  European  Air  Union-routed  anticipated  decision  of 
Air  France  for  Los  Angeles,  the  fact  that  San  Francisco  will  get 
Lufthansa  and  an  equal  opportunity  to  serve  European  Air  Union, 
the  objectives  of  European  Air  Union,  and  the  plans  of  other 
European  carriers  in  connection  with  future  West  Coast  operations. 
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Even  more  Important,  I  foci,  is  that  valuable  personal 
contacts  have  been  made  with  individuals  responsible  for  the 
European  air  carrier  expansion  both  In  industry  and  in  government. 
VJe  now  have  avenues  which  can  keop  us  informed  and  up-to-da.te  on 
the  international  picture  as  it  affects  San  Francisco. 

It  is  recommended: 

1)  That  the  aid  of  Son  Francisco  business  and  commercial 
Interests  be  enlisted  to  confer  on  behalf  of  this  City  with  the 
European  aviation  industry  and  officials  of  government,  this  to  be 
a  major  part  of  a  continuing  program  designed  to  foster  San  Fran- 
cisco's interests  in  the  international  aviation  field. 

2)  That  a  promotional  program  aimod  at  Alitalia  be 
suggested  to  such  organizations  as  the  San  ^rancisco  Italian 
Chamber  of  Commerce. 

3)  That  every  effort  be  made  at  the  Washington,  B.C. 
level  for  the  State  Department  to  designate  San  Francisco  as  the 
West  Coast  terminal  for  KLM. 

*0    That  studios  be  instituted  that  will  enable  the 
Airport  to  effectively  point  up  the  full  economic  picture  of  the

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  requested  information  in  the 
matter  of  "safety-glass"  for  front  ends  of  Railway  operating 
vehicles,  in  the  light  of  a  recent  cable  car  accident*  Mr, 
Miller  stated  that  such  windowR  are  of  the  laminated  type. 

Department  Report- Jater  Department,  J,  H.  Turner  reporting: 
Net  water  sales  for  first  three  months  of  fiscal  year 
increased  by  6%  and  approximately  20%  outside  of  San  Francisco, 
over  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year;  the  Department 
hctd  an  increase  of  89S  consumers.    Construction  work  reviewed, 
it  being  particularly  noted  that  the  south  basin  of  Sunset 
Reservoir  being  virtually  completed,  the  basin  to  be  dedicated 
by  the  Mayor  on  October  28,  1959.    Staff  of  the  Department  has 
been  conferring  with  the  °tate  Division  of  Highways  in  the 
matter  of  the  proposed  Dublin-Sunol  Freeway;  the  Department 
is  watching  closely  discussions  in  the  matter  of  the  channeli-

GENERAL  MANAGER  AND  CHIEF  ENGINEER 


The  salient  features  of  progress  and  other  items  of  importance 
In  the  improvement,  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  San  Francisco 
Water  Department  occurring  since  September  22,  1959,  the  date  of  my 
previous  report  to  you,  are  as  follows: 

The  financial  position  of  the  Department  continues  goodo 
Collections  from  the  sale  of  water  for  the  first  19  days  of  October, 
1959,  were  §&&S9623*2l  which  is  ?75,609o  55  more  than  the  similar 
period  last  year.     Collections  for  the  fiscal  year  through  October 
19,  1959  were  15,295,^53.1^,  indicating  an  increase  of  $451, 395. 5*+ 
over  the  like  period  last  year. 

Although  expenditures  for  contractural  services,  maintenance 
of  automotive  equipment.,  light,  heat  and  power  and  materials  and 
supplies  are  exceeding  the  budget  estimates,  actual  receipts  have 
exceeded  budget  estimates  resulting  in  a  credit  balance  of  $369>2&3«6o 
as  of  September  30,  1959* 

Net  water  sales  for  the  first  three  months  of  this  fiscal  year 
were  greater  than  for  the  corresponding  period  last  year,  the 
increase  being  over  &%  in  San  Francisco  and  approximately  20$ 
outside  of  the  city.     It  is  interesting  to  note  that  there  were  299 
more  consumers  served  by  the  Department  on  September  30>  1959  as 
compared  to  Seotember  3°»  1958. 

There  were  29*+  unfilled  orders  to  renew  water  service  pipes  at 
the  beginning  of  September.     During  this  month  226  services  were 
renewed  by  the  Department,  but  due  to  the  large  number  of  orders 
issued  there  were  3^  incompleted  orders  at  the  end  of  September, 
or  90  more  than  the  number  incomplete  at  the  end  of  August*  This 
was  due  in  a  large  measure  to  the  fact  that  certain  crews  normally 
used  to  renew  house  services  were  required  to  perform  the  difficult 
and  time  consuming  work  of  renewing  and  removing  services  in 
conjunction  with  the  Geary  Street  Reconstruction  Program,  as  well 
as  the  renewal  of  services  in  conjunction  with  contracts  for 
replacing  small  mains  with  larger  ones. 
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The  daily  average  water  consumption  for  the  entire  system  for 
September,  1959  was  172.3  million  gallons.    This  is  26.6  MG-D  less 
than  the  average  for  the  month  of  August,  1959  and  9.5  MG-D  less 
than  for  September,  1952.     Out  of  the  total  of  172.  S  MG-D  for  the 
system,  105*6  MG-D  were  used  in  the  San  Francisco  consumption  area 
and  the  balance  of  67.2  MG-D  were  used  in  the  suburban  area. 

The  contract  work  of  lining  and  roofing  of  the  south  basin  of 
Sunset  Reservoir  is  completed  except  for  a  few  minor  cleanup  items. 
The  new  basin  will  be  dedicated  at  11:00  a.m.  tomorrow  by  Mayor 
Christopher. 

The  completion  of  the  south  basin  marks  another  milestone  in 
the  Water  Department's  policy  of  providing  adequate  distribution 
storage  within  the  City.     This  basin  was     constructed  under  two 
contracts.    The  first,  completed  in  August,  1957>  was  for  the 
excavation  and  grading  work.     The  second,  now  just  completed, 
provided  for  the  construction  of  the  lining,  roof,  and  appurtenances. 
This  is  the  largest  reservoir  constructed  within  the  City  since  the 
completion  of  the  north  basin  of  Sunset  Reservoir  in  193*3 •     Bv  the 
completion  of  the  south  basin  2>7«3  million  gallons  of  additional 
storage  has  been  made  available,  which  will  provide  about  four  days 
average  use  to  about         of  the  City's  consumers,  which  are  served 
by  Sunset  Reservoir. 

Other  construction  projects  are  generally  progressing  in  a 
satisfactory  manner.     The  reconstruction  of  portions  of  the  Crystal 
Springs  Aqueduct  is  JOfo  completed.    G-uniting  of  the  reconstructed 
sections  has  been  started,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  job  will  be 
completed  during  the  latter  part  of  next  month. 

The  contract  for  fencing  of  the  San  Andreas  Outlet  No.  3 
Chlorination  Station  has  been  completed.    Replacement  of  trestle 
bents  on  Bay  Division  Pipe  Line  No.  1  east  of  Newark  Slough  is  kof° 
completed,  and  San  Antonio  Creek  Gaging  Station  is  50%  completed. 

On  September  29>  1959  awards  were  made  of  the  contracts  for 
exploratory  drilling  at  the  proposed  San  Antonio  dam  site  and  borrow 
pit  near  Sunol,  and  for  the  pumping  station  and  tank  to  serve 
portions  of  the  Forest  Knolls  subdivision  and  the  University  of 
California  Housing  Project  in  the  Sutro  Forest  area  within  the  City. 
Neither  contract  has  been  certified  yet. 

On  October  9  a  joint  paper  was  presented  before  the  State 
Senate  Fact  Finding  Committee  on  Water  by  the  G-eneral  Managers  of 
the  Water  and  Hetch  Hetchy  Departments  expressing  the  City's  policy 
in  connection  with  the  State  Water  Plan. 

During  the  past  month  the  Staff  of  the  Water  Department  met 
with  representatives  of  the  State  Division  of  Highways  to  discuss 
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the  route  of  the  proposed  Dublin-Sunol  Freeway,  as  this  construction 
may  affect  the  proposed  Pleasanton  Industrial  Park. 

The  Department  was  represented  at  a  public  hearing  of  the  Bay  Area 
Air    Pollution  Control  Board  on  October  7  relative  to  Regulation 
No.  1  Section  J>Gr,  which  provides  for  an  exemption  for  agricultural 
burning.     Action  on  the  exemption  was  deferred  until  the  December 
meeting  of  the  Boarde 

A  meeting  of  the  Alameda  County  Flood  Control  and  Water 
Conservation  Districts  No.  5         No.  7  was  held  on  October  19  to 
discuss  the  proposed  Alameda  County  Flood  Control  Project.  Among 
other  things  this  project  proposes  the  channelization  of  Laguna 
Creek  which  could  affect  the  Departments  interests  in  the  area. 
The  Department  will  follow  this  matter  very  closely. 

The  Department's  radio  communication  system  is  being  expanded 
and  improved.    On  October  20  the  base  transmitter  located  at  the 
Millbrae  headquarters  which  serves  the  mobile  units  changed  from 
37.^6  megacycles  to  megacycles  to  reduce  the  amount  of  radio 

interference.     Tomorrow  the  base  transmitter  located  at  the 
Communication  Center  atop  Twin  Peaks  will  be  brought  into  the  system 
to  serve  the  Department's  mobile  radio  equipment  in  San  Francisco. 

Last  month  Position  Classification  Questionnaires  for  all 
employees  of  the  Department  were  delivered  to  the  Civil  Service 
Commission.     The  forms  will  be  used  as  the  basis  for  the  classifica- 
tion survey  being  conducted  by  the  firm  of  J.  L.  Jacobs  and  Company, 
retained  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 

Budget  estimates  for  fiscal  year  1960-61  have  been  prepared 
by  the  various  Divisions  of  the  Department  and  the  requests  are 
being  reviewed  and  consolidated  by  management  in  order  that  the 
combined  budget  may  be  submitted  to  the  Commission  for  review  at 
the  earliest  possible  date.

Second  Terminal; 

The  second  terminal  building  for  San  Francisco  International  Airport  is 
steadily  becoming  more  than  a  bond  voter's  dream. 

Action  was  stepped  up  during  October  on  this  project,  which,  when  com* 
pleted,  will  stand  to  the  south  and  west  of  the  main  terminal  building. 

During  the  month  just  ended,  Airport  management  held  several  meetings 
with  the  architects  in  developing  final  schematic  drawings,  a  major  step  toward 
getting  into  the  next  phase-- the  preliminary  working  drawings* 

Concurrently,  Airport  management  continued  conferences  with  Pan  American 
World  Airways,  American  Air  Lines,  and  Trans  World  Airlines,  all  of  which  have 
indicated  definite  interest  in  moving  into  the  second  terminal  building  when  it  is 
completed. 

Action  on  the  project  now  has  developed  to  where  the  following  target 
dates  have  been  set: 

December  31,  1959— Commencement  of  preliminary  drawings. 

July,  1961- -Completion  of  the  final  plans  and  engineering  specifications. 

January,  1963— Completion  of  construction. 

More  progress  toward  the  second  terminal  building  becoming  a  reality  was 
made  during  October  than  during  any  other  corresponding  period  since  the  electorate 
voted  the  bond  money  for  this  project. 

Highlights  of  October  Activities : 

The  Public  Utilities  Commission  on  October  6  requested  the  Mayor  to  recom- 
mend to  the  Supervisors  a  supplemental  appropriation  of  Airport  bond  funds  in  the 
amount  of  $668,000  for  Airport  plot  fills  and  taxiway  paving. 

The  same  day  the  Commission  approved  the  application  of  Tahoe  Air  Lines, 
Inc.  for  a  permit  for  operating  space  in  the  Executive  Aircraft  Terminal. 

Earlier  that  week  the  head  of  Japan  Air  Terminal  Company  visited  San 
Francisco  International  Airport,  as  did  the  legal  counsel  for  Hawaiian  Aeronautics 
Commission,  to  review  our  policies  and  procedures  on  airport  development.  On 
October  15-16,  a  study  group  of  fougnfrom  Stockholm  inspected  SFIA  facilities. 
The  group  was  gathering  informatioa/a  U.S.  tour  to  assist  in  planning  a  new  airport 
development  at  Arlanda,  Sweden.    A  similar  study  was  made  by  four  members  of  the 
staff  of  Schiphol  Airport,  Amsterdam,  who  visited  SFIA  October  19-20. 

On  October  9  Pan  American  World  Airways  transferred  a  substantial  share 
of  its  jet  training  to  the  Naval  Air  Field  at  Crows  Landing.    This  reduced  jet 
noise  from  SFIA  considerably. 

United  Air  Lines  signed  a  similar  agreement  with  the  Navy  akout  October 
17.     UAL  noted,  ho«cv«r,  it  had  been  conducting  most  -of  its  jet  training  at 
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Denver,  instead  of  SFIA,  so  the  effect  of  its  transfer  from  SFIA  was  nominal. 

U.S.  Senator  Thomas  Kuchel  reported  October  23  that  General  Elwood  R. 
Quesada,  Administrator  of  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency,  met  with  military  officials 
in  Washington  that  afternoon  on  the  possibility  of  permitting  civilian  jet 
practice  landings  at  Beale  AFB.    Senator  Kuchel  urged  a  favorable  decision, 

September  Traffic: 

September  passenger  traffic  figures  indicate  a  19.4%  increase  compared 
with  the  same  period  of  1958.    Total  "in  and  out"  passengers  amounted  to  430,953, 
as  compared  with  361,045  in  September,  1958,  or  an  actual  increase  of  69,908 
passengers. 

As  in  the  previous  month  this  year,  it  is  estimated  that  air  travelers 
spent  approximately  two-thirds  of  a  million  dollars  daily  for  their  air  transporta- 
tion in  and  out  of  this  Airport  during  the  month  of  September. 

The  FAA  Control  Tower  recorded  a  total  of  21,242  aircraft  operations 
during  September,  of  which  12,055  were  scheduled  airline  arrivals  and  departures, 
and  represents  a  9.17.  Increase  in  airline  operations,  or  an  actual  increase  of 
1,004  flight  arrivals  or  departures  by  airlines,  as  compared  to  the  previous 
September. 

Total  mail  (air  mail  and  first  class  mail  by  air)  amounted  to 
3,353,485  pounds,  up  3.9%  when  compared  with  the  same  period  of  the  year  before. 

Freight  pounds  moving  through  San  Francisco  by  air  showed  a  4.17. 
increase,  and  air  express  volume  increased  16.57„  during  the  same  period. 

Total  cargo,  exclusive  of  mail  and  passenger  baggage,  moving  through 
San  Francisco  International  Airport  during  September,  1959,  amounted  to 
10,223,847  pounds,  or  a  5%  increase  over  the  same  period  in  1958.

President  Don  Fazackerley  introducted  to  the  Commission, 
Michael  a.  Mills  and  Francis  0.  Stebbins,  two  young  men  as 
interns  from  the  Coro  Foundation  and  assigned  to  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  to  study  its  functions. 

Thomas  O'Connor,  Counsel  to  the  Commission  reviewed  the  status 
of  litigation  of  Western  Air  Lines,  Inc.    The  Company  is  pre- 
pared to  dismiss  the  suit  in  Federal  Court  and  pay  to  City 
current  rates  and  charges  covering  operations  at  the  San  Fran- 
cisco International  Airport  retroactive  to  September  1,  1957; 
litigation  in  the  Superior  Court  is  still  under  appeal. 
President  Don  Fazackerley  congratulated  Staff  and  City  Attorney 
for  the  success  attained;  all  Air  Carriers  at  the  Airport  are  on 
the  samepaying  basis. 

Robert  0.  Kirkwood,  Manager  of  Utilities  reviewed  the  hearing 
before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  the  matter  of  State !s  presen- 
tation of  the  California  Water  Plan.  Mr,  Kirkwood  stated  that 
clarification  of  the  plan  is  vitally  needed  before  any 
recommendations  as  to  the  plan  can  be  made;  clarification  of 
repayments;  clarification  of  service  to  San  Francisco's  service 
area==though  State  has  stated  that  it  is  not  the  intent  to 
"invade"  City's  service  area,  but  areas,  such  as  southern 
Alameda  County,  within  City's  area,  are  conferring  with  State 
for  use  of  State  Water.    General  discussion  was  had  in  the 
matter,  but  until  further  study  clears  the  matter  of  repayments 
and  City's  service  area,  the  Commission  is  not  prepared  at 
this  time  to  deviate  from  the  basic  tenents  of  its  adopted 
water  policy. 

Department  Report-Hetch  Hetchy  Water  Supply,  H.  E,  Lloyd  re- 
porting : 

All  operating  functions  on  the  project  are  continuing  on  a 
satisfactory  manner.  All  contract  construction  work  on  the 
Cherry  Project,  Airport  and  Municipal  Railway  reviewed  and  the 
progress  noted.    The  Engineering  Bureau  is  presently  working 
on  plans  and  specifications  for  Airport  work,  i.e.  enlargement 
of  rest  rooms,  lighting  of  taxiways  and  runways,  service  roads 
and  utilities  extensions.    Mr.  Lloyd  reviewed  a  meeting  of  the 
Mayor's  Transportation  Council,  the  purpose  being  to  acquaint 
the  Council  of  the  progress  of  City's  technicians  and  con- 
sultants and  to  endeavor  to  gain  acceptance  on  the  part  of  the 
San  Francisco  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District  of  the  concept 
that  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco  should  be  provided  equal 
facility  and  convenience  for  mass  movement  within  the  area 
that  will  be  provided  the  citizens  of  the  other  counties 
involved.

Report  on  the  Activities  of  the  Bureau 
Public  Utilities  Commission  meeting 
 November  10,  1959 

HETCH  HETCHY  PROJECT 
General 

All  operating  functions  on  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  are  continuing  in  a  satisfactory 
manner. 

A  forest  fire  of  considerable  magnitude  started  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Mather  Ranger 
Station  on  Friday,  October  30 •    Due  to  the  cooperative  effort  of  the  Yosemite 
National  Park,  the  Stanislaus  National  Forest  and  City  forces,  this  fire  was  con- 
tained by  November  1. 
Water  Conditions 

Water  storage  built  up  in  Lake  Eleanor  from  the  substantial  runoff  resulting  from 
the  early  season  storm  in  September,  permitted  resumption  of  full  power  production 
at  Early  Intake  Powerhouse.    This  storage  has  been  used  and  Lake  Eleanor  is  now 
practically  empty.    Water  for  operation  of  the  powerhouse  is  now  being  drawn  from 
Lake  Lloyd  which  has  sufficient  storage  for  the  balance  of  the  year.    Storage  in 
Hetch  Hetchy  Reservoir  is  sufficient  to  maintain  full  power  production  at  iloccasin 
Powerhouse. 

CA!1Y0N-CHpRX_P0VJER,pj\rGX0PI-lEWr 
Tunnel  Work 

Construction  of  the  surge  shaft,  tank,  and  riser  for  the  Cherry  Power  Tunnel  has 
been  completed.    Work  has  started  on  the  remaining  700  feet  of  concrete  lining  at 
the  downstream  end  of  the  tunnel. 

All  work  on  the  Eleanor-Cherry  Diversion  Tunnel  has  been  completed  and  work  is 
nearing  completion  on  the  outlet  structure  at  the  Cherry  Portal. 


Transmission  Line 

Steel  tower  erection  on  the  230,000-volt  transmission  line  between  Moccasin  and 
Hodesto  Substation  "J"  is  approximately  98  percent  completed.    Stringing  of  the  con- 
ductors is  continuing  with  about  25  percent  completed. 

Cherry  Powerhouse 

Concrete  is  being  placed  in  the  walls  of  the  powerhouse  superstructure.    The  power- 
house crane  has  been  erected  and  is  awaiting  tests.    The  turbine  case  for  the  first 
unit  has  been  completely  encased  in  concrete  and  the  installation  of  the  generator 
for  this  unit  is  now  in  progress.    The  turbine  case  for  the  second  unit  is  in  place 
and  is  awaiting  hydraulic  pressure  testing  before  being  encased  in  concrete.  Approx- 
imately 75  percent  of  the  powerhouse  penstock  has  been  installed. 

Foundation  work  at  the  Intake  Switchyard  is  nearing  completion  and  erection  of 
structural  steel  has  started. 

V/arnerville  Substation 

Concrete  footings  and  equipment  bases  are  nearly  completed.    Fabrication  of  struc- 
tural steel  for  the  bus  structure  is  awaiting  settlement  of  the  steel  strike.  Pro- 
tracted continuation  of  the  strike  may  result  in  some  delay  in  the  completion  of  this 
job.    One  of  the  two  large  230,000-volt  auto-transformers  has  been  received  at  the 
site  and  delivery  of  the  second  is  expected  this  week. 

Canyon  Power  Pro.ject 

Nothing  further  has  developed  on  the  City9s  appeal  to  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management 
pertaining  to  the  stipulation  for  water  releases  from  0° Shaughnessy  Dam  for  fish 
life.    The  extension  of  time  granted  to  the  Forest  Service  and  the  Park  Service  to 
file  an  answer  to  the  City's  appeal  will  be  up  on  November  16,  1959.    In  the  interim, 
the  U.S.  Geological  Survey  has  made  several  measurements  of  inflow  to  the  Hetch 
Hetchy  Reservoir  at  various  points. 


AIRPORT  ENGINEERING  AND  CONSTRUCTION 
Federal  Aid  Projects 

The  major  items  of  work  for  extension  of  Runway  1R-19L  have  been  completed  and  as 
soon  as  the  blast  fence  is  erected,  aircraft  will  have  available  a  9» 000-foot  runway. 
Concrete  is  being  poured  for  the  extension  of  Runways  28R  and  28L,  and  this  work  is 
about  QOfj  completed. 

Work  under  the  contract  for  reconstruction  of  runway  and  taxiway  pavements  is  about 
80fj  completed.    The  work  on  the  north  field  taxiways  has  been  completed  and  they  are 
in  use.    The  major  item  of  work  remaining  is  the  asphaltic  concrete  overlayment  on 
Runway  10L-28R. 

Extending  the  timber  trestle  for  the  approach  lighting  system  for  Runways  28R  and 
28L  is  proceeding  satisfactorily.  All  piles  have  been  driven  and  erection  of  the 
deck  has  begun.    The  work  is  about  80^  completed. 

Work  under  the  contract  for  extension  of  the  aircraft  parking  aprons  is  proceeding 
slightly  ahead  of  schedule.    Paving  of  the  apron  area  north  of  Pier  B  has  been  com- 
pleted.   As  specified  in  the  contract,  the  second  phase,  that  of  paving  the  apron 
area  south  of  Pier  E,  will  be  started  in  April,  i960. 

Bids  will  be  received  on  November  12,  1959,  for  the  painting  of  markings  on  the  run- 
ways and  taxiways. 

Design  is  proceeding  on  the  final  contract  to  complete  the  work  under  the  present  FAA 
Grants.    This  contract  will  cover  lighting  for  the  west  end  of  Runway  1R-19L  and  its 
approach  taxiway. 

Addition  to  Pier  B 

This  structure,  except  for  minor  items  is  completed.    United  Air  Lines  is  installing 
the  movable  loading  bridges. 
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Air  Cargo  Buildings 

This  project  is  also  proceeding  satisfactorily.    Work  is  well  along  on  the  footings 
and  the  underfloor  utilities.    Work  has  started  on  the  paving  and  utility  line  ex- 
tension required  to  complete  the  job.    Grading  is  essentially  completed  and  excavation 
has  started  on  the  drainage  lines. 

Paving  of  Roads  R-3  and  R-18 

The  first  phase  of  the  contract  for  paving  Road  R-3,  adjacent  to  Bayshore  Freeway 
and  San  Bruno  Avenue,  and  Road  R-18,  north  of  and  paralleling  the  main  entrance  road, 
has  been  completed.    This  includes  the  installation  of  a  drainage  pipe  under  San 
Bruno  Avenue.    Under  the  terms  of  the  contract,  the  remainder  of  the  x-jork  is  to  be 
completed  after  April,  i960.

During  the  past  month  the  Design  Division  has  been  working  on  the  preparation  of 
plans  and  specifications  for  the  following  Airport  projects:

Rapid  Transit 

On  October  14,  1959,  a  meeting  of  the  Wayor's  Transportation  Council  and  the  Trans- 
portation Technical  Committee  was  held  which  was  attended  by  Hrs*  Clarissa  McMahon 
and  I-ir.  Leo  Halley,  members  of  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  ilessrs. 
Thomas  Gray,  Adrien  Falk  and  Arthur  Dolan,  San  Francisco  members  of  the  Bay  Area 
Rapid  Transit  District  Board  of  Directors,    The  purpose  of  this  meeting  was  to  review 
progress  of  the  City's  technicians  and  consultants  and  to  endeavor  to  gain  acceptance

Framing  of  the  new  waiting  shelters  is  nearly  completed  and  the  work  under  the  con- 
tract is  about  50$  completed. 

Rearranging  Overhead  for  Central  Freeway 

The  contract  for  alterations  to  the  trolles'  coach  overhead  facilities  crossing  under 
the  Central  Freeway,  between  i&ssion  and  Turk  Streets  has  been  certified  and  work  is 
now  under  way. 

STREET  LIGHTING 

Crown- Zellerbach  Building 

On  October  21,  1959 »  fourteen  new  400-watt  mercury  street  lights  were  placed  in 
service  on  Bush,  Battery  and  Sansome  Streets  around  the  new  Crown- Zellerbach  Building. 
These  lights  were  installed  by  the  Crown-Zollerbach  Corporation  and  will  be  deeded  to 
the  City  as  soon  as  the  work  is  finally  accepted  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works.

Mr.  J.  W.  Dinkelspiel,  Attorney  at  law,  on  behalf  of  Skyline 
Materials  Co,  urged  that  an  extension  of  the  lease  be  approved 
by  the  Commission,  contending  that  the  Company  had  been  a  good 
operator,  had  taken  all  steps  necessary  to  lessen  pollution 
of  water,  were  willing  at  all  times  to  do  all  things  necessary 
and  satisfactory  to  Commission  to  continue  to  operate  the 
quarry.

Rule  1.    Application  for  Service. 

The  owner  or  authorized  agent  of  the  property  to  be  served 
shall  make  written  application  to  the  Department  for  service  before 
extending  the  house  pipe  to  the  curb.  Applications  shall  include  the 
desired  location  and  size  of  service  pipe  and  meter,  fixtures  to  be 
supplied  or  quantity  of  water  required  in  gallons  per  minute,  the  use 
or  class  of  occupancy  of  the  premises,  the  area  to  be  supplied,  and 
any  other  information  which  shall  aid  the  Department  in  providing 
adequate  service.  Applications  for  fire  service  shall  include  any 
special  requirements  of  the  Fire  Department  or  the  Underwriters 
having  jurisdiction.  The  Department  shall  not  be  responsible  for 
inadequate  or  improper  installations  resulting  from  lack  of  infor- 
mation in  the  application. 

All  standard  and  non-standard  services  two  inches  (2st) 
and  larger  shall  be  for  use  in  the  area  or  premises  as  defined  in  the 
application  which  shall  include  a  term  agreement  with  the  terms  and 
conditions  fully  set  forth  in  the  application  for  such  service. 

All  services  of  the  Department  are  supplied  with  the 
understanding  that  the  applicant  agrees  to  abide  by  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  and  the  Rate  Schedules  of  the  Department  as  they  now 
exist  or  as  they  hereafter  may  be  amended.

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SECTION  A. 

Rule  2.    Installation  of  Service. 

Service  connections  will  be  installed,  at  the  expense  of  the 
applicant,  from  the  Department's  mains  to  the  meter  at  the  opposite 
curb  line  of  public  streets  in  which  the  mains  are  located  and  clear 
of  driveways  or  other  obstructions.    The  meter  or  meters  will  be 
installed  on  the  service  inside  the  curb  line  or  as  near  thereto 
as  possible.    Where  the  main  is  in  a  right  of  way  or  easement  owned 
or  controlled  by  the  Department,  the  service  will  not  be  extended 
beyond  such  right  of  way  or  easement. 

Where  the  Department  has  no  main  installed,  the  applicant 
must  arrange  for  main  extension  or  extend  his  house  piping  to  the 
curb  of  a  street  occupied  by  the  Department's  mains. 

No  service  will  be  installed  on  any  private  road,  lane, 
street,  alley,  court  or  place,  or  extended  beyond  the  curb  of  the 
street  in  which  the  Department's  mains  are  installed.  Applicants 
desiring  such  service  must  extend  their  housepiping. 

The  Department  reserves  the  right  to  determine  the  location 
and  size  of  service  and  meter,  to  limit  the  number  of  houses  or 
buildings  and  the  area  of  land  to  be  supplied  by  one  service  connec- 
tion, and  to  refuse  service  if  it  considers  such  service  to  be 
detrimental  to  existing  services  or  to  the  interests  and  operations 
of  the  Department  or  to  the  interests  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco.  The  Department  shall  determine  the  class  of  service, 
taking  into  consideration  the  type  of  structure,  the  use  of  the 
service,  volume  of  water  usage  and  other  pertinent  factors. 

When  more  than  one  consumer  is  supplied  through  one  service 
connection  and  meter,  the  Department  will  hold  the  accepted  appli- 
cant responsible  for  the  bills  for  all  water  supplied.     If  separate

billing  is  desired,  additional  services  or  meters  will  be  installed 
and  bills  rendered  accordingly,  provided  the  house  piping  is  segregated 
and  brought  to  the  curb  line  of  the  property. 

For  the  purposes  of  determining  charges  for  installation  of 
water  services  ( Schedule  $f-kl )  under  the  established  rate  schedules,  a 
service  installation  shall  be  understood  to  mean  the  connection  to  the 
main,  the  pipe  from  the  main  to  the  meter,  appurtenant  valves  and 
fittings,  and  the  meter  box  and  appurtenances;  and  the  size  of  the  pipe 
from  the  main  to  the  meter  shall  determine  the  amount  of  the  installa- 
tion charge.     However,  for  service  pipes  normally  2  inches  or  smaller 
in  size,  the  Department  may,  at  its  discretion,  install  a  larger  or 
smaller  size  pipe  from  the  main  to  the  meter  than  is  normally  required 
in  which  case  the  normally  required  size  of  pipe  shall  determine  the 
amount  of  the  installation  charge.     For  service  pipe  installations 
over  2  inches  in  size  or  when  in  the  opinion  of  the  Department  any 
unusual  conditions  may  result  in  costs  more  than  1$  percent  higher  than 
the  charges  in  the  rate  schedule,   the  applicant  shall  pay  the  actual 
costs  of  installation.     Service  charges  (Schedules  W-l,  W-21  and  W-25) 
shall  be  predicated  on  the  size  of  meters  installed  on  the  service 
connection.

Rule  3.     Standard  Service. 

Service  for  immediate  and  permanent  use  for  standard 
residential,  commercial  or  industrial  purposes  and  complying  in  all 
respects  with  the  provisions  of  the  Department  as  to  size,  location 
and  usage  will  be  classed  as  standard  service.

Rule  4.    Non-Standard  Service. 

Service  for  temporary  or  intermittent  use  or  for  purposes  not 
deemed  by  the  Department  to  comply  with  its  requirements  for  standard 
service  will  be  classed  as  non-standard  service.

Rule  5.     Fire  Service. 

Service  for  automatic  fire  sprinkler  systems  or  for  fire 
protection  of  any  kind  will  be  classed  as  fire  service  provided 
such  service  is  required  by  or  conforms  to  the  regulations  of  the 
Fire  Department  or  the  Underwriters  having  jurisdiction  and 
provided  that  if  water  is  used  for  any  purpose  other  than 
extinguishing  accidental  fires  or  for  testing  the  system,  the 
general  use  schedule  of  rates  for  service  charge,  water  delivered 
and  minimum  billing  shall  apply  and  the  Department  shall  have  the 
right  to  place  a  standard  meter  or  meters  on  the  service,  if  not 
already  installed,   at  the  expense  of  the   customer  or  to  disconnect 
the  entire  water  supply  for  the  premises.

Rule  6»    Service  Outside  San  Francisco. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Department  to  give  preference  in  the 
sale  of  water  outside  the  limits  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
to  municipalities,  water  districts  and  communities  for  distribution 
under  their  own  operation  and  control.  The  Department  will,  however, 
consider  applications  for  service  from  individuals  or  others  located 
outside  of  the  areas  served  by  such  local  distributing  systems  and  may 
within  its  discretion  provide  such  service  until  such  time  as  the 
premises  supplied  are  included  within  the  area  served  by  an  independent 
system,  supplied  by  the  Water  Department,  which  independent  system 
desires  and  is  able  to  provide  such  service  or  until  such  time  as  it 
is  no  longer  .  feasible  for  the  Department  to  continue  to 

provide  such  service. 

Connections  to  the  Department's  transmission  mains  will  be 
made  only  at  points  to  be  chosen  by  it.  Non-standard  service  will  not 
be  provided  from  transmission  mains  except  to  meet  an  urgent  require- 
ment concerning  the  public  welfare.  Fire  service  connections  may  be 
allowed  provided  that  domestic  service  is  also  supplied  by  the  Depart- 
ment to  the  same  premises.

In  the  event  it  becomes  necessary  for  the  Department  to  abandon 
a  transmission  main,  the  Department  reserves  the  right  to  discontinue 
the  existing  services  from  such  transmission  main;  and  will  thereafter 
supply  service,  if  requested,  from  the  most  convenient  then  existing 
transmission  main. 

Resale  service  shall  be  by  application  and  shall  be  restricted

Rule  6»        Service  Outside  San  Francisco  (continued) 
to  the  supply  of  water  for  distribution  by  the  applicant  for  domestic 
and  other  municipal  purposes  of  the  applicant  in  the  service  area 
defined  in  the  application.    The  application  shall  be  a  term  agreement 
in  which  shall  be  set  forth  the  area  to  be  supplied,  the  size  of  the 
service,  whether  the  service  is  for  immediate  and  permanent  use  or  for 
intermittent  use. 

Water  service  conducted  pursuant  to  these  Rules  and 
Regulations  shall  be  in  accordance  with  that  certain  federal  statute 
designated  as  the  "Raker  Act", 

No  new  service  or  services  for  resale  water  will  be  install- 
ed, nor  will  any  present  service  or  services  be  increased  in  capacity; 
nor  will  the  Department  supply  water  for  resale  to  any  present  service 
or  services  to  supply  any  additional  area  than  the  area  supplied  by 
such  present  services  as  of  January  1,  I960,  unless  written  application 
as  provided  in  this  section  has  been  properly  signed,  received  and 
approved  by  the  Department  1 

Unless  written  application  as  provided  in  this  section  has 
been  signed,  received  and  approved  by  the  Department  from  the  present 
resale  customers  the  Department  will  notify  each  such  customer  for 
resale  water  that,  effective  January  1,  I960,  the  Department  will  not 
guarantee  to  supply  water  in  excess  of  the  safe  plant  capacity 
existing  as  of  January  1,  I960. 

All  supply  and  distribution  lines  leading  from  the  Department's 

meters  shall  be  installed  andimaintained  by  the  applicant  at  his 

expense  and  the  applicant  will    be  held  responsible  for  payment  for 

all  water  delivered  whether  beneficially  used  or  lost  through  leakage.

Rule  7.        Basement  Und er_  Sid e  wa lk  . 

Where  the  basement  of  the  property  to  be  served  extends 
under  the  sidewalk  area,  the  owner  or  applicant  shall  provide,  at  a 
point  approved  by  the  Department,  the  necessary  opening  in  the  retain 
ing  wall  to  extend  the  service  pipe,  and  the  meter  shall  be  installed 
on  the  service  just  inside  such  wall  in  a  position  convenient  for 
reading  or  for  making  any  repairs  or  changes  necessary.    Neither  the 
Department  nor  its  officers,  employees  or  agents  shall  incur  any 
liability  of  any  kind  whatever  by  reason  of  the  installation  or 
presence  of  Department's  meter,  service  pipe  or  any  other  facility  or 
facilities  of  Department  in  or  near  the   said  property  to  be  served. 

The  owner,  tenant  or  customer  shall  provide  and  maintain 
easy  access  to  the  meter  for  reading  or  any  other  purpose  the  Depart- 
ment may  deem  necessary.      Failure  to  remove  any  obstruction  within 
ten  (10)  days  after  notification  by  the  Department,  will  be  sufficient 
cause  for  removal  of  the  meter,  at  the  expense  of  the  applicant,  to  a 
more  accessible  location  or  for  discontinuance  of  service.

Rule  8.        Change  of  Location  or  Size  of  Service  or  Meter . 

Applicants  desiring  a  change  in  the  location,  arrange' 
ment  or  size  of  the  service  or  meter  must  bear  all  costs  of  such 
change  unless  an  increase  in  the  size  of  a  standard  service  or 
meter  is  required,  in  which  case  the  applicant  shall  bear  the 
increment  of  charge  between  that  for  the  existing  size  and  the 
increased  size  as  shown  in  Schedule  W-^-l, 
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SECTION  A. 

Rule  9.  Protection  of  Public  Water  Supply. 

Services,  meters  and  house  piping  shall  conform  to  the 
rules  of  the  Water  Department,  to 

the  Building,   Plumbing  and  Fire  Ordinances  and  to  any  legal  require- 
ments of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  or  other  authority 
having  jurisdiction. 

Where  an  auxiliary  water  supply  exists  in  any  building  or 
premises  connected  to  the  system  of  the  Department,  approved  backflow 
protection  must  be  provided  unless  the  auxiliary  water  supply  is 
acceptable  as  an  additional  source  of  water  by  the  Department.  This 
requirement  shall  include  the  handling  of  process  waters  and  waters 
originating  from  the  Department  which  have  been  or  may  be  subject  to 
deterioration  in  sanitary  quality.      Backflow  prevention  devices 
shall  be  installed  where  internal  cross  connections  exist  unless  such 
cross  connections  are  abated  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Department. 

The  Department  will  not  supply  water  to  any  building  or 
premises  h?.ving  an  auxiliary  water  supply  or  whore  cross  connections 
exist  unless  approval  for  such  service  is  first  obtained  from  the 
Department • 

Approval  may  be  granted  under  the  following  conditions: 

( a )  Premises  With  Auxiliary  Water  Supply 

Where  approved  backflow  prevention  devices  are  installed 
and  maintained  by  the  customer  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Department . 

(b )  Premises  With  Cross  Connection 

Where  approved  backflow  prevention  devices  are  installed 
and  maintained  by  the  customer  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Department  or  where  approved  air-gap  separation  has  been 
provided. 
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SECTION  A. 

Rule  9.     Protection  of  Public  Water  Supply,  (continued) 

( c )     Sewage  Treatment  Plants  or  Sewage  mumping  Stations 
Where  the  Department's  service  line  is  protected  by 
approved  air-gap  separation  before  the  first  fixture 
and  where  the  piping  between  the  service  cock  and  the 
receiving  tank  is  entirely  visible. 
The  Department  may  require  an  affidavit  at  any  time  to  the 
effect  that  no  cross  connection  or  auxiliary  water  supply  exists  or 
stating  the  size  and  location  if  any  do  exist. 

Failure  to  comply  with  any  requirements  relative  to  the 
protection  of  public  water  supplies  will  be  sufficient  reason  for 
immediate  discontinuance  of  any  service  until  such  time  as  it  is 
determined  that  the  requirements  of  the  Department  have  been  met.

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SECTION  A. 

Rule  10.        Control  Valves,  Ground  Wires,  Etc. 

The  owner  or  accepted  applicant  of  the  property  to  be  or 
being  supplied  shall,  if  not  already  provided,  install  a  gate  type 
control  valve  on  the  house  pipe  between  the  Department's  meter  and  the 
first  fixture  outlet. 

Neither  the  Department  nor  its  officers,  employees  or  agents 
shall  incur  any  liability  of  any  kind  whatever  by  reason  of  water  run- 
ning from  open  or  faulty  fixtures  or  from  broken  or  damaged  house  pipes, 
i.e.  for  pipes  beyond  the  Department's  meter. 

No  one  ma y  attach  any  ground  wire  or  wires  to  any  plumbing 
which  is  or  nay  be  connected  to  any  service  pipe  or  main  belonging  to 
the  Department  unless  such  plumbing  is  adequately  connected  to  an  effec- 
tive driven  ground  installation  on  the  premises.    Neither  the  Department 
nor  its  officers,  employees  or  agents  shall  incur  any  liability  of  any 
kind  whatever  by  reason  of  the  use  of  any  facility  for  grounding  purposes 
which  is  or  may  be  connected  to  the  system  of  the  Department. 

The  owner  or  accepted  applicant  will  be  held  liable  for  any 

damage  to  the  property  of  the  Department  which  may  be  wilfully  caused  by 

him  or  result  from  carelessness  or  negligence  on  his  part  or  on  the 

part  of  ?ny  person  or  entity  acting  for  or  on  behalf  of  such  owner  or 

accepted  applicant  and  in  particular,  without  limiting  the  foregoing, 

for  damage  occasioned  by  operating  the  Department's  stop  cock  in  lieu 

of  a  control  valve,  for  damage  due  to  ground  wire  attachments  and  for 

damage  to  the  meter  caused  by  hot  water  or  steam  from  the  premises. 

In  the  event  payment  for  such  damage  is  not  promptly  made,  the  Department 

reserves  the  right  to  disconnect  service  to  the  premises  until  all 

claims  are  satisfied.

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SECTION  B  -  EXTENSION  OF  MAINS 


Rule  1.    General  Provisions • 

The  Department  will  extend  its  mains  only  on  public  streets 
and  avenues  where  pressure  conditions  permit  and  where  grades  of 
such  streets  and  avenues  have  been  established  by  law  and  the 
streets  brought  to  grade  and  provided  that  the  Department  has  a 
sufficient  water  supply  developed  to  take  on  new  or  additional 
customers  without  detriment  to  those  already  served.    The  Department 
shall  specify  sizes,  character  and  location  of  all  pipes  and 
appurtenances.    The  Department  reserves  the  right  to  refuse  to  make 
any  extension  if  it  considers  such  extension  to  be  detrimental  to 
its  existing  system  or  to  the  interests  and  operations  of  the 
Department  or  to  the  interests  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco. 

Under  special  conditions  supply  and  distribution  systems 
may  be  constructed  by  or  for  the  Department  under  contractual 
arrangements  to  be  entered  into  between  the  Department  and  parties 
desiring  water  service,  subject  to  prior  approval  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  for  each  such  arrangement. 

All  pipe,  valves,  fittings,  equipment,  materials,  meters, 
etc.,  up  to  and  including  the  individual  outlet  equipment  shall 
become  and  remain  the  property  of  the  Department.

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SECTION  B. 

Rule  2.        Extensions  for  Standard  Service  Within  San  Francisco, 

Where  extensions  are  to  be  made  from  feeder  lines  already 
installed  the  maximum  deposit  required  from  the  applicant  will 
be  based  on  the  cost  of  extending  a  six-inch  main* 

In  subdivisions  or  in  districts  where  a  system  of  feeder 
lines  and  laterals  must  be  installed,  the  applicant  or  applicants 
must  deposit  the  estimated  cost  of  the  complete  system. 

The  Department  will  at  its  own  expense  and  without  deposit 
extend  its  mains  a  distance  of  150  feet,  exclusive  of  street  cross- 
ings, to-  provide  standard  service  or,  if  in  excess  of  the  150  feet, 
will  do  so  if  the  estimated  cost  is  not  in  excess  of  four  times  the 
estimated  immediate  annual  revenue  to  be  derived  therefrom.  If  the 
estimated  cost  of  the  extension  is  in  excess  of  four  times  the 
estimated  immediate  annual  revenue  the  applicant  or  applicants  must 
deposit  such  excess  estimated  cost. 

The  term  "estimated  immediate  annual  revenue"  is  to  apply 
to  premises  under  construction  at  the  time  of  application  and  to 
premises  already  occupied  and  to  be  connected  to  the  new  extension,

Rule  3.     Extensions  for  Non-Standard  Service. 

Main  extensions  for  non-standard  service  will  be  made 
at  the  expense  of  the  applicant. 


Rule  4.     Extensions  for  Fire  Service. 

Main  extensions  for  fire  service  will  be  made  under  the 
general  provisions  of  Rule  2  of  this  section  except  that  the 
difference  in  cost  between  that  of  a  normal  size  main  and  that 
of  any  larger  size  main  required  because  of  the  fire  service 
shall  be  at  the  expense  of  the  applicant  and  no  part  of  such 
additional  cost  shall  be  refunded.

Rule  5.     Extensions  for  Service  Outside  San  Francisco, 

All  supply  and  distribution  mains  from  the  connection  with 
the  Department's  system  shall  bo  installed  by  the  applicant  at  his 
expense,  with  the  following  exceptions: 

The  refunding  rules   (Rule  6  of  this  Section)  will  apply 
to  main  extensions  in  the  Visitacion  Valley  district  including 
service  to  the  livestock  and  exposition  buildings  of  Agricultural 
District 1A,  and  to  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport  and  the 
immediate  vicinity  where  applicants  may,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Department,  be  adequately  and  economically  served  by  a  branch  main

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Rule  6.  Refund  of  Deposits  for  Main  Extensions. 

Deposits  for  main  extensions  under  the  provisions  of  Rule 

2  of  this  Section  will  be  refunded  upon  acceptance  of  the  street  or 
streets  by  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  as  provided  by  law, 
provided  that  such  acceptance  takes  place  within  ten  (10)  years  after 
the  date  of  the  deposit.     Pending  acceptance  or  if  not  accepted, 
refunds  will  be  made  on  the  basis  of  four  times  the  amount  of  the  first 
year's  revenue  received  from  services  attached  to  the  extension  and 
which  have  not  been  included  in  any  credit  previously  allowed  for  the 
extension,    Only  one  such  revenue  refund  will  be  made  for  each  such 
service  attached  to  the  extension,  The  first  year's  revenue  shall  be 
computed  from  the  date  of  normal  occupancy  of  the  premises.  However, 
if  additional  customers  other  than  those  contemplated  in  the  original 
application  are  connected  to  such  extension  within  the  ten-year  period, 
they  shall  be  required  unon  demand  by  the  original  depositor,  to  pay 
their  pro-rata  cost  of  the  extension  based  on  the  front  footage  of  the 
property  being  served.    Proportional  refund  will  then  be  made  by  the 
Department  to  the  original  depositor. 

Deposits  for  main  extensions  under  the  provisions  of  Rule 

3  of  this  Section  will  not  be  refunded. 

Deposits  for  main  extensions  under  the  provisions  of  Rule 

4  of  this  Section  will  be  refunded  on  the  same  basis  as  refunds  in  the 
first  paragraph  of  this  rule  except  that  any  excess  costs  required 
because  of  oversizing  the  mains  will  not  be  refunded. 

Deposits  for  main  extensions  under  the  provisions  of  Rule 

5  of  this  Section  will  be  refunded,  as  applicable,  in  accordance  with 
the  foregoing. 

The  total  of  ^ny  refunds  made  shall  not  exceed  the  amount 
deposited  for  the  particular  installation.     Mo  refunds  will  be  made 
after  ten  years  from  the  date  of  the  deposit  and  all  deposits  then  on 
hand  shall  become  the  property  of  the  Department.

SECTION  C  -  APPLICATION  FOR  WATER  SUPPLY  AND 
 RESPONSIBILITY  OF  APPLICANTS 

Rule  1.     Application  for  Supply,. 

An  applicant  for  water  supply  shall  furnish  such  information 
as  the  Department  requires  to  establish  the  account  and  shall 
establish  credit  as  provided  in  Rule  2  of  this  Section.  When  a 
guarantee  deposit  is  required  the  application  shall  bo  in  writing. 
The  responsible  applicant,  person  or  firm  being  supplied  will  be 
held  liable  for  payment  for  all  water  delivered  from  the  time  service 
begins  until  the  Department  is  notified  in  writing  and  discontinues 
service  pursuant  to  such  notification. 

Where  changes  have  been  made  in  the  house  piping  which 
affect  the  supply  area  as  shown  on  the  records  of  the  Department, 
and  the  Department  has  not  been  afforded  an  opportunity  to  inspect 
such  changes,  the  accepted  applicant  will  also  be  held  liable  for 
payment  of  the  bills  as  issued. 

If  water  is  desired  through  fire  hydrants,  permit  must 
first  be  obtained  from  the  Fire  Department  having  jurisdiction. 
The  permit  shall  then  be  filed  with  the  Department  together  with 
the  application  for  water  supply. 

All  services  of  the  Department  are  supplied  with  the 
understanding  that  the  applicant  agrees  to  abidu  by  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  and  the  Rate  Schedules  of  the  Department  as  they  now 
exist  or  as  they  hereafter  may  be  amended.

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SECTION  C. 

Rule  2.        Establishing  and  Maintaining  Credit. 

Customers  are  required  to  establish  and  maintain  credit  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Department,    A  regulation  guarantee  deposit 
may  be  required  before  granting,  continuing,  or  re-establishing 
service. 

rrhen  a  guarantee  deposit  is  required  for  a  metered  water 
supply,  such  deposit  shall  be  approximately  twice  the  estimated 
monthly  bill  but  in  no  case  shall  it  be  less  than  $5.00,    The  deposit 
for  temporary  unmetered  usage  or  for  special  shipping  service  may  be 
equal  to  the  estimated  maximum  bills  for  service  to  be  rendered. 

When  service  has  been  given  with  the  understanding  that  a 
guarantee  deposit  is  to  be  made  and  such  deposit  is  not  made  within 
ten  (10)  days ,  the  Department  may  discontinue  service. 

If  an  applicant  has  failed  to  pay  the  amount  billed  for  all 
services  rendered,  the  Department  may  discontinue  or  refuse  to  furnish 
service  until  the  outstanding  bills  are  paid  and  may  apply  any  deposit 
to  liouidate  the  bills.     The  Department  will  then  require  that  the 
deposit  be  restored  or,  if  none,  may  require  that  a  regulation 
guarantee  deposit  be  made  before  service  will  be  granted,  continued 
or  re-established.

Rule  3.        Return  of  Deposit. 

A  guarantee  deposit  shall  be  returred  to  the  depositor 
at  the  expiration  of  twelve  months  provided  credit  has  been  main- 
tained to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Department.  Refund  of  n  deposit 
held  beyond  the  twelve-month  period  mil  be  made  on  application 
therefor  provided  that  credit  he  s  been  maintained  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  Department.     Upon  closing  an  account  the  balance 
of  ^ny  deposit  remaining  after  settlement  of  the  closing  bill 
will  be  returned  promptly  to  the  depositor.     No  interest  will  be 
paid  on  guarantee  deposits. 
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SECTION  C. 

Rule  4.        Charge  for  Turning  On  Water  Supply. 

No  charge  will  be  made  for  turning  on  or  disconnecting 
water  supply  at  the  request  of  the  customer  except  that: 

(a)  'Then  service  has  been  discontinued  for  non-payment  of 
bills  or  for  any  other  infraction  of  the  rules,  a 
charge  of  Five  Dollars  ($5.00)  may  be  made  for  restor- 
ing service  and  this  sum  must  be  paid,  in  addition 

to  the  outstanding  bills,  before  service  will  be 
re-established. 

(b)  When  service  is  ordered  discontinued  and  then  ordered 
turned  on  by  the  same  customer  to  the  same  premises 
in  less  than  twelve  (12)  months,  a  charge  equivalent 
to  six  months'  service  charge  and  minimum  billing, 

or  as  much  of  the  six  months  as  service  has  been 
discontinued,  will  be  made  to  apply  to  the  cost  of 
maintaining  the  Departments  system  pnd  facilities 
on  a  year-round  basis. 
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SECTION  C. 


Rule  5.        Water  Used  TTithout  Regulation  Application. 

A  person  or  firm  taking  possession  of  premises  and 
using  water  without  having  made  application  to  the  Department 
for  service,  shall  be  liable  for  the  charges  from  the  date  of 
the  last  recorded  meter  reading.     If  such  use  has  not  been 
metered  the  Department  will  install  a  meter  and  may  render  a 
bill  based  on  the  use  of  water  as  estimated  by  the  Department 
and  for  as  long  as  the  consumer  has  been  occupying  or  in 
possession  of  the  premises  without  paying  bills. 

If  proper  application  is  not  made  upon  notification 
by  the  Department  to  do  so  and  if  accumulated  bills  for  service 
are  not  paid  on  presentation,  service  will  be  discontinued 
without  further  notice. 
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SECTION  D  -  METER  READING,   BILLING  AND  COLLECTION 
Rule  1.     Billing  Periods. 

Under  ordinary  conditions  motors  will  bo  road  cither 
monthly  or  bi-monthly  as  determined  by  the  Department  on 
approximately  the  same  day  of  the  month  and  bills  will  be 
issued  showing  the  period  covered  by  the  meter  readings,  the 
quantity  of  water  delivered  and  the  total  charge  for  the  service 
rendered.   Bills  will  also  be  rendered  upon  termination  of  service. 

Service  periods  up  to  lj.0  days  will  be  considered  as  one 
month  and  those  up  to  70  days  will  be  considered  as  two  months 
when  computing  charges. 
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SECTION  D. 

Rule  2.  Billing  for  Two  or  More  Meters. 

For  the  purpose  of  making  charges,  all  meters  will 
be  billed  separately  and  the  readings  will  not  be  combined  except 
that  where  the  Department  shall,  for  operating  necessity,  install 
two  or  more  meters  in  place  of  one  meter,  then  the  readings  of 
such  meters  will  be  combined  for  billing  purposes. 

Where  the  Department,  for  operating  necessity, 
decides  to  supply  a  customer  taking  water  for  resale  through  more 
than  one  connection  at  different  points  on  the  same  transmission 
main  instead  of  at  one  point,  the  readings  of  the  meters  at  the 
several  connections  may  be  combined  for  billing  purposes.  Such 
combinations  will  not  be  made  unless  the  water  is  for  use  within 
the  limits  of  a  single  municipality  or  well-defined  community  and 
the  Department's  system  is  the  sole  source  of  supply,  and  will  be 
limited  to  three  in  number  each  not  less  than  four  inches  in  size. 
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SECTION  D. 

Rule  3.  Size  of  Meter  for  Billing. 

The  scheduled  rate  for  service  charge  based  on  the 
size  of  the  meter  shall  apply  to  disc  or  other  displacement 
type  meters,  and  to  compound  meters,    ^here  current,  velocity 
or  magnetic  meters  are  installed,  the  service  charge  shall  be 
based  on  the  size  of  compound  meter  or  meters  of  equivalent 
delivery  capacity. 
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SECTION  D. 

Rule  I)..     Presentation  and  Payment  of  Bills. 

Unless  the  applicant  specifics  otherwise,  bills  will 
be  nailed  to  the  premises. 

Bills  arc  due  and  payable  on  presentation,  i.e.  when 
mailed  or  upon  delivery  in  any  manner  and  become  delinquent 
fifteen  days  thereafter.  Service  may  be  discontinued  for  non-payment 
of  a  delinquent  bill  or  for  any  other  infraction  of  the  rules. 
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SECTION  D . 

Rulo  5.  Proper  Charges  -  Time  Limit. 

Any  bill  for  water  supplied  or  service  rendered  will  be 
considered  a  proper  charge  unless  protest  is  made  to  the  Department 
within  fifteen  (If?)  days  after  presentation. 

In  case  of  dispute  as  to  payment  of  a  bill,  thu  customer 
will  be  required  to  present  the  receipted  bill,  cancelled  check  or 
other  evidence  of  payment* 

The  Department  will,  upon  request  of  the  customer  or  for 
other  reason,  make  an  inspection  of  Lhe  premises  on  account  of 
apparently  excessive  bills.     After  the  Department  has  made  a  complete 
inspection,  no  further  inspection  will  be  made  for  a  period  of  six  (6) 
months  provided,  however,  the  Department  may  order  an  inspection  at 
any  time  if  conditions  warrant. 
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SECTION  D. 

Rule  6,  Allowances. 

The  customer  has  sole  control  of  the  water  delivered  beyond 
the  Department's  meter  and  the  Department  is  not  responsible  for 
maintenance  and  repairs  of  the  pipes  and  fixtures  beyond  the  meter. 
In  order  to  encourage  prompt  repairs  of  leaking  pipes  or  fixtures  the 
Department  may,  under  certain  conditions,  grant  allowances  for 
apparently  excessive  bills  resulting  from  leakage  beyond  the  meter. 
All  risk  of  loss  beyond  the  point  of  delivery  shall  be  borne  by  the 
customer,  except  as  otherwise  provided  herein. 

(a)  Allowance  may  be  granted  only  when  claim  has  been 
received  as  provided  in  Rule  5  of  this  Section  and  evidence  clearly 
shows  that  the  apparently  excessive  bill  is  due  to  leaking  pipes  or 
fixtures  and  not  wasteful  use  and  then  only  when  repairs  have  been 
promptly  made  and  reported  to  the  Department,     The  allowance,  if 
granted,  will  be  for  not  more  than  two  billing  periods  including  that 
in  which  the  claim  w.as  m^de. 

(b)  Allowance  ordinarily  may  be  granted  on  th§  basis  of 
one -half  of  the  excess  del  ivory  due  to  leakage  but  in  the  case  of 
concealed  leaks  in  underground  or  unexposed  pipes,  full  excess  may  be 
allowed. 

(c)  Outside  San  Francisco  no  allowance  will  be  made  on 
account  of  leakage  except  when  in  the  judgment  of  the  Department 
exceptional  conditions  justify  allowance  and  then  only  for  concealed 
leaks  in  underground  or  unexposed  pipes.     In  that  event  allowance 
may  be  granted  based  on  from  fifty  to  one  hundred  percent  of  the 
excess  delivery.     No  allowance  shall  apply  to  customers  taking  water 
for  resale.

SECTION  D, 

Rule  6.  Allowances  (continued) 


(d)  Not  more  than  one  allowance  will  be  granted  to  the 

same  customer  for  the  same  premises  in  any  twelve  month  period. 

The  Department  shall  be  the  sole  judge  in  determining 
the  excess  delivery  due  to  leakage. 
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SECTION  D. 


Rule  7.  Meter  tests. 

If  the  customer  questions  the  accuracy  of  a  meter  the 
Department  will,  upon  written  request,    test  the  meter.  The 
customer  should  be  present  to  witness  such  meter  test. 

If  the  customer  requests  more  than  one  meter  test  in 
any  twelve  month  period  a  fee  of  Five  Dollars  ($5.00)  will  be 
required  for  each  such  additional  test. 

If  the  meter  is  found  to  register  more  than  two  per- 
cent fast  the  testing  fee,  if  deposited,  will  be  returned  together 
with  any  overcharge  based  on  correct  meter  readings.     Such  over- 
charge may  be  allowed  for  the  twelve  months  next  preceding  the  test 
or  as  much  of  the  twelve  months  as  the  customer  had  been  paying  bills 
on  the  fast  meter. 

If  the  meter  registers  within  the  limit  of  error 
specif ie  d  above,   the  testing  fee,   if  deposited,  will  be  applied 
by  the  Department  to  partially  offset  the  costs  of  making  the  test. 
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SECTION  D. 


ttule  &.        Non-Registering  Meters. 

If  a  meter  fails  to  register  or  to  properly  indicate 
the  flow  of  water,  a  bill  will  be  rendered  on  the  basis  of  the 
overage  consumption  of  three  preceding  billing  periods  during 
which  the  meter  was  presumed  to  be  functioning  properly. 

Bills  rendered  under  the  provisions  of  this  rule 
will  be  subject  to  adjustment  to  give  consideration  to  volume 
of  business,  seasonal  demand,  subsequent  reading  of  a  new  meter, 
or  other  factors  which  may  aid  in  making  a  proper  charge.

Rule  1.        Compliance  With  Emergencies. 

In  order  to  comply  with  any  laws  of  the  United  States, 
the  State  of  California  or  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
with  respect  to  any  National,  State  or  Local  Emergency  and  any 
executive  and  administrative  proclamations  and  orders  made 
thereunder,  each  rule  or  regulation  of  the  Department  affected 
by  such  emergency  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  to  the  extent 
necessary  to  permit  the  Department  to  comply  with  any  such  laws, 
proclamations  'jnd  orders  during  the  period  they  are  in  effect.

Rule  2.  Application  of  San  Francisco  Rates. 

Tfhere  the  Rate  Schedules  provide  different  rates  for 
water  service  t;within"  and  Tioutside>T  the  limits  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  rates  applicable  within  the  limits  of 
San  Francisco  shall  apply  to  all  water  service  to  premises 
served  through  a  connection  to  the  Department's  mains  which, 
together  with  the  meter  or  meters,  is  located  within  the  boundaries 
of  the  City  and  County  of  Sain  Francisco. 

All  other  services  shall  be  considered  outside  services. 
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SECTION  E  . 


Rule  3.  Improvement  of  Service. 

The  Department  may,  as  a  part  of  its  routine 
operations,  enlarge,  extend  or  replace  its  mains,  services  or 
other  facilities  and  perform  necessary  wo rk  incidental  thereto 
whenever  the  Department  head  shall  determine  that  such  work 
is  necessary. 
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SECTION  E. 

Rule  4.  Pressure  and  Supply. 


The  Department  does  not  guarantee  pressure  or  continuous 
supply  nor  will  it  accept  responsibility  at  any  time  for  the  mainten- 
ance of  pressure  on  its  lines  nor  for  increases  or  decreases  in 
pressure.     It  reserves  the  right  at  any  and  all  times,  without  notice, 
to  shut  off  water  for  the  purpose  of  making  repairs,  extensions, 
alterations  or  improvements  and  to  increase  or  reduce  pressure  as  a 
part  of  its  operations.     Neither  the  Department  nor  its  officers, 
employees  or  agents  shall  incur  any  liability  of  any  kind  whatever  by 
reason  of  the  cessation  in  whole  or  in  part  of  water  pressure  or 
v/ater  supply.     Customers  depending  upon  a  continuous  and  uninterrupted 
supply  shall  provide  emergency  storage,  oversize  piping,  pumps,  tanks, 
pressure  regulators,  check  valves  or  other  means  for  a.  continuous  or 
adequate  supply  or  to  safeguard  their  facilities. 
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SECTION  E. 


Rule  5.  Tampering  With  Department  Property. 

No  one  except  an  employee  or  representative  of  the 
Depa.rtment  shall  at  any  time  in  any  manner  operate  the  main 
cocks,   gates  or  valves  of  the  Department's  system,  nor  connect 
or  disconnect  the  service  pipe,  nor  interfere  with  meters  or 
their  connections,  street  mains  or  other  property  of  the 
Department.    Where  thj  stop  cock  is  operated  in  lieu  of  a  control 
valve  on  the  house  pipe  the  Department  will  not  be  responsible 
for  any  damage  resulting  from  the  malfunction  or  breaking  of 
the  service  pipe,  stop    cock,  meter,  house  pipe  or  any  connections. 

The  Department  reserves  the  right  to  recover  for 
damage  to  any  of  its  facilities  caused  by  the  acts  of  others  and 
vail  not  be  responsible  for  water  damage  occasioned  by  such  acts 
of  others. 
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SECTION  E. 


Rule  6.  Admission  of  Department's  Employees, 

Employees  or  representatives  of  the  Department  shall 
be  admitted  during  reasonable  hours  to  customers'  premises  to 
perform  the  various  functions  required  in  the  performance  of  their 
regular  duties.    Those  engaged  in  such  work  will  be  furnished  with 
badges  or  other  means  of  identification. 
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SECTION  E  . 

Rule  7.         Abatement  of  Noises. 

Where  it  has  been  determined  that  noises  or  other 
disturbances  are  originating  from  a  customer  Ts  premises  caused 
by  apparatus  attached  to  the:  water  pipes  or  fixtures  and  are 
resulting  in  annoyance  to  other  water  users  or  may  damage  the 
Department's  facilities,  the  Department  may  issue  a  notice  to 
such  customer  or  to  the  owner  or  agent  of  the  property 
requesting  removal   or  correction  of  the  cause  of  complaint. 
Failure  to  properly  abate  the  nuisance  will  be  sufficient 
reason  for  discontinuing  water  service. 


SECTION  E. 

Rule  8.  Removal  and  Relocation  of  Facilities 

Property  owners  or  others  desiring  the  removal  or 
relocation  of  fire  hydrants,  water  mains,   services,  meters  or 
other  facilities  of  the  Department  must  bear  all  costs  of  such 
removal  or  relocation. 

In  the  case  of  any  work  involving  a  fire  hydrant, 
the  applicant  will  be  required  to  present  a  written  permit 
authorizing  such  work  from  the  Fire  Department  having  jurisdiction. 
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SECTION  E. 


Rule  9«    Determination  of  Goat. 

In  determining  the  actual  coot  of  any  work  to  bo  done  by 
the  Department  at  the  expense  of  others,  such  cost  shall  include 
labor,  material,  contractual  service  and  any  other  proper  clement 
of  cost  to  which  shall  be  added  ten  percent  for  supervision  and 
administrative  services. 

The  applicant  shall  make  written  request  of  the  Department 
for  the  estimated  cost  of  the  proposed  work  following  which  such 
estimated  cost,  or  the  charge  if  listed  in  these  rules  or  in  the 
rate  schedules,  must  be  deposited  before  the  Department  can  proceed. 
If  the  work  has  been  done  on  an  estimated  cost  basis,  any  difference 
between  the  amount  deposited  and  the  actual  cost  shall  be  adjusted 
by  the  Department  or  the  depositor  as  required. 

The  requirement  for  a  deposit  shall  not  apply  to  work  to 
bo  performed  for  a  governmental  agency  or  a  public  utility  where 
satisfactory  written  authorization  has  been  received  covering 
agreement  to  pay  for  such  work. 
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SECTION  E. 

Rulo  10.     Damage  Claims. 

Claims  for  damage  which  may  bo  caused  by,  or  result  from, 
the  Department's  operations  should  be  made  pursuant  to  Section  87 
of  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  if  said 
section  is  applicable,  or  pursuant  to  applicable  provisions  of  the 
statutes  of  the  State  of  California.  In  addition,  prompt  notice  of 
any  damage  caused  by  or  resulting  from  the  Department's  operations 
should  be  given  by  telephoning  the  Department's  office, 
lj.25>  Hason  Street,  PRospect  5-7000  and  shall  be  confirmed  in 
vrriting.  Evidence  of  damage  involved  in  such  claims  shall  not  be 
destroyed  before  the  Department  has  been  given  opportunity  to 
inspect  such  damage.

Rule  11.  Interpretation  of  Rules  and  Regulations. 

In  one  event  of  any  question  as  to  interpretation 
or  application  of  any  of  these  Rules  and  Regulations,  the 
Department   shall  make  such  interpretation  or  application.  In 
event  of  appeal,  the  ruling  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
shall  be  final.
